Yacht  club,  as  required  by  the  deed  ol  gift 
eoverning  tho  possession  ol  the  cup,  and  the 
Yankee  sloop  won  in  fine  style.    The  dis- 
tance sailed  was  thirty-eight  milea.     There 
was  not  wind  enough  to  start  tho  buata  until 
two   hours   after     the     time     announced 
in  the  official  programme.    When  it    came 
it  was  light,  but  there  waa  enough  to  en- 
able the  yachts  to  complete  the  course  well 
within    the   time    limited— in     fact     with 
two  hours  to  spare:    It  was  just  tbe  kind 
of  weather  which  admirers  of    the    Thistle 
had  predicted  would  mean  victory  for  tbe 
Scotch  boat.      It  was   just    tbe   sort    ot 
weather  which  admirers  of  the  Volunteer 
most     dreaded.       Under     these     circum- 
stances nobody  would  have  been    surpris- 
ed had  the  Thistle    won.    Every bod.v    ex- 
pected at  least  a  close  race.     But  after  the 
first  twenty  minutes  it  was   no  race  at  all. 
it  became  a   procession  with  the  Thistle 
falling   further  and  further  astern.    From 
start  to  finsih  the  Thistle  stood  no  chance 
of   winning.    The  Volunteer  went  over  tbe 
course  in  4h.  53  min.  18  sec.  The  Thistle's 
time  was  5   h.  12  min.  40  sec.    Thus  the 
Thistle  was  beaten  by   19  min.  28  sec.  or, 
otter    crediting    her  with    the  five  seconds 
time  allowance  due  her,  by  19  min.  29  «»ec. 
The  Voluii  teer  beat  the  foreigner  so  badly 
that    the  lattcr's  most  enthusiastic  cham- 
pions have  only  to  say  that  something  in- 
explicable    is     the      matter     with     the 
Thistle.       It       was         a       great       day. 
The     people       who       went       down      on 
the    300    steamships,    river   steamboats, 
tugs,  steam  yachts  and    boats  improvised 
for  tho  occasion,  numbered  easily   50,000, 
and  the  scene  presented  by  the  heterogen- 
ous mass  of  craft  lietore,  at  and  after  the 
start,  cannot  be  described.    They   covered 
on  area  ot  fifty  or  more  ocres  on  the  wa- 
ter, nnd  they  kept  up  a  noise  throughout 
the  race    that   startle*!    the   people    who 
came  from  Europe  to  see  th  eevent. 

The  yacht  race  at  New  York  excited  but 
little  interest  in  London,  except  in  the  :ity 
proper,  whore  a  large  crowd  assembled 
I  early  in  the  evening  around  the  bulletins 
at  the  cable  offices,  dispersing,  however, 
before  the  result  was  known.  Yachting 
men  ari  intorested,  but  the  public  paid  no 
spet ial  attention  to  the  race.

THE  VOLIXTEEB'S  TICTOBT, 


Secretary  Lamar  hai  denied  the  appli- 
cation of  E.  F.  Drake  and  A.  H.  Wilder, 
acting  aa  trustees  for  certain  holdera  of 
bonds  secured  by  mortgage  ot  the  lands 
granted  to  the  State  of  Iowa  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Sioux  City  &  St.  Paul 
railroad,  made  against  the  order  of  July 
26,1887,  throwing  26.ti  10  acres  open  to 
settlement.  These  are  ttia  lands  in  O'Brien 
and  other  counties  of  Iowa  which,  having 
once  tieen  patented  to  the  .  state  and  un- 
earned by  the  r()ad,  where  by  direction  ol 
tbe  legislature  certified  by  the  governor 
back  to  the  government,  accepted  by  it 
and  thrown  open  as  above  stated.  The 
protestants  baaed  their  protests  and  re- 
quests for  revo<  ition '  apofa  the  theory 
that  the  action  of  the  govern mnnt  was 
in  eHcct  a  forfeiture,  which  is  a 
light  resting,  not  with  the  department  hut 
with  congress,  which  made  the  grant.  The 
secretary  holds  that  these  lands  bad  been 
granted  as  indemnity,  and  aa  the  road  in 
question  had  no  reason  for  indemnity 
lands  that  have  no  basis  for  their  claim. 
"The  State  of  Iowa  recognized  that  the 
lands  bud  lieen  inadvertently  patented  to  it, 
and  returned  to  them.  They  had  been 
conveyed  to  it  without  any  authority  un- 
der the  grantirig  act,  and  having  l>e€n  con- 
veyed, the  department  could  do  nothing 
but  tiirow  tbem  open  to  aettlemeut.      The

Ben  Price,  the  jail  clerk, 
unlocked  the  inner  doors,  and  followed  by 
Gleason  and  Spe.-irs,  tramped  up  the  iron 
stairway  to  the  second  gallery  where  the 
condemned  anarchist  are.  Niebe's  cell 
door  was  unlocked,  and  Spears  told 
him  he  wanted  to  talk  with  bim 
in  the  jail  oflire.  The  party  then  went 
quietly  down  stairs  put  aboard  for  a 
i  carriage,  and  whisked  aboard  tbe  train  for 
,  Joliet  and  was  at  once  hurried  to  the  pris- 
on. It  is  stated  that  thesheriff  had  thought 
beet  to  have  Neebe  taken  to  Joliet  secretly 
for  fear  of  an  outoreak  and  an  attempt  to 
rescue.

You  see,  they 
are  not  absorbed  into  the  general 
mass  as  readilv  as  are  other  sorts  of 
irnmijfrant".  i  bring  about  2,000  of 
them  to  >ew  York  every  year,  and  I 
suppose  3,000  or  3,500  come  to  this 
city  annually.  Of  mine  the  greater 
part  are  East  Indian  and  African 
monkeys,  and  all  these  come  first  to 
Europe  and  we  import  them  from 
there.  About  700 or  800  a  year  are 
imported  directly  from  Urtzil. 

"Almost  all  these  monkeys  are  eith- 
er the  ring-tailed  or  the  Java  si(€cieH. 
The  organ  grinders  generally  have  a 
rins-tailed  one.  They  cost  about  $1'J 
or  $1  r>.  They  Java  monkeys  have  a 
moie  human  look  and  a  shorter  tail. 
They  use  their  ftrms  more  in  climbing. 
They  cost  about  the  same  as  the  ring- 
tailed  ones. 

"The  prices  of  other  monkeys  are 
almost  entirely  arbitrary.  It  all  de- 
pends on  the  size,  age  and  other  quali- 
ties of  each  particular  monkey,  and 
the  demand  there  is  for  it.  The  prices 
run  up  into  the  thou.sands.  Chim- 
panzees are  about  the  most  e.xpensfve. 
Baboons  are  also  expensive.  The  little 
marmosets  can  be  had  for  $8  and  $« 
a  pair,  when  they  can  be  had  at  all. 
There  is  no  regular  supply  ot  tbem. 
Sometimes  we  get  dozens  ot  them  at 
once,  and  then  liiere  may  not  be  one 
for  a  long  time. 

"Monkeys  as  household  pets  aire 
about  played  out,  induinL*  from  our 
trade.  We  very  rare'y  tell  one  except 
for  exhibition  purposes.  We  used  to 
sell  one  now  and  then  to  the  Italians 
to  go  with  theii  organs,  but  now  that 
they  are  not  allowed  to  u^e  them,  we 
don't  have  that  trade  any  longer." 

None  of  the  dealers  ke^p  many  mon- 
keys in  stock.  They  are  not  a  hardy 
animal  until  they  be  om-i  thoroughly 
acclimated,  ar:d  the  io.sses  through 
dcr.th  if  ni.Hny  are  k<-pt  on  hand,  de- 
stroy the  profits  of  the  business. 

Aside  from  Mr.  Crowley  and  Miss 
Kitty,  that  was  to  be  his  bride,  the 
most  valuable  monkeys  m  the  city 
now  are  probably,  He  and  Jess,  in  the 
nursery  of  Mr.  Reiche's  place.  What 
they  are  worth  now  must  be  consider 
able,  but  it  is  nothing  to  the  value 
that  they  will  attain  if  tnenewspa 
pers  keep  on  giying  them  free  adver- 
tisments. 

X  curious  thing  about  the  monkeys 
most  common  in  this  part  of  the 
world,  is  that  those  from  Brazil  are 
entirely  diflferent  from  tho.se  from  Af- 
rica and  Asia.  This  difference  exiete 
in  all  the  various  species,  and  accord 
ing  to  fossil  e.xperts  has  existed  evei 
since  the  tertiary  and  other  interest- 
ing geologieai  epochs.  If  the  evidence 
of  an  eoeene  jaw  bone  found  iu  Eng- 
land and  a  mioctne  set  ot 
t  eth  found  in  France,  as 
compared  with  an  onistitis  and  a 
caliithrix  orimicvus  found  in  South 
America,  is  lo  be  believed,  Adam 
when  he  first  called  tbem  monkeys 
must  have  meant  one  kind  of  an  ani- 
mal tor  the  name  in  Europe,  Asia, 
and  Africa,  and  another  kind  for  the 
name  in  America.  This  may  have 
been  because  he  ran  short  of  names, 
or  it  may  have  been  an  oversight  on 
Adam's  pan.  The  fact,  at  any  rate, 
is  that  a  native  monkey  in  America 
is  a  platyrrhini  and  has  a  broad  nose, 
with  tho  no.stril.s  on  the  side,  while  a 
monkey  native  in  the  rest  of  the 
world  is  a  catarrhini  and 
ba.s  a  narrow  nose  and  a  septum  be- 
tween the  nostrils.  Septum  is  scientif- 
ic for  a  thin  membrane.  They  also 
have  cheek  pouches,  which  the  platyr- 
rhini have  not.  Even  without  the 
pouches,  it  docs  seem  stranee,  with 
all  due  respect  to  Adam,  that  he 
couldn't  tell  the  difference  between  a 
platyrrhini  with  a  broad  nose  and 
eidewise  nostrils,  and  ft  catarrhini 
with  a  narrow  nose  and  a  septum.

Queen  Christina  Converts  an  En- 
emy into  a  Friend. 

Letter  In  the  New  York  Sun. 

A    well-known    poet   of   Spain,  de- 
servedly famous  for  his  work,  was  at 
the  same   time   a  man    of    most   ad 
vanced  radical  opinions,   and  waged 
such  bitter  and  open  war  against  the 
regency  that  he  was  at  last  arrested, 
tried  and  exiled.

Admirality  and  an  immense  concourse 
of  people,  soon  after  noon,  a  war  ship 
of  exceptionally  powerful  typewas 
launched  at  Portsmouth  to  be  added 
to  the  royal  navy  as  the  Trafalgar. 

She  will  be  large  and  considerably 
more  formidable  than  any  other 
British  ironclad  at  present  afloat. 
Although  some  huge  Italian  warships 
exceed  her  in  tonnage  displacement 
and  in  heavy  gun  power  not  one  of 
them  is  so  well  protected  as  the  Tra- 
falgar will  be  when  finished. 

She  will  displace  11,9-40  tons  of  wa- 
ter, and  will  have  cost  not  far  short  of 
£900,000  (about  $1,500,000).  As 
she  lies  this  morning  she  has  cost  less 
than  £800,000,  and  only  r),200  tons 
of  steel  and  iron  have  been  workina 
into  her  massive  hull.  She  is  345  feet 
long  and  73  feet  broad.  Her  coal 
stowage  is  900  tons  in  fore  and  aft 
bunkers.  Her  armament  is  to  con- 
sist of  four  13  1-2  inch  67  ton  breech- 
loading  guns,  eight  5-inch  breech-load- 
ing gms,  six  36  pounder  quick-firing 
guns,  eight  0-pounder  and  eleven  3- 
pounder  Hotchkiss  quick-firing  guns, 
machine,  boat  and  field  guns 
and  twenty-four  Whitehead  torpe- 
does. 

The  turret  guns  will  fire  projectiles 
weighing  1.250  pounds,  with  a  powder 
charge  of  630  pounds,  and  will  train 
tliroush  an  angle  of  270  degree.  The 
eight  5-inch  guns  will  be  mounted  on 
the  upper  deck  between  the  turrets, 
and  will  be  protected  on  the  sides  of 
the  ship  from  rifle  fire  by  two  thick- 
nesses of  half-inch  platiiig,and  at  each 
end  of  the  battery  by  armored  bulk- 
heads one  inch  thick,  fitted  upon  six 
inches  of  backing  and  an  inner  skin. 
•These  guns  will  train  through  sixty  de- 
grees on  each  side  of  the  beam.  The 
eight  six-pounder  Hotchkiss  guns  will 
fire  from  the  spar  deck,  but  the  three 
pounder  guns  will  be  distributed  be- 
tween the  spar  deck,  the  bridge,  the 
stern  parts  and  the  military  ports. 

There  are  eight  torpedo  tubes,  tour 
above  and  four  below  the  water  line, 
the  latter  being  fixed  tubes.  The  above 
water  tubes  are  protected  from  ma- 
chine gun  fire  by  two  inch  plating. 

The  vessel  will  be  fitted  with  twin 
screws,  each  driven  by  an  independent 
set  Of  triple  expansion  engines,  with 
three  vertical  cylinders  of  a  collective 
power  of  six  thousand  horses  for  each 
set.  The  weight  of  this  machinery  is 
to  be  about  one  thousand  and  thirty 
tons.  The  crank  and  propeller  shaft- 
ibg  are  hollow  and  are  made  of  com- 
pressed steel.  The  diameter 
screw  propellers  will 
feet. 

Another  turret  ship,  exactly  like  her 
and  of  her  dimensions,  is  building  at 
Pembroke,  to  be  called  the  Nile. 

The  Daily  News,  commenting  on  the 
event,  says:  "It  is  not  improbable 
that  these  two  monsters  will  be  the 
last  of  our  very  big  ironclads.  No 
others  of  the  first  cla>s  size  have,  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years,  been  laid  down, 
and  among  naval  construotors  the 
conviction  is  now  rapidly  gaining 
ground  that,  for  practical  purposes, 
vessels  ol  moderate  tonnage— always 
provided  they  are  of  great  speed- 
will  be  found  more  useful  than  levia- 
thans. Our  present  i^morance  of  the 
realities  of  modern  naval  warfare  run 
us  into  dangerous  risks  by  investing, 
in  the  construction  of  single  ironclads, 
sums  which  otherwisedisbursed  would 
provide  a  whole  flotilla  of  fast  cruisers, 
armoured  gunboats  and  swift  torpedo 
vessels."

Steel  Rails. 

Railway  age.— The  price  of  steel  rails 
has  declined  fully  $1   per  ton  within  a 
week.    The  reason    is  that  the  Ameri- 
can rail-makers  have  resolved  that  no 
more   foreicn  rails   shall    be   laid  on 
Amer?can    soil.    Prices  have  declined 
to  $36.7.5, which  it  is  ?aid,  is  the  low- 
est price  at  which  rails  have  been  sold 
sine?   the  rail  maker's    syndicate  was 
formed.  The  tendency  is  toward  high- 
er  prices   in  foreign    rail  mai  kets,  al- 
though   the   advance  is  on  paper,  no 
doubt.    Contracts  amounting  to  87,- 
000  tons,  which  as  late  as  three  weeks 
ago  it  looked    would  go  abroad,  have 
been    secured  at  home  at  prices  vary- 
ing from  $36.76  to  $38.25.    The  ship 
and  boat  yards    all  over  the  country 
are  very  busy.  The  demand  for  heavy 
iron  and   steel  plates  is  equal  almost 
to  the  productive  capacity.    The  iron 
and  steel  output  is  increasing,  and  in 
a  general  way  prices  are  firm,  with  an 
upward    tendency,  except  in  pig  iron, 
which  is  weakened  by  the  general  re- 
sumption of  the  coke  furnaces,  which 
have  been  idle  for  some  time. 

The  kingdom  of  Saxony  is  richer  in 
railroads  than  any  other  German 
state,  conta  ning  165  metres  of  track 
on  every  square  kilometre  of  ground, 
as  against  64  in  Prussia,  67  in  Bava- 
ria, 74  in  Wurtemberg,  88  in  Baden, 
109  in  Hesse,  105  in  Baxe-AItenbura, 
106  in  Anhalt,  88  in  Saxe-Weimer. 
etc.  Saxony  also  enjoys  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  the  most  saving  of  all 
German  countries,  40  out  of  every 
100  inhabitants  being  depositors  in 
savings  banks.  In  Prussia  the  pro- 
portion is  14  in  100<  in  Bavaria  8  in 
100. 


Bananas  all  the  Year. 

A  steamer  unloading  10,000  bunches 
of  bananas  in  New  York.  A  stevadore 
mounted  on  the  deck,    giving   out  or 
ders  to  a  hur*dred  longshoremen  wli 
stand  in  lines  and  pass  the  bunches  of 
fruit  from  the  hold   of   the  vessel   to 
waiting  trucKS.    Buch  was  the  scene  a 
reporter  beheld  on  a  downtown  wharf. 
"Two    million    bunches   of    bananas 
come  into  this  port  alone  every  year 
now."  said  the  importer.     "Pifvious 
to  1884  there  were  not  nJar  so  many. 
Schooners  were  employed,  and  they 
took  six  wee'^s  to  make  a  trip,  car- 
ried 2,500  bunches,  and  lost  quarter 
of    them    on  account  of  the  length  of 
time  afloat  and  the  damage  by  salt 
water.    Now  we  have  regular  lines  of 
steamers  that  carry  four  or  fine  times 
as  much  fruit,  and  make  such   quick 
trips  that  there  is  practically  no  lost' 
of  iruit." 
Where  do  the  bananas  come  from'" 
"Well,  the  red.s,  wtiich  appear  to  be 
the   favorites,    come   irom   Baiacoa, 
Cuba.     We  get  from  30.000  to  40,(iu0 
bunches    of     them    a     week     during 
August,  but  less  now  that  peaches  are 
in  market.  The  yellow  ones  come  from 
Jamaica,  Panama,  Costa    Rica  and 
Nicaragua.    There  are  some  bananas 
produced  in  Florida,    but   the    home 
demand  prevents  any  coming  here.  It 
will  not  be  long  before  the  red  banan- 
as will  be   very  scare,  as  the  Cuba* 
plaaters  are  replacing  them  with  the 
yellow    slips     from     Jamaica.      The 
cau.se  of  this  is    that  the  yellow  pro- 
duce bunches  averaging  from  $2  to 
$2.25,  while  the  red  will  not  average 
more   than  one   dollar  and  a   half  a 
bunch." 
"How  do  bananas  grow?" 
On  immense  plantations,  laid  off  in 
to  rows  of  trees  about  eight  feet  apart 
each  way.    The    trunk    of  A    banana 
tree  is  composed  of  the  stems  of  leaves 
and  grows  from   fifteen  to  twenti'  feet 
high.    When  the  fruiting  begins,  a  bud 
appears  at  the  top  of  the  stem  and  de- 
velops  into    a   bunch    of     bananas. 
When  the  fruit  is   gathered  the  tree  is 
cut  down  and    left  to  decay,  and  new 
sprouts  start  up  from  the  same  root, 
and  thus  the   crop  is   continually  re- 
newed.   There  are  about  700  trees  to 
the  acre,  and  each  one    produces  one 
bunch  of  fruit.     New  plantations  are 
started  by  setting  out  young  sproutn 
about  two  feet  high.      The  gathering 
of   the   bananas   differ.      In    Central 
America  thf)  native    Indians   are  em- 
ployed.   They   cut   the   tree   with  a 
machete  until  it    bends  over   so  as  to 
bring  the  bunch   within   reach.      It  is 
then  cut  off  and  carried  on  the  back.'- 
of  the  men  down    to  the    ships  which 
runup  the  rivers.  The  loading  is  u.sual- 
ly  done  by  forming   line  and    passing 
the    bunches     from    hand    to    hand. 
Thi."?       is       not       very       pleasant 
work,        as       the       bunches       oft- 
en   contain     scorpions,     tarantulas, 
centipedes  and    other    venomous   in- 
sects that    get   shaken    out    of    the 
bunches  as  they  are  passed    and    bite 
the  handler.    In  Jamaica  the  negro 
women  are  used  to  load  the  fruit,  and 
in  Cuba  both  negros  and  half-breeds 
are  employed.    In  the  hold  of  the  ves- 
sel the  bananas  are    placed   in   bins  j 
holding  several  hundred  bunches  each,  j 
and   arranged  to  admit  all   of  the  air  j 
possible.    The  ventilation  ipso  import-  i 
ant  that    large  canvas  funnels  called 
'wind  pails'  are  fixed  on    the  deck  sc  I 
as  to  catch  the  wind  and  carry  it  dowr.  j 
into  the  hold.     In  winter  much  care  is 
necessary  to  prevent  the  cargo  from 
freezing  on  the  voyage  or  while  unload- 
ing.   Bananas   are   almost   the  only 
fruit  that  is  always  in  season.    They 
arrive  at  this  port  every  month  in  the 
year.    During  the  poorest  months  in 
midwinter  we  receive  70,000  bunches, 
and  in  summer  the  number  frequently 
reaches  850,000  buncbcs."

As  the  ptoceesiou  travers- 
en  tlie  lino  of  march  tliero  were  fre  |uent 
burnt.*  of  eheeriiij,',  anil  the  presidout  bow- 
etl  repeatedly  nnd  Mfted  his  hat  in  re- 
opontie  to  salutationa.  Mrs.  Ulevclaud 
bore  herself  as  serenely  as  a  queen. 

The  military  and  the  civic  societies  that 
participateil  in  the  parade  then  passed  in 
review,  after  which  Afayor  Wallber  arose 
and  welcomed  the  president  and  Ids  wife 
to  Milwaukee  and  introtlurod  the  nation's 
ruler  to  the  nssembled  thousands.  The 
President  made  u  happy  reply,  in  which  he

KNIGHTS  OF  LABOR. 


The  tirest  l4ibor  OrBsnlMtion  tteprssented  bj 
2i>0  Relffstei,  Anembled  In  Mlnnespolii. 


Bec«plion    snd  Prelimlssrf  HoetlBg— Addretiei

The  Knights  of  Labor  Assembly  at  Min- 
neapolis ou  Monday  the  3d  inat.,  was  one 
of  the  most  interesting  bodies  ever  gather- 
ed in  that  city.  A  peculiar  interest  at- 
taches to  these  250  representatives  of  the 
great  laboring  masses  of  the  United  States, 
who,  largely  through  the   agency    of    this 

fiarticiilar  organi^ution,  liave  made  their 
utiuenco  felt  in  the  realms  of  politics  and 
commerce  within  a  few  years,  as  never  be- 
fore. 

The  opening  meeting  in  tlie  morning  was 
held  at  the  Washington  Ilink,  which  holds 
10,000  people.  Mr.  .John  P.  McGaughey 
presided.  Mayor  Ames  and  a  tiumbcr  of 
the  distinKui.shcd  members  of  the  conven- 
tion occupied  seats  on  the  platform.  Mr. 
McUlaughey  called  upon  Mayor  Ames  to 
make  the  address  of  welcome  in  behalf  of 
the  city.  The  mayor's  remarks  were  geni- 
al and  rharacteriitic. 

Mr.  IJichard  Orilliths  of  Chicago,  a  vet- 
eran worker  in  the  order,  in  appropri- 
ate terms  acknowledged  the  warm  recep- 
i  tion  that  had  been  tendered  the  delegates 
and  the  kind  greetings  of  the  mayor.  Mr. 
A.  A.  Carleton  of  Massuchusutts,  a  member 
of  the  general  executive  board  also  spoke. 

Mr.  Ralph  Beaumont,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  members  of  the  order,  was 
next  called  upon,  lie  spoke  witli  great 
ease  and  elegance.  He  made  some  very 
graceful  and  well-turned  allusions  to  Min- 
neapolis, lie  referred  to  the  various 
stages  of  success  and  despondency  in  the 
history  of  the  order  and  asserted  that  if 
this  organization  goes  down  it  will  only 
be  to  K'iye  ]ilace  to  another  mightier  than 
this,  for  Hs  long  as  injustice  remains  in  the 
land  the  struggle  will  be  maintained. 

The  next  speaker  was  Mr.  Richard  Trev- 
ellich,  one  of  the  most  powerful  spcak^s 
in  the  order.  A  synopsis  of  his  remarks 
would  give  a  taint  idea  of  their  impressive- 
ness.  In  conuhmion  he  said:  "We  come 
here  with  the  olive  branch  of  peace  in  our 
hands.  I.,ct  no  act  of  yours  bring  disgrace 
upon  the  groat  boiiy.  het  your  words  and 
proceedings  have  in  them  wisdom  and  dig- 
nity, be  a  worthy  example  even  for  tha 
great  congress  of  our  country." 

At  the  evening  meeting  some  10,000  per- 
sons were  present.  Mr.  McGaughey  pre- 
sided. 

Richard  Travellick  of  Detroit  was  called 
to  the  front.  His  address  was  a  powerful 
and  eloquent  exjilanation  of  the  mission

With  all  its  exten- 
sive public  improvements,  unless  I  am 
much  at  fafllt,  the  city  of  >filwaukee  has 
less  of  public  debt  than  any  of  its  popu- 
lation in  the  I'liite  I  States  excepting  one. 
In  these  days,  when  the  temptation  to  lo- 
cal public  extravagance  is  not  often 
snoi.qh  withstood.  yt,ii  may  well  be  jiroud 
of  thi.s  exhihit,  and  besides  tiie  satisfuc- 
titm  which  this  financial  condition  pro- 
luces  has  a  practicitl  side  to  it.  Large  en- 
terprises are  often  nimh  influenced  in  their 
location  bv  such  crnsidoration,  nnd  they 
are  apt  to  be  established  where  the  burden 
of  taxation  is  the  least  and  where  the 
share  of  public  indebtedness  to  be  born  by 
them  is  the  smallest.

It  is  full  of 
jolemn  responsibility  and  duty,  because  it 
smbodies  in  a  grciiter  degree  than  any  oth- 
er office  on  earth  the  suffrage  and  trust  of 
such  a  people.  As  an  American  citizen, 
chosen  from  the  mass  of  his  fellow  country- 
men to  assume  for  a  time  this  responsibili- 
ty and  duty,  I  ackuowle<ige  with  patriotic 
satisfaction  your  tribute  to  the  office  which 
belongs  to  us  all.  And  be<'aiise  it  belongs  to 
all  the  people,  the  obliiiation  is  manifest  on 
their  part  to  maintain  a  con.stant  and 
continuous  watchfulness  and  interest 
concerning  its  care  .ind  operation.  Their 
duty  is  not  entirely  done  when  they  have 
exercised  their  suffrage  and  indicated  their 
choice  of  the  incumbent;  nor  is  their  duty 
performed  Viy  settling  down  to  bitter,  ma- 
lignant nnd  selfish  abuse  of  what  is  done 
or  atten'^tcil  to  be  done  by  the  incumbent 
selected.  The  sicts  of  a<i  administration 
should  not  be  approved  as  a  matter  of 
course  and  for  no  better  reason  than 
that  it  represents  a  political  party; 
but  more  unpatriotic  than  all  others

Cruel  Persian  PiinLsIimeuts.

Cruelty  seems  inborn  with  the  Pers- 
ian. I  have  seen  little  children  of 
both  sexes  stoning  a  poor  cur  to 
death  and  liternlly  hacking  a  miser- 
able cat  to  pieces  just  for  the    fun    of 

the  thing,  and  without  any  interfer- 
ence from  their  parents,  often  even 
with  their  active  co-operation. 

The  death  penalty  is  usually  carried 
out  with  a  view  of  making  the  culprit 
undergo  the  most  horrible  tortures, 
and  of  affordinc  a  grateful  sight  to  the 
callous  populace.  Or.  theKoop-Kapu 
in  Teheran,  th?*square  in  the  heart  of 
the  city  where  executions  usually 
take  place,  a  half  score  of  delinquents 
are  often  placed  on  the  raised  plat- 
form, surniounied  by  the  polepainted 
a  brilliant  scarlet,  and  in  full  sight  of 
the  rabble  assembled  they  have  their 
throats  cut,  their  hearts  torn  out, 
their  ears  and  noses  slit,  their  tongues 
pulled  out,  their  eyes  seared,  or  boil- 
ing pitch  poured  over  their  naked 
bodies  to  t  very  body's  great  delecta- 
tion except  the  parties  directly  con- 
cerned. 

Along  the  highways  one  meets, 
stuck  in  the  ground,  short,  hollow 
pillars  with  the  upper  opening  closed 
with  gypsum.  Each  of  these  contains 
a  man — a  condemned  criminal  walled 
up  alive.  Faint  groans  may  often  be 
heard  by  passers-by,  for  this  mode  of 
death  is  slow  and  very  painful;  but 
nobody  thinks  it  worth  his  while  to 
liberate  the  poor  wretch  or  to  termi- 
nate his  sufferings  by  a  merciful  blow.

When  Mr.  I'owderly  came  forward  to 
speak  the  cheering  was  deafening. 

The  sjieaker  made  a  strong  appeal  to 
his  hearers  to  advance  and  take  the  sta- 
tion in  the  world  which  belongs  to  them 
by  light  and  which  they  are  so  competent 
to  fill.  He  expressed  his  confidence  in  the 
riglit  and  justice  of  the  principles  which  un- 
derlie the  order,  and  his  unabated  courage 
in  its  future.  All  the  op])Osition  and  all 
the  abuse  he  liad  received  had  not  changed 
him  in  the  least.  And  then  he  had  a  good 
word  for  tho  kickers. 

Mr.  I'owderly  f  redicted  a  time  when  all 
wosking  men  would  lie  organized  under  one 
head  and  lead  against  one  comnm>n  foe. 
He  made  a  touching  allusion  to  Thomas 
A.  Armstrong,  of  the  Pittsburg  Labor 
Tribune,  whose  death  was  announced  Sun- 
day evening. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Powderly'e  address 
resolutions  eulogistic  of  Mr.  Armstrong 
were  adootcd. 

President  A.  J.  Streetcr,  ol  the  National 
Farmers'  alliance,  made  an  interesting  ad- 
dress on  the  subject.  "The  I'eople;  Their 
Government."  He  said  that  while  he  did 
not  take  the  character  of  the  chronic 
grumbler,  still  it  fell  to  him  to  show  up 
some  of  the  evils  of  the  times.  He  referred 
particularly  to  the  deplorable  condition 
of  the  farmers  of  Illinois,  his  own  state. 
"They  are  overwhelmed  by  debt,"  ho  said, 
"and  the  prospects  of  paying  their  debts 
are  poor." 

On  Tuesday  there  were  numerous  ar- 
rivals of  belated  Knights.  The  first  and 
only  matter  taken  up  during  the  day  was 
the  report  of  the  committee  on  credentials. 
The  report  occupied  tho  morning  and  aft- 
er noon  sessions. 

SIKHAKI,   DAVlTT  AND  THE  KNIGHTS. 

The  session  of  the  Knights  was  rather 
abruptly  terminated  at  11  o'clock  yesterday 
forenoon.  The  Hon.  Michael  Davitt,  one  of 
the  leadinj;  and  most  tcUlnc  workers  in  be- 
half of  Ireland,  had  arrived  lato  Tuesday 
night  He  was  soon  in  the  hands  of  Master 
Workman  Powderly.  and  the  suggestion  that 
the  business  of  the  convention  be  tem- 
porarily suspended  in  order  to  give  the  dis- 
tinguished Irishman  an  opportunity  to 
address  the  delegates  met  with  the  hearty 
concurrence  of  every  delegate.  The  recep- 
tion which  the  ereat  home  ruler  got  could 
not  havo  been  heartier  or  plcasanter.  It 
could  not  have  been  a  more  spontaneous 
outburst  of  approval  had  the  convention 
been   constituted   entirely   of   men  of  Mr. 

Davitt's  own 
raca  It  was 
probably  the 
first  time  that 
tho  general  as- 
sembly ever 
honored  a  man 
by  allowing  him 
to  address  the 
assembly  upon 
a  matter  in 
which  the  order 
is  not  directly 
^^cuX^u'c/^'l  T  7  concerned.  This 
feature  of  the  convention  was  certainly  one 
of  the  most  pleasant  of  the  convention,  as  it 
will  be  a  memorable  one  to  the  delegates. 
At  1 1  o'clock  Mr.  Davitt  was  escorted  Into 
the  hall  by  John  V.  McGaughey.  As  the 
gentlemen  oppcored  in  sight  there  was  a 
very  cordial  greeting  from  the  f'elegatea 
Mr.  Powderly  took  the  hand  of  Mr.  Davitt 
and  greeted  him  in  a  very  hospitable  man- 
ner. Mr.  Davitt  took  a  seat  beside  Mr. 
Powderly.  When  the  applause  sub.sided 
Mr.  Powderly  aro.<!e  and  Introduced  the  dis- 
tinguished guest  In  a  most  felicitous  way. 

"Is  an  introduction  necessary?"  asked  Mr.  Pow- 
derly of  the  audience.  I'here  were  several  neg- 
ative responses,  and  Mr.  Powderly  continncct: 
"I  merely  wish  to  say  that  the  man  who  is  the 
idol  of  my  heart,  the  champion  of  tho  down- 
trodden people  whom  I  love,  is  here  to-day ;  and 
if  he  had  his  do^erts  ho  would  stand  at  the  high- 
est poict  of  fame.  He  stands  as  the  represent.-i- 
ttvo  of  labor  across  tho  water— Hun.  Michael 
Davitt." 

This  happy  utterance,  accompanied  by 
much  feeling  ,on  tue  part  of  the  master 
workman,  was  greeted  with  applause.  In 
all  of  Mr.  Davitt's  experience  upon  the 
rostrum  it  is  doubtful  whether  he  over  stood 
up  to  speak  to  an  audience  more  completely 
In  sympathy  with  him  and  his  great  mission. 
DAvrrr's  speech. 
I  thank  yon  for  the  honor  of  addressiuE  the 
Keneral  assembly  of  the  Knishts  of  Labor. 
Your  actions  and  looks  tell  me  in  advance  of  the 
sympathy  which  I  trust  will  be  given  official 
expression  later.  I  came  here  to  bespeak  your 
sympathy  for  Ireland.  There  are  plenty  of 
reasons  why  we  fthou'd  obtain  for  Ireland  the 
commendation  of  tho  world's  greatest  labor  or- 
tranlzation.  We  seek  to  obtain  for  Ireland  the 
full  rJKht  of  Indnslrv  and  the  principles  of 
agrarian  justice.  Ireland  ia  agricultaral.  Wo 
want  a  land  system  that  shall  be  consistent 
with  the  lovers  of  hnman  justice  rather  than 
tho  Fclflsh  laws  ol  an  hereditary  aristocracy  and 
grasping  monopoliesi.  We  seek  to  aecompUsh 
these  ends  by  our  own  voices.  The  IriHh 
people  snd  an  Irish  parliament  can  da  the 
work  if  they  have  a  .chance.  Our  movement 
for  reform  has  belned  similar  niovcnicnts  else- 
where. The  workuig  people  ot  Ensiand,  Scot- 
land and  Wales  are  friendly  to  onr  tiirht  for  home 
rule.  We  have  called  attention  to  the  injustice 
of  Kn!:li:<h  landlordism  and  to  its  importation  tu 
America.  Some  of  the  evils  of  our  land  system 
have  stolen  into  your  countri",  but  railroad  land 
robbers  and  mouop<jli.sts  find  it  more  dlflicuU  to 
steal  vuar  land  than  before  the  land  l#aguo  was 
formed.  So  you  are  somewhat  indebted  lo  tue 
Irish  movement.  The  protection  of  the  intereHts 
of  labor  is  fast  becoming  the  chief  problem  of 
statesman.shlp,  and  we  In  Ireland  are  fiifhtmg 
the  battle  of  ,  industrial  life  all  over  the  world. 
The  struggle  of  the  masses  against  the  clas'^es  is 
the  same  everywhere.  One  of  our  national 
needs  is  to  keep  the  people  ut  home  and 
Slop  the  tide  of  enforced  emigration.  Ireland 
ha^  room  for  l.'i.OOO.dOO  ueoplo.  There  are  only 
.5,000,000  there  now,  where  there  used  to  bo 
9,0(X>.000.  At  this  rate  Ireland  will  soon  be  de- 
l>opulated,  even  within  a  generation.  Ireland 
Sk7  krava  become  a  uame  synonymous  mth 
rovsrtr  and  discontent,  but  as  our  coonViy  kas 


not  sinned  against  olvillcation  In  ftgbtlng  to  be 
free,  we  think  wu  have  a  right  to  Dublic  reoog- 
nltton  in  our  endeavor  to  possess  our  imtrlmony. 
You  k:iow  not  tho  ordeal  we  have  nassod 
through  In  oeulurlus  of  persecution.  In  all  that 
tiino  our  itcnplo  Imvo  no  record  ot  a 
crime  committed  by  them  against  human 
liberty.  For  forty  years  England  ha* 
systcmutlcully  carried  on  tho  work  of  cx- 
palrinllon.  Kngland's  territorial  aristocracy 
Is  tliroiiteucd  by  our  movement  and  thlnlu 
ex])atriatiuu  tho  only  escape  froih  the  danger. 
Kef u.sliig  to  acquloBoe  In  cowardly  subservienoe 
is  one  or  our  crimes,  and  immigration  beoomes 
the  method  by  which  Kngland's  policy  of  ex- 
patriation Is  carried  out.  No  country  stands 
more  iu  need  of  labor  than  ours.  But  Knglaud's 
l>olicy  drives  it  across  the  Atlantic  fur  the  em- 
I>loymoQt  It  is  denied  at  home.  Wo  are  driven 
to  poverty  by  laws  expressly  passed  against  our 
niiinufacturlng— an  atrociously  unjust  and  oow- 
luclly  policy.  Einlgratton  under  normal  condi- 
tions would  be  right,  but  no  economic  necessity 
exists  for  it,  but  the  reverse.  Ireland's  thou- 
sands u(  acres  are  sulTerlng  for  want  of  cultiva- 
tion. When  labor  reaches  your  shores  it  Is  im- 
poverished. It  socks  employment  in  Eastern 
cities,  competes  with  you  and  conflicts  with  your 
working  classes.  Kaglaud  is  really  doing  her 
Ixjsi  to  reduce  your  wage  rate  to  the  low  rate 
provailliig  there.  The  classes  who  are  ruling  and 
rulnlnu'  Ireland  are  al.'io  trying  to  drive  Engllsh- 
boru  labor  abroad.  England  is  thus  killing  two 
birds  with  one  stone,  ridding  herself  of  tho 
Celtic  element  and  reducing  your  worklngmen 
to  her  level  of  wages.  The  workers  claim  that 
the  idle  and  do-nothing  classes  should  go.  [Ap- 
plause] An  hereditary  aristocracy  is  an  enorm- 
otis  evil  that  must  be  swept  away,  tibould  you 
give  offlcial  expression  against  the  coerolou  pol- 
icy you  may  offend  the  aristocracy,  but  not  the 
tolling  millions  of  the  old  world.  Victory  for 
labor  in  Ireland  would  help  you 
here.  I  appeal  for  your  sapport. 
You  cannot  be  mdiffcrent  to  the  wrongs  of 
workers  anywhere.  In  Europe  we  have  ene  mies 
in  the  government.  Yon  are  t>etter  off.  The 
government  is  loyal  to  you,  and  you  to  it.  The 
eyes  of  the  laboring  classes  of  Europe  are  upon 
you  and  this  convention.  The  spectacle  of  your 
organization,  loyal  to  the  constitution  of  your 
couutry,  working  without  interference  from  the 
government,  gives  us  pride  and  pleasure.  We 
view  it  with  interest  and  expectancy ;  the  classes 
view  it  with  alarm.  Iu  no  part  of  the  world 
have  you  more  powerful  enemies  than  in  Lon- 
don. The  story  of  the  forcing  the  opium 
trade  upon  China,  tho  sufferings  of  en- 
slaved India,  the  bombardment  of  Alex- 
andria, are  samples  of  what  has  been 
done  in  tho  Interest  of  English  capitalists. 
It  is  the  same  power  doing  all  this  that  is  ruin  - 
ing  Ireland.  It  feara  the  Irish  policy  much,  but 
it  fears  the  solidarity  of  Irish,  Scotch  and  Eng- 
lish lalior  more.  What  a  scene  is  presented  to 
the  fricad  of  human  liberality  to-day  In  the 
Irish  nation!  Freedom  ot  speech  is  denied,  the 
jury  trial  is  abolished,  the  rights  of  tho  press 
are  trampled  under  loot  to-day  in  our  Irish 
homo.  Irisli  cabins  are  wrecked  by  crowbar 
brigades,  Kugllsh  bayonets  driving  the  poor  from 
their  cots,  murtUT  takes  place  at  Mitcbellstown 
and  editors  are  imprisoned  because  they  strive 
to  speak  boldly  aud  truly  for  human  litjcrty. 
Irish  Nstionalists  are  entitled  in  justice  to  pur- 
sue the  course  they  do.  Bcotland  and  England 
largely  sympatliizc  with  us  and  we  are  war- 
ranted in  believing  that  here  in  the  home  of 
freedom,  where  labor's  rights  are  respected  and 
labor  problems  solved  as  never  heretofore,  we 
shall  not  bo  denied  the  sympathy  from  your 
grand  organization  that  our  necessities  and 
calamities  justly  claim.  I  thank  you  for  this 
opportunity.  If  it  is  not  impertinent,  I  pray  yon 
be  hamionious  and  wiscforljearing  and  tolerant, 
so  that  your  enemies  may  bo  disappointed,  and 
your  friends  have  the  happiness  of  knowing  that 
good  has  been  accomplished. 

K0U8INO  BESOLUTIONS. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Mr.  Davitt 
with  a  will,  and  Mr.  Powderly  then  oSered 
these  ringing  resolutions: 

Whereas,  Tho  Kuights  of  Labor,  in  loyal  ad- 
herence to  the  principles  enunciated  In  the 
declaration  of  the  independence  of  the  United 
States,  believing  that  every  other  nation  should 
posses",  as  an  inalienable  prerogative,  the  right 
iu  its  people  to  life  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness; 
and. 

Whereas,  The  K  of  L.  being  an  organization 
of  workers  which  seeks  to  obtain  the  full  pro- 
tection of  just  and  enlightened  laws  for  the 
rights  and  iutcreslsot  the  laboring  masses  of 
this  contincut. 

Resolved,  That  this  general  assembly  of  our 
order  atlirms  the  right  of  the  i)cople  of  Ireland 
to  that  national  independence  for  which  they 
have  striigL'lcd  so  steadfastly  and  so  long:  that 
we  desire  to  place  on  record  an  expression  of 
our  strongest  condemnation  of  the  barbar- 
ous acts  by  which  England's  rulers  in 
Ireland  are  attempting,  by  the  violation 
cf  all  principles  of  civilized  government,  to 
suppress  legitimate  efforts  of  the  Irish  people  to 
obtain  homo  rule  aud  such  other  reforms  as  will 
supply  evrry  national  safeguard  to  the  Interests 
of  the  classes  of  that  country.  That  we  con- 
demn as  disgraceful  to  any  civilized  government 
the  laws  and  systems  of  which  the  agricultural 
workers  of  Ireland,  beiug  the  great  majority  of 
the  Inhabitants,  are  systematically  reduced  to  a 
condition  bordering  ui>on  starvation,  prior  to 
being  evicted  from  their  homes,  and  forced 
under  th(se  conditions  lo  bring  to  this  and 
other  lands  what  long  years  of  tyranny  and  in- 
justice have  reduced  to  a  virtual  pauper  labor; 
and  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  convoy  to  the  people  of  Ire- 
laud  and  their  trusted  leader,  through  Michael 
Davitt,  the  assurance  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy 
in  tlieir  tri.ils  aud  suffering  In  their  country, 
which  is  that  of  ju!^ticc  and  humanity;  that  we 
hail  with  pleasure  the  spirit  of  determined 
puriiose  with  which  tney  are  struggling  against 
coercion,  eviction  and  forced  eman::ii>ation, 
while  we  note  with  t-atlsfaction  this  friendly 
attitude  of  the  laboring  classes  of  Great  Britain 
toward  the  Irish  cause,  as  manifested  In  their 
support  of  Mr.  Gladstone's  sagacious  policy. 

THE  SENTIMENTS  OF  DELEGATES. 

Before  Mr.  Powderly's  resolutions  were 
adopted  many  of  the  delegates  expressed 
themselves  in  short  but  appropriate 
speechea  Delegate  Carlton  of  Massachusetts, 
one  of  the  ablest  men  in  the  order,  said: 

I  move  the  adoption  ot  these  resolutions,  but 
before  they  arc  aaopted  I  wish  to  explain  to  Mr. 
Davitt  and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  here  iu  this 
convention  why  t  do  so.  I  sympathize  with  Ire- 
laud'.)  cause  and  her  down-trodden  people.  I 
svmiiathize  with  them  because  if  there  Is  any 
country  or  any  people  that  needs  sympathy  on 
account  ot  the  galling  yoke  of  oppression  it  is 
Ireland  and  her  i>coplo.  I  sympathize  with  their 
grand  representative,  Michael  Davitt,  because 
he  has  taken  an  unusual  load  upon  his  shoul- 
ders; because  he  too  has  been  maligned  by  his 
country's  oppressors;  l>ecanse  if  a  martyr  needs 
sympathy  none  need  it  more  than  Michael  Dav- 
itt. I  think  this  grand  body  that  represents  the 
tollers  of  this  country  will  adopt  these  resolu- 
tions unanimously.    I  move  their  adoption. 

These  words  were  the  words  of  tho  con- 
vention, and  met  approvals  in  hearty  ap- 
plause. Secretary  Litchman  then  spoke  as 
follows: 

I  must  heartily  second  the  motion  to  adopt 
these  resolutions,  and  In  doing  so  I  want  to  ex- 
press a  thought  or  two  that  Brother  Carlton  did 
not  toucii  uiK>u.  I  want  to  say  to  the  people  of 
this  a.«semblage  that  a  large  portion  of  the  life 
of  Michael  Davitt  has  been  spent  within  prison 
walls.  There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  people  of 
this  country— the  toiling  millions,  I  mean — feel 
that  a  great  Injustice  has  been  done  him.  I  for 
one  can  say  that  I  do.  There  is  but  little  doubt, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  wheu  he  goes  from 
this  country  home  to  his  oppressed  country  and 
its  people,  that  the  shadows  of  the  same  prison 
walls  will  haunt  him.  The  prison  will  gap  for  him. 
lie  will  go  in.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  stand 
here  this  morning  as  a  representative  of 
this  great  organization,  the  Knights  of  Labor, 
and  extend  sympathy  to  this  grand  man  who  is 
here  as  our  guest,  and  who  asks  for  sympathy 
and  the  sympathy  of  all— not  for  himself  per- 
sonally, for  Michael  Davitt  does  not  plead  for 
sympathy  for  himself,  but  for  his  country,  for 
hi.s  peoi>le,  and  for  all  who  are  oppressed, 
whether  it  be  for  Ireland's  people,  Scotland's,  or 
those  oppressed  everywhere  and  anywhere.  I 
reatiirm  that  I  am  heartily  glad  to  be  able  as  a 
workingman's  representative  to  ask  tho  adop- 
tion of  these  resolutions. 

These  sentiments  were  greeted  with  ap- 
plause, and  Mr.  Powderly  recognized  Joe  II 
Buchanan  of  Denver.  The  gentleman  who 
was  afterward  derived  of  a  seat  in  the  con- 
vention, was  greeted  with  applause,  which 
Indicated  the  pleasure  bis  many  friends  at 
least  had  in  having  him  speak  on  the  reso- 
lutions. 

\ia  said  he  belonged  to  a  class  of  working 
people  who  were  seeking  enlightenment.  Ho 
appreciated  the  great  wrong  afflicted  by  English 
misrule  on  Ireland's  people,  but  also  appre- 
ciated that  the  same  wrongs  were  oppressing 
wageworkers  and  the  poor  of  all  countries. 

Delegate  Wallen  said  that  all  working  peo- 
ple sympathized  with  Mr.  Davitt,  and  the 
people  he  represent«d. 

".\nd  why  should  they  not?"  Mr.  Wallen  asked. 
"Their  cause  is  mutual;  they  are  friends  by  svni- 
pathizitii;  chains:  they  should  work  in  unison; 
Michael  Davitt  is  doing  his  work  well,  and  let  us 
send  our  sympathy  with  him  across  the  sea." 

A  lady's  eloquence. 
,  Mrs.  Leonora  M  Barry,  one  of  the  most 
prominent  lady  workers  in  the  labor  move- 
ment, was  tlie  next  speaker.  Her  brief  speech 
was  peculiarly  witty  and  the  audience  was 
visibly  moved. 

"With  your  iicrmlssion,"  said  Mrs.  Barry,  as 
she  gracjfully  turned  toward  the  audience,  "I 
wiKh  to  sav  a  few  words  ot  sympathy  on  behalf 
of  the  working  women  of  America,  to  Michael 
Davitt,  the  distingulMlied  represeutative  of  Ire- 
land,, her  holy  cause  and  her  oppres.sed  people. 
Tho  women  of  ihi.s  country  wish  you  to  carry  to 
their  oppressed  pistera  across  the  sea,  who  are 
noted  tao  world  over  for  their  unwavering 
and  spotless  purity  and  honor,  our  well 
wishes  and  sympathy.  The  women  of 
Ireland  deserve  It,  and  thev  need  It.  There  are 
women  working  for  a  mere  pittance  in  the 
factories  of  tyrants.  They  are  bound  by  chains 
of  oppression.  Say  to  them  that  we  would  aid 
them :  that  we  would  like  to  see  the  chains  that 
bind  them  fall  from  th?ir  forms  with  a  crash 
that  would  i.tanle  the  whole  world  luto 
sympathy  with  them  and  the  women  of  all 
countries.  Say  to  thsm  that  I  represent  3,000,- 
OtH)  working  women  of  this  country,  and  wo 
hope  to  better  our  .condition  in  life.  Bay,  also, 
lh»t  our  women  sympathise  with  yon  and  the 
cnuse  for  which  you  arc  spending  the  best  days 
of  your  Ute. 

Tho  cheers  which  followed  Mr  Barry's  elo- 
quent little  speech  were  simply  deafening. 

AN  englishman's  YIKW& 

George  N.  Davcy,  a  newspaper  man  and  a 
delegate,  expressed  his  sympathy,  not  alone 
lor  the  poor  in  Ireland,  but  for  the  oppressed 
in  England  and  Scotland  as  well  He 
blumed  the  aristocracy  of  Great  Britain  for 
this  state  of  thing.H.  Delegate  Calles  of  Can- 
ada said  that  5,000,000  Canadian  hearts 
were  i)eaLing  iu  sympathy  with  Ireland's 
wrongs.  Mra  Severance  of  Milwaukee  said 
that  there  was  no  liberty  in  Ireland,  or  in 
England  either  She  held  that  "the  ministers 
aithe  pulpit,  the  iudg»;son  the  bench,  and 
thi  press  ars  acting  together  in  oppreaaing 
tbo  poor  people."    Tbe  lady  saM  ttiat  thU 


was  at  the  dictates  ot  King  Monopoly.  She 
said  that  about  tho  same  condition  of  things 
existed  in  this  country,  where  freo  speech 
has  been  stricken  dowa  Mr.  Perry  of 
Quincy,  III. ,  said  tho  idea  that  the  Irish  i^eo- 
ple  were  not  capable  of  self-govern- 
ment was  an  absurd  aud  false 
one.  "Lot  England  give  them  a  chance."  Mr. 
Perry  suggested.  After  a  few  remarks  by 
Delegate  llost,  Miss  HoUingsworth,  the  only 
colored  lady  in  tbe  convention,  sriid  that 
there  was  a  feeling  of  sympathy  among  the 
colored  people  for  Ireland  She  said  the 
condition  of  tbe  colored  peopla  In  tbe  South 
was  fiUly  as  bad  on  ir  wis  in  th)  days  of 
slavery.  Paul  Meyer,  a  Now  York  delegate, 
spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Germans,  and  ex- 
pressed bis  and  their  sympathy  for  tho  cause 
iu  which  Mr.  Davitt  was  engaged.  It  ro- 
mained  tor  Joe  Labadie,  tho  printer  delegate 
from  Detroit,  to  make  the  humorou-s  speech 
of  the  occasion. 

Ladles  and  Gentlemen :  I  wish  to  say  that  as 
all  nationalities  have  l>con  hoard  from,  It  is  no 
more  tluin  fair  aud  right  that  I  should  move 
the  adoption  of  this  resolution  on  behalf  of  the 
original  Americans,  of  whom  I  am  a  represen- 
tative. 

Mr.  Powderly  saggedted  that  perhaps  the 
people  did  not  understand  Mr.  Labadie's 
point,  and  tbe  Detroit  delegate  oontinued: 

Simply  this,  that  only  four  generations  ago 
my  ancestcrs  roamed  about  this  country  be- 
decked in  war  paint,  feathers  and  tomahuwks 
and  emitted  blood-curdling  war-whoops  from 
their  lips. 

The  audience  found  iu  this  little  speech 
the  cause  of  much  merriment  "And  they 
are  war-whooping  yet."  said  Mr.  Labadie. 
After  further  speechmaking  by  Delegates 
Mitchell  of  Richmond,  and  Joseph  L.  Evans 
and  H.  L.  McQaw  of  Pittsburg,  Mr.  I'owderly 
announced  that  tho  resolutions  had  been 
adopted.  Mr.  Davitt  remained  in  the  hall 
for  some  time  in  social  conversation  with 
delegates.

It  was  called  to  order  by  the  President, 
A.  J.  Streets,  the  President.  Mayor  Ames 
came  in  and  made  an  address  of  welcome. 

Hon.  J.  C.  Kennedy  of  Iowa  respond- 
ed, puffed  Minneapolis,  praised  the 
mayor  aud  rehearsed  the  contri- 
butions of  the  farmers  to  civilization. 
President  Streeter,  in  lieu  of  a  report, 
made  a  brief  address  in  which  he  comment- 
ed ou  the  enormous  growth  of  the  organi- 
zation and  touched  on  tlie  (luestion  of 
transportation  and  insisted  that  the 
government  of  this  country  should  be  re- 
stored to  tho  principles  of  our  fathers. 

The  annual  report  of  Milton  George  was  a 
cncise  documcut,  in  substance,  as  follows: 
There  are  to-day  at  least  a  thousand  more 
alliances  than  were  in  existence  at  our  last 
annual  meeting,  and  there  are  probably 
600,000  farmers,  North  a.id  8outh  enlist- 
ed under  the  alliance  banner.  A  portion 
ot  the  South  is  organized  tinder  a  separate 
national  organization  but  the  most  cordi- 
al feelings  exist  between  the  two  organiza- 
tions. Self-protection  nnd  common  senso 
point  to  organization  as  the  only  means 
by  which  we  can  secure  nnd  preserve  our 
rights.  All  tho  progre.'^s  that  has  been 
made  in  the  last  ten  years  in  the  way  of  re- 
form has  been  made  as  the  result  ot  organi- 
zation among  farmers,  and  a  study  ot  his- 
tory will  be.nr  out  that  statement. 

The  most  important  business  of  tho 
morning  was  the  reception  and  discussion 
of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  resolu- 
tions. The  resolutions  were  divided  into 
heads  embracing  the  subjects  ot  politics, 
transportation,  currency,  taxation,  ed- 
ucation and  the  attitude  ot  the  al- 
liance toward  each  of  these  questions  was 
thoroughly  defined. 

August  Post  introduced  a  resolution  to 
tho  effect  that  the  National  Farmers'  al- 
liance appoint  a  coramitteo  consisting  ot 
one  delegate  from  each  state,  to  meet  a 
similar  committee  from  the.  Knights  of 
Labor,  tor  the  purpose  of  forming  ji  co-op- 
erative bureau  of  whatever  nature  they 
may  deem  best,  and  report  the  same  to 
each  respective  body  for  approval,  which 
w.as  adopted. 

T.  II.  Barrett,  president  of  the  Minne- 
sota alliance,  read  an  addrebs  on  the  mis- 
sion ot  the  laboring  classes  and  the  future 
which  was  before  them.  Ha  called  atten- 
tion to  the  evils  to  which  labor  was  sub- 
ject, including  railroads  and  corporations 
of  all  kinds,  and  the  favoriti^-.:ll 
and  discrimination  shown  to  the 
rich  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  poor  in  our 
legislative  assemblies.  He  said  the  only 
remedy  was  co-operation  and  combination 
against  the  rich  corporation.  The  address 
was  ordered  published.  The  alliance 
then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year  with  the  following 
result:

Gen.  Pitcairn  Morrison,  United  St.ates 
army,  (retired),  aged  ninety-two,  died  in 
Baltimore.  He  was  a  native  of  Now  York 
City,  and  In  1820  was  appointed  second 
lieutenant  of  artillery  in  the  regular  army. 
Ho  was  subsequently  transferred  to  the 
infantry. 

Ex-Gov.  William  B.  Washburn  of  Green- 
field, dropped  dead  on  the  platform  at 
Springfield  Mass.,  session  ot  the  board  ol 
foreign  missions. 

Rev.  P-  D.  O'Reagan,  dean  of  theCatbo"

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IddltloasI  Preecedlats  of  ike  KaighU  of  Labor, 

UKPOHT  OF  M«.  POWUKKI.T. 

On  Thursday  afternoon  the  Ctb  inst.. 
Master  Workman  Powderly  read  his  annual 
address.  It  took  up  (J4  quarto  pagss  in 
orint.  It  was  received  by  the  delegates. 
He  congratulated  the  Knights  that  tiie 
present  body  was  only  half  as  large  as 
that  which  assembled  at  Richmond. 
There  followed  a  detailed  account  of  the 
part  the  K  nights  played  a  year  ago  in  the 
trouble  between  the  pork  and  beef  packers 
of  Chicago  and  their  employes.  As  to  tho 
reason  why  the  strike  was  declared  off  ho 
said: 

I  spent  hours  in  working  an  estimate  ot 
what  it  would  C04t  to  supjjort  the  numer- 
ous members  who  were  thrown  on  our 
hands,  and  became  satisfied  that  if  the 
various  troubles  lasted  for  any  length  of 
time  we  would  require  at  least  $300,000. 
I  knew  that  we  did  not  have  that  amount 
to  spend,  and  I  also  knew  that 
if  an  assessment  waa  levied  on  the 
order  it  would  be  the  the  signal  for  an 
attack  on  the  general  executive  board. 
1  knew  that  no  strike  or  stoppage  of 
work  ever  yet  took  place  that  the  cry  for 
linancial  assistance  did  not  go  up  a^  soon 
as  the  strike  was  inaugurated.  I  knefW 
that  with  liS.OOO  more  to  take  care  of, 
many  of  whom  were  not  members,  we 
would  require  from  ?100,000  to  $200,000 
to  carry  on  the  struggle,  and  with  tbe 
many  troubles  on  han'd  I  was  confident 
that  we  would  fail. 

I  believe  that  the  men  of  tbe  stock  yards 
Should  work  but  eight  hours;  I  believe 
that  all  laboring  men  should  work  but 
more  than  eight  hours;  but  liefore  a  move 
is  made  in  that  direction  we  should  care- 
fully consider  the  iutcri-stsof  all  concerned, 
as  well  us  the  prospects  of  success  for  the 
undertaking. 

In  regard  to  the  Cliicago  anarchists,  Mr. 
Powderly  says:  If  these  men  did  not  have 
a  fair  trial,  such  as  is  guaranteed  every 
man  in  the  United  States,  then  they  should 
bo  granted  a  new  trial.  If  they  ha't-B  not 
been  found  guilty  of  murder  they  should 
not  lie  hanged.  If  they  are  to  be  hanged 
for  the  actions  of  others  it  is  not  just. 
The  man  who  threw  the  bomb  in  Chicago 
Khotild  be  hange<I  and  his  accomplices 
nhould  receive  the  punishment  allotted 
to  Kuch  offenses  by  the  laws  of  the  state 
of  Illinois.  Befoio  the  public  I  liave 
never  said  a  word  concerning  these 
men.  I  have  never  felt  called  upon  to  say 
anything,  for  it  is  none  of  my  business;  yet 
some  of  their  friends  have  put  words  of 
condemnation  in  my  mouth  in  order  to 
have  me  say  something  in  their  favor.  I 
allowed  it  to  go,  as  the  many  false  reports 
concerning  me  went  unnoticed.  I  felt  that 
if  they  could  stand  it  I  could. 

Then  follows  a  lot  of  correspondence  be- 
tween Powderly  and  representatives  of  the 
order  in  Chicago,  in  which  he  stoutly  pro- 
tests against  allowing  any  anarchistic  reso- 
lutions to  pass  district  or  local  assemblies 
or  appropriating  any  money  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  anarchists'  trial.  In  one 
of  Mr.  Powderly's  letters  appears  this 
btroug  language: 

1  write  to  you,  as  master  workman  of 
your  district,  to  say  that  these  things  are 
wrong.  They  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the 
fundament  nl  law  of  the  order.  Every  dele- 
gale  to  a  district  assembly  knows  that  he 
is  to  teach  to  the  locals  that  this  order  is 
an  army  of  peace.  It  follows  that 
violence  on  the  part  ot  members  or  non- 
members  cannot,  must  not,  be  approved 
or  excused.  For  years  in  the  city  of  Chica- 
go the  adherents  of  the  anarchists'  cause 
have  maligned,  opposed  and  insulted  the 
order  of  the  Kniglits  of  Labor.  No  matter 
how  much  wp  may  sympathize  with  them 
as  feilo«-bein;:s:  no  matter  how  we  may 
feel  as  to  tin-  illegality  of  the  trial  by  which 
they  wcri'  coiKleiniicd  to  death;  no  matter 
though  the  police  had  coniniitfcd  an  un- 
warrantable act  of  interference  and  pre- 
cipitated a  conflict  on  the  4th  ot  May;  no 
matter  if  it  be  true  that  public  clamor,  the 
frenzy  ot  thehourand  tho  passions  aroused 
by  the  ill-advised  actions  of  the  men  who 
shed  the  life-blood  of  their  fellow-men,  and 
created  a  sentiment  whfch  had  more  to  do 
with  reaching  a  verdict  than  the  evidence 
which  was  presented  to  the  jury,  it  still  re- 
mains a  lixed  fact  that  the  order  ot  the 
Kniglits  ol  Labor  is  not  responsible  for 
euch  actions  as  these.  As  individuals  we 
may  express  oi;r  feelings  as  we  pleaKP,  but 
as  KniL'hts  of  Labor  we  must  not  commit 
tiie  order,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  the  teach- 
ings of  the  anarchist. 

The  master  workman  introduced  bis 
series  of  recomniendatiouK  with  the  re- 
((iicstf  hatthey  begiven  more  consideration 
than  those  he  has  made  to  past  assemblies 
have  received.  He  recommends  .a  united 
effort  to  secure  from  congress  the  establish- 
ment of  .'1  department  of  labor 
with  a  cabinet  mcnilier.  He  strongly  ad- 
vocates the  owning  and  operating  ol 
telegraphs,  telephones  and  railroads 
by  the  government,  and  alludes  to  al- 
lepcd  tampering  with  the  election  returns 
in  tho  last  national  election  as  a  strong 
argument.  He  argues  the  matter  at  some 
length.  He  considers  these  two  the  xno'X 
important  matters  to  lie  urged  on  con- 
gress. He  emphasizes  tho  necessity  for 
education  and  urges  that  the  order  should 
have  a  journal  that  is  read  by  every  mem- 
ber. 

Wheu  the  last  general  assembly  adjourn- 
ed the  officers  wore  tfttacked  in  a  most 
vicious  manner  by  some  ot  those  who  were 
present  at  the  general  assembly.  1  be- 
lieve that  this  general  assembly  should  re- 
buke such  conduct,  and  do  it  in  such  a 
way  as  to  leave  no  doubt  on  the  minds  of 
those  who  seek  revenge  for  insults, 
or  foncied  insults.  through  the 
columns  ol  the  public  press.  I  believe 
th.at  the  evil  deeds  of  prominent  members 
ot  the  general  assembly,  who  have  held  its 
ollicera  up  to  the  public  ridicule  ami 
scorn,  should  lio  known  to  the  order. 
The  public  press  has  no  business 
with  our  internal  differences.  I  sin- 
cerely hope  that  there  will  be  no  occasion 
tor  the  exercise  ot  any  feeling  such  as  wns 
manifested  in  the  last  general  assembly, 
and  that  the  scenes  which  followed  the 
Richmond  session  will  not  bo  re-enacted. 

Mr.  Powderly  repeats  his  protest 
against  the  expulsion  of  the  cigar-makers 
and  his  opinion  that  the  resolution  passed 
at  the  last  assembly  was  unconstitutional. 
He  advocates  the  adoption  of  a  universal 
benefit  plan. 

If  the  present  incumbent  is  not  the  man 
to  inspire  that  confidence  he  will  cheerfully 
give  away  to  the  man  of  your  choice.  It  ia 
true  that  I  was  elected  for  two  ysMB,  to- 
gctl  er  with  my  brother  officers,  Imtlwaive 
all  right  which  I  may  have  in  that  direc- 
tiou.  This  general  assembly  is  higherthan 
its  general  olliccrs,  .ind  certainly  has  the 
right  to  remove  an^'  or  all  of  them  and  re- 
elect them  or  elect  ethers  to  take  llieit 
places.  1  have  stated  from  tho  public  plat- 
form that  1  was  serving  my  last  term.  I 
am,  and  inako  the  announcement  now,  so 
that  I  will  not  be  inisimderstood,  and  that 
my  niotives  may  not  lie  misunderstood. 

I  make  the  confession  io  you  now  that  1 
have  ahvays  loved  the  position  I  hold;  1 
gloried  in  it,  and  have  felt  honored  in  being 
selected.  So  mtuh  do  I  honor  tho  ])Osition, 
BO  much  is  the  importance  which  I  attach 
to  it  that  there  is  no  oflice  in  the  gift  ol 
tlie  pcoiilc  that  I  would  rather  hold.  Thus 
do  I  value  the  position.

In  tho  French  bouBehold  tho  woman 
is  queon.  Her  empire  over  her  ihil 
dren  is  perfect,  and  she  leads  her  lui-!- 
band  by  the  nose.  He  does  not  rom- 
piain  of  this;  on  the  contrary,  he  en- 
joys it,  and  he  thinks  that,  alter  all, 
much  worse  might  happen  to  him. 
Tlie  wife  knows  all  her  husband's  af- 
fairs, and  when  he  has  afew  savings  to 
invest  he  does  not  think  it  beneath 
him  to  ask  her  advice.  She  knows,  an 
well  as  he,  the  current  price  of  slock 
at  tho  Bourse,  and  if  he  s'.iould  b 
seized  ^vith  a  pruriency  to  embark  in 
speculation  she  brings  to  bear  all  her 
influenre  over  him  to  induce  him  to 
buy  cciisols  or  any  otherGovernment 
securities.  Call  on  her  hu.sband  on 
biisine.«s,  and  if  he  is  from  home  you 
will  not  need  to  make  a  second  vi.sit 
on  that  account.  She  has  all  the  af- 
fairs of  tho  linu  at  her  lingers'  end. 
Every  housekeeper  keeps  a  memoran- 
dum book  in  which  she  writes  down 
all  lier  e.xpenses. 

The  French  woman  has  a  genius  for 
cookery  and  is  thoroushly  awake  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  good  policy  in  mar- 
ried life  to  bee  that  her  husband  dines 
well.  The  politics  of  matrimony  is  a 
science  inborn  in  our  women.  Let  a 
French  woman  be  rich  or  poor — the 
mistre.«s  of  a  man.sion  in  the  Champs 
Elysees^,  or  of  a  poor  fifth-floor  little 
flat  at  Montmartre  or  Batipnolles— 
she  has  always  the  chatm  of  femin- 
ality.  She  is  always  smart,  always 
alert,  and  has  a  little  fluttering,  bu.st- 
ling  way  with  her  that  is  bound  to 
keep  awake  our  interest  in  all  she 
does.  She  may  be  eometime.s  a  little 
elTected,  but  nhe  is  never  vulvar.  On 
Sundays  and  holidays  she  dressf.s. still 
a  littlr  more  ele<;antl}-than  u.=nal,  but 
she  never  appears  to  be  in  Sunday 
clothes.  The  middle  class  French 
woman  is  ladylike,  not  only  in  her 
dress,  but  in  her  speech.  You  will 
never  see  her  loaded  with  cb'-ap 
jewelry,  tliis  great  .st;iinp  of  vii!;-arity, 
and  when  she  .speak.'^  to  you,  yon  can- 
not cuess  whether  .sIjc  is  the  wife  of  a 
gentlciiian  or  of  a  Rinall  tradc:-ni!in. 

I  h.'ve  o!t'?!i  ln-:ii<l  I'rench  wom^-n 
cal'cd  frivolcn-;.  But  this  is  tiie  height 
of  abi-Lirdily.  If  frivolity  consists  in 
trying  to  remain  youn'.j  and  attrac- 
tive as  long  as  possible,  then  the 
French  bourgeois  is  frivolous.  If, 
again,,  frivolity  consists  in  making  a 
home  cheerful  and  gay,  and  loevent- 
ing  a  husband  from  being  absorbed 
by  the  cares  ol  bu.sine.s.s,  then  she  is 
frivolous.  If  thi.^  woman  were  frivol- 
ous how  could  they  explain  the  ad- 
oration for  the  mother  which,  even 
to  th>'  lowest  of  the  low,  you  find  in 
French  children?  How  could  this  be 
unlesc  ehe  were  the  oxajnple  oi  .'ill  do- 
mestic virtues?  If  a  Frenchnian  ot 
forty  would  hesitate  to  take  an  im- 
portant Kthp  in  life  without  fust,  con- 
sulting:; his  mother,  surely  ii  must  be 
that  he  recognizes  in  her  a  wIkc  guide. 
It  would  be  no  mere  naivete  ou  my 
part  to  d'cll  loncer  on  the  absurd 
c!ia:-c<'  of  frivolity.  Take  now  the 
shopkeeping  classes.  There  }ou 
will  see  the  wife  the  active 
partner  ot  herhusl>and.  Behold  them 
both,  .IS  the  commercial  tmveltr  dis- 
plays hit  goods  on  the  counter.  She 
is  not  a  mere  housekeeper,  with  or 
without  wii^e-:  she  is  a  par',  ner,  not 
merely  a  sleeping  partner.  This  en- 
ables her,  if  she  luippen«  tc  become  a 
widow,  to  carry  on  business  without 
her  hii-^band,  to  be  independent,  and 
to  bring  up  her  children.  She  has 
not,  to  obtain  her  living  on  her  hus- 
band's death,  to  become  a  worting 
housekeeper  or  a  nurse;  she  is  the 
mistress  of  her  own  hou.se,  as  Ijefore, 
and  now  the  head  of  the  fiim. 

You  cannot  obtain  a  perfect  notion 
of  French  industry  uniess  you  pay  a 
visit  to  our  peas.intry.  I  must  say 
that  now  the  women  ceases  to  be  at- 
tractive. She  does  not  even  .t  I  tempt 
to  look  so.  Sunburnt,  hale  and 
hearty,  behold  her,  dear  English  tour- 
ist, that  is  the  fortune  of  Frame. 
She  do<^3  not  wear  friimes  on  her  fore- 
head, I  will  admit;  she  does  not  wear 
flounces  on  a  second-hand  skirt,  or 
a  hat  with  flowers  and  feathers,  and 
she  totally  ignores  one-tranc  dia- 
monds. She  has  a  coarse  serge 
gown  on  and  snnple  snowy  cap.  She 
is  clean  and  tidy,  and  the  personifica- 
tion of  industry.  I  do  not  doubt, 
however,  that,  tliank.^  to  the  blessing 
of  jjratuitous  and  compulsory  educa- 
tion, the  time  v.ili  soon  come  when 
she  will  want  lo  imitate  the  ladies  of 
the  town  in  her  hr-.bits  and  dress,  and 
that  her  sons  will  despise  the  dear 
land  'vhcre  they  were  born,  and  will 
all  want  to  be  clerks  and  swiig^'cr  in 
town  with  high  .stand-up  collars,  tight 
trousers,  .and  sticks.  Thank poodnes*--, 
this  spectacle  is  not  yet  to  be  seen  in 
France. 

This  good,  hard-working,  thrifty 
woman  is  the  backbone  of  the  coun- 
try. The  amount  of  work  she  can  gft 
through  is  simply  prodigious.  You 
will  always  see  her  bu«y,  either  work- 
ing in  her  lield,  sell;iu'lb<'  i.rodiirc  of 
her  little  f.irin  in  thv-  iiiai  ket-plare  of 
the  nearest  town,  or  engaged  about 
her  little  hoiisoholii.  She  is  not  at- 
tractive, but  she  is  a  iiicliue  of  he.ilth 
and  contentment.  Shares  or  bonds 
may  go  up  or  down  without  distuib- 
i:v:  her  peace;  slie  holds  none.  She 
tiiists  her  savings  to  nobody. 
Baiil'ers,  she  thinks,  company 
directors,  and  stock  brokors 
ma  J'  bo  very  respectable  iiersons, 
but  when  tlie  old  stocking  is  swollen 
witii  live  frail-  pieces  she  rounds  olT 
her  little  faiiiiiy  domain  and  biiys  a 
lie V.' field,  somei  li ing  she  i.s  <|uito  sure 
to  find  in  its  placid  when  she  wakes  up 
in  the  moniin^. 

Ijct  me  give  you  an  example  of  her 
frugality,  and  allow  me  to  take  it 
from  a  iiorsonal  recollection.  My 
mother  has  a  iioii.^emaid  who  has 
been  with  her  lor  twenty-live  ye.-iis. 
Not  lon<.;  ago,  while  in  France,  I  took 
aside  this  old  servant. 

"I  know  h<iW  ilevoted  you  h.ave 
been  to  my  mother,"  I  said  to  her. 
"You  are  not  stronir.  and  I  dare  say 
3-011  will  not  wi.>h  to  go  into  service 
ayain;  but  m.ake  yourself  e.isy  .ibout 
this.  If  anything  should  happen  to 
my  mother  1  shall  sec  tliat  you  are 
comlortablc  for  the  rest  of  your  life. 
But,"  i  said  inquiringly,  "I  have  no 
doubt  you  have  something  of  your 
own  by  this  time?" 

Imagine  my  siiii>!ise  when  I  heard 
her  tell  me  she  had  savKl  over  10,- 
000  francs  (between  ^'i.OOtl  and  S2,- 
.500),  all  well  invested,  includii.c  one 
sliart  in  the  Suez  Canal  Company.

This  was  a  sig- 
nal forthe  mob  of  -10,000   )>coplc  to  over- 
run  the    proocssion    and   swarm  like  ants 
towards  the  stand  in  their  eagerneaa  to  see 
the  president     When  the  president  alighted 
from  his  carnage    and  made  his  way  to  the 
Bland,  he  and  the  few  officials  with  him  were 
almost  pushed  over  the  railing  by  the  mob 
of  aldermen  and  ward   politicians  behind, 
who  engaged  in  the  inc>aue  struggle  tor  the 
front.     The    procession    moved   slowly  on, 
when  suddenly  there  was  n  crash  of  timber 
and    a   half   a    hundred    people    who    had 
*<iueez  cd  themselves  on  the  reporters'  tables 
were    precipitated    to   the    platform    in    a 
bunch.  Xo  one  was  seriously  injured, though 
the  incident  created  a'niost  a  panic.     People 
behind  heard  the  cratili   ami  began  to    rush 
away  from  the  spot     Women  screamed  and 
a     scene      of     confusion     lasting      several 
minutes  followed     In  the  meantime,  I'resl- 
lent  Cleveland,  who  had  been  standing  hat 
in  baud,  grew  pale  from  the   exertion  of 
keeping  his  place  in  the  jam  and  the  mob  be- 
hind was  cleared  back  a  trifle.     In  the  street, 
however,  it  was  impossible  to  keep  a  clear 
space    for  the    parade.     Every    moment   it 
would  be  forcea  to  stop  for  atim^  while  the 
police  were  forcing  the  crowd  back.     The 
rtL'uIar  troops  got  through  all  right,  but  the 
Second  regiment   was  shut    off    for    nearly 
five  minutes.  The  Cleveland  cavalry  suffered 
a    similar    fate,    but   managed    to    squeeze 
through.

It  will  be  well  for 
you  ni't  to  foriT-'t  that  in  the  performance  ot 
yonr  p.'litiisil  duti<'s  with  calm  thouglufulness 
and  bri'ad  patriotism,  there  lies  not  only  a  safe- 
guard a:;i»inst  business  disaster  but  an  impor- 
tant oblii-atiou  of  citizenship.

Sham  Battle  of  tho  firfst  Chlrsfo  Camp, 

Chicago  Special:     Tho  immense  field  was 
cleared  partially  of  spectators  and  tho  at- 
tmking  party  under  the  command    of  Maj. 
George,  were  assigned  to  the  north   end  of 
tho    field.      This    party    consisted  of    the 
Third  Wisconsin  regiment.  Company  K   of 
the  First  Colorado,    a   part    of   the    First 
Wisconsin,    Oliver's   light  battery  of    Mil- 
waukee and  a  mortar  battery.     The  de- 
fending forces  were  placed   at  the   opposite 
end  of  the  inclosure,  and  were   under  com- 
mand ol  Col.  Bobleter,    being   made  up    of 
the  Second  Minnesota  regiment,  a  part  of 
the    I'irst      Wisconsin,    together     with    a 
few        scattered       companies      of      infan- 
try, the  First  Indiana    l>attery    of  Lafay- 
ette, the  . I olliet  battery,  and  the  First  Min- 
nesota battery,  tho  heavy  guns  being  mass- 
ed behind    rude    earthwork.       The   battle 
opened  with  heavy     cannonading  frotn  the 
attacking   party,    Capt.      Oliver's  battery 
of  four   guns   supporting    tho    advance  of 
Maj.  (ieorge'a    command.     The    light  skir- 
mish lino  oltho  advancing  troops  was  soon 
checked  by  the  fire  of  the  opposing  batter- 
ies, and    for  a  time    the  quick    rattling  of 
musketry  and    the  booming    of  the  heav.v 
guns  were  almost  incessant,  while  the  great 
clouds  of   smoke  that   drifted    acro.ss  the 
field  partially  hid  from    sight,  the  advanc- 
ing  troops.    The    skirmishers    of    the    at- 
tacking      party         advanced         rapidly, 
supported       by      the      reserves.        When 
two-thirds    of      the    distance    had      been 
traveled,  tho    advancing  party    met    with 
their  first  check,  and  their   columns   being 
repulsed,    fell    back  under    tho  heavy    and 
well   directed  firing    of  the    defi'iise,    whose 
skinners  had    fallen   under    cover  of  their 
guns.     The  field  ;i cross   which  the    attack- 
ing columns  hail  deployed  Wiis  now  strewn 
with  dead  and    wouudetl,  riderless    horses 
dashing  to  and  fro,   and  wounded  men  be- 
ing borne  back  toward  the  rear  on  stretch- 
ers, lent  to  the  scene  a  part  of  the  horrors 
incident  to  a  real  battle. 


IVyomini;  Territorj. 

Thomas  Moonlight,  governor  of  Wyo- 
ming Territory,  in  hw  annual  report 
states:

30,  1887.  303,185  acres  of  public 
land  were  taken  up.  The  governor  notes 
the  decadence  of  the  cattle  business  as 
compared  with  former  years.  The  hard 
winters  and  scarcity  of  food  are  bringing 
about  the  result  of  confining  the  rattle 
more  to  one  bicalit.v,  where  they  can  be 
sheltered  and  fed  during  the  winter.  The 
cattle  in  this  way  becoming  partially  do- 
mesticated will  increase  iu  numbers,  and 
and  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  there 
will  be  more  cattle  to  tho  square  mile  in 
Wyoming  than  ever  before.  Bituminous 
coal  deposits  are  found  everywhere  in  tho 
territory.  There  is  also  an  extensive  de- 
posit of  soda.     The  oil  fields  are  very  rich. 
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Dublin  dispatch:  Crowds  of  people  as- 
sembled at  Giveedore  to  witness  theeviction 
of  Widow  Bonar.  The  widow's  house  was 
strongly  barricaded.  Bailiffs  were  ordered 
to  force  an  entrance  with  crow  bars.  The 
occupants  threw  boiling  water  in  their 
faces  and  down  their  backs.  When  the 
bailiffs  had  smashed  in  the  front  door  ani 
idiot  boy  dashed  out  ol  the  house  and  vio- 
lently attacked  them.  The  bailiffs  opened 
holes  in  the  side  of  the  house.  The  occu- 
pants replied  with  another  torrent  of  boil- 
ing water.  Finally  the  gable  with  apart  of 
the  roof  fell.  Tiie  inmates  threw  a  volley 
of  stones  at  tho  police.  The  latter  after  a 
desperate  effort  entered  tho  house  and 
draggeil  out  the  tenants,  who  were  carried 
f  o  the  luirraeks  <in  doors.  After  the  police 
left  the  crowd  reinstated  tenant  O'Brien. 

1-.  S.  Oliver,  president  of  the  Amnesty 
association  of  Chicago,  who  has  charge  ot 
the  petitions  in  behalf  of  the  cond»mnpd 
anarchists  to  Gox.  Oglesby,  says:  The 
work  of  the  association  is  progressing  rap- 
idly. Outside  of  Chicago  there  is  a  great 
demand  for  petition  blanks,  and  thous- 
ands of  copies  liave  been  sent  to  many 
cities  aiie  towns  iu  various  states.  New 
York,  alone  will  furnish  some  50,000  sig- 
natures. In  Chicago  the  number  of  signa- 
tures is  large,  most  of  the  members  ot  the 
labor  organizations  having  signed  the  pe- 
tition. The  defense  fund  has  been  consid- 
erably increased  since  the  announcementi 
of  the  decision  of  the  supremo  court.  Ji 
subscription  in  favor  of  thoanarchists  has 
been  started  in  En^lttnd. 

In  refutation  of  the  charges  made  since 
tho  dismissal  of  Capt.  Gray,  as  to  the 
amount  of  drunkenness  in  the  army,  a 
prominent  ollicer  of  tho  judge  advocate 
general's  ofiicesays:  "There  has  be#n'a large 
decrease  yearly  in  iutemporance  in  both 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  armyevorsinco  the 
war.  From  the  returns  it'  appears  thnt 
last  fiscal  year  was  no  exception  to  tie 
rule— in  fact,  the  percentage  of  decrease, 
especially  among  officers,  is  much  larger 
than  for  several  years  past.  These  good 
results  are  attributable  to  tho  restrictions 
upon  settlers  at  army  posts,  and  to  the 
good  work  being  done  by  temperance  ad- 
vocates. There  is  less  intemperaucein  the 
army  than  among  any  like  number  of  pro- 
fessional men  in  civil  lite.'' 

Judge  Manning,  minister  to  Mexico,  has 
resigned.  He  is  in  New  York.  His  resignn- 
tion  i.s  a  reminiscence  of  last  winter.  Judge 
Manning  has  been  at  home  in  Louisiana 
for  some  tima  taking  part  in  a  very  bitter 
contest  in  politics  in  his  state.  The  next 
legislature  of  that  state  elects  Fniti  d 
States  senators  to  succeed  Eiistis  and  Gib- 
son, it  is  to  prepare  Wm  w.iy  for  a  candi- 
dacy for  one  of  these  seats  that  Judge 
Manning  has  come  from  Mexico. 

Judge  Pinney  of  Wisconsin  and  W.  K. 
Meudcnhall,  attorneys  of  the  Wisconsin 
Central  road,  made  an  argument  before 
the  secretary  of  the  interior  for  allowing 
that  road  an  extension  of  time  for  the  set- 
tlement of  its  land  grant  beyond  the  limit 
fixed  by  the  order  tlirowiug  these  lands  op- 
en to  settlement.  This  date  is  Oct.  13. 
The  road's  selections  of  indemnity  lands 
are  now  in  course  of  adjustment  in  the 
general  land  office,  and  if  the  lands  are 
throwu  open  to  settlement  before  the  se- 
lections are  approved  by  the  secretary  it 
will  allow  settlers  to  go  into  the  land  office 
and  contest  the  right  of  the  road  to  selec- 
tion.

The  English  I'arliamentary  ma- 
chine has  at  la.st  been  allowed 
to  run  tlowii,  and  its  different 
wheels  and  springs.  Tories,  Liberals, 
and  Parnellltes  are  off  to  recuperate 
and  ^et  in  woiking  order  for  tlie  next 
winding  up.  Tarliament,  of  course, 
stops  work  when  it  is  tired  and  feels 
inclined  to  do  so,  but  there  is  a  Par- 
liamentary fiction  that  the  (^ueen 
stops  it,  and  many  humorous  forms 
ancf  ceremonies  are  gone  through  with 
to  lend  a  color  of  reality  to  this  an- 
cient fiction.  I  will  give  an  idea  of 
what  the  ceremony  of  dismissal,  call- 
ed prorogation,  was  like. 

The  noble  Lords  were  assembled  in 
their  house,    a   chamber     peculiarly 
adapted       as     a     background     for 
goi-geous    flummery.       It     is    biggtr 
than  tho  House  of  Commons  and   in- 
finitely   more  resplendent,     with    its 
rows  of  retl  leather  benches  and    bril- 
liantly colored  windows.    The  throne, 
a  huge  mass  of  carving  and  gilding, 
which  is  usually  hidden  under  a  baize 
covering,  was  exposed  to  view  for  the 
occasion,    and    so    were    two    little 
thrones,  one  on  either  side  of    tho  big 
one,  which  mimic  its  gilded   richness, 
and    are  intended  for  the  Prince  of 
Wales  and  the  consort    of  the  sover- 
eign.    All  things  beingready,  the  Ijord 
Chancellor  appears,  gorgeous    beyond 
power  of  man  to  describe,  in  his  Hew- 
ing robes  of  scarlet    and   ermine.     Ho 
does  not  sit  upon  the  woolsack  as  us- 
ual, for  the  throne  is  uncovered,  and, 
although  the  Queen  is  not  there,  eti- 
quette demands  that  some  show  of 
reverence  be  mtide   to    the   chair   on 
which  bhe  would  sit  if  present;   there- 
fore, a  low,  humble  little  bench,   sug- 
gestive of  a  school  form,  except  that 
it    is   red,     is     placed     before     the 
railing     around     the     throne,     and 
upon      this       the      njighty       Lord 
Chancellor  squats,    with  his    scarlet 
robes  flowing  out  all  aroimdthe  floor. 
After     the     Lord     Chancellor  there 
marched  m  four  Royal  Commissioners 
specially  appointed    to  give  assent  in 
the  tjueen's  name  to  the  bills  passed. 
These  Commissioners— the  Marquis  of 
Lothain,     Earl    Brownlow,   Viscount 
Cross,  and  Lord  Stauley  of  Preston- 
were  arrayed  in  scarlet  and  ermine 
likewise,  fully  as  grandly  as  the  Chan- 
cellor, but    they    wore   cocked  hats, 
while  the  Chancellor  wore  the  judicial 
flat  cap.    The  four  noble  scarlet  lortis 
crowded  on  to  a  little  bench,  two  on 
either  side  of  the    Chancellor,    and  all 
five  together  produced  an  effect  which 
dimmed    the   splendor  of  the  stained 
glas5    windows,    and    almost  eclipsed 
the  gilded  throne  below  which     they 
crouched.    All  this  while  a  gentleman 
all  in  black,  with  a  cocked  hat  and  a 
black  stick  in    his    hand,    was  roving 
about    at     a    convenient     distance. 
"Black  Rod"  was  called  out,  and  this 
mournful    person,    whose    full  tide  is 
Gentleman    Usher    of  the  Black  Rod, 
advanced.    He  was  ordered  to  sum- 
mon the  Speaker  of  the  lower  House 
and  the  faithful  Commons  to  appear  at 
the  bar  of  the  Lords,  and  immediately, 
with  an  solemnity,  trotted  off.    Soon 
after   he  appeared    among  the  Com- 
mons,    bowmg     lowly    but     haught- 
ily, and  summoned    them    to   follow 
him.    Mr.  Isaacson  was  just  asking  tt 
question  of  the  Home  Secretary,    but 
it  was  not  answered,    for   respect    to 
the  Lords    demands    that    all    other 
business    shall    be    suspendi*!     when 
Black  Rod  appears.     .\  sigh    of   relief 
went  up  from  the  occupants  of  all  the 
benches.    It  meant  the   end    of    their 
long  session. 

The  Speaker  got  down  from  his 
chair  and  paced  with  dignified  treail, 
in  a  gray  wig,  black  gown,  and  silk 
stockings,  toward  thf  House  of  Lords. 
Behind  him  followed  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  and  his  private  chaplain,  as  in- 
dispensable an  adjunct  to  the  outfit 
of  Lord  Mayor,  Speaker,  or  other 
dignitary  here  as  a  silver-headed  cane 
is  to  that  of  a  fashionable  youth  at 
home.  A  crowd  of  members  followed 
along  behind  the  Speaker,  and  all 
crowded  together  at  the  bar,  or,  in 
plain  words,  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
of  Lords,  whither  Black  Rod  had 
conducted  them.  The  Speaker  bowed 
low  three  times  to  the  benchful  of 
eentlemen  in  scarlet,  and  the  Lord 
High  Chancellor  bowed  three  times  to 
him,  but  all  this  display  of  good  will 
[lid  not  seem  to  put  the  parties  on  the 
least  bit  of  friendly  footing.  I  never 
saw  quite  as  solemn  and  gloomy  a  set 
of  men.  And  they  might  just  as  well 
have  been  cheerful,  considering  how 
jayly  they  were  dressed.  The  Chancel- 
lor apparently  considered  himself 
much  better  than  the  Speaker,  whose 
wig,  though  ponderous,  does  not  com- 
pare with  the  Chancellor's,  and  whose 
salary  of  £5,000  is  only  hall  as  big  as 
that  of  his  Lordship.  The  Chancellor 
rising,  Black  Rod  disappeared,  and 
:he  Clerk  of  the  Lords  assented,  in  the 
name  of  the  Queen,  to  the  last  bills 
passed.  In  assenting  to  the  bills  the 
.^ueen,  speaking  through  the  Clerk's 
mouth,  does  not  say,  "That's  all 
right,"  or  "Certainly,'"  but  answers 
n  old  Norman  French,  broucht  over 
ay  Conqueror  Bill.  Of  supply  liills, 
tiy  which  parliament  gets  money, 
:he  Queen  says:  "  La  Reyne  ivrneicie 
568  bons  sujets  de  eur  benevolence 
3t  ainsi  le  veult."  To  public 
aills  the  Queen,  througn  the  Clerk, 
says  shortly:  "La  Reyne  le  veult," 
ind  to  private  bills:  "."^oit  fait  coni- 
me  il  est  desire,"  The  old  Xormon 
French  did  not  sound  as  queerly  as 
;t  would  have  done  in  au  other  place, 
.'or  it  seemed  to  .s;iiT;  scarlet  robes  and 
general  stiffness  exactly,  and  gave  a 
flavor  to  the  whole  affair.  But  some 
Radicals  object,  and  next  session  a 
Scotchman  will  brine  in  a  bill  requir- 
ing the  Queen  to  give  htr  reply  in 
plain  English. 

When  the  bills  had  been  cleared  off, 
the  Lord  Chancellor  and  everybody 
else  stood  up  and  the  (Queen's  speech, 
which  has  already  been  sent  you,  was 
read.  Then  Black  Rod  was  to  the 
front  again,  the  speaker  bowed  three 
times,  the  Lord  Chancellor  did  the 
same.  Black  IJod  being  all  the  while m 
a  chronic  state  of  back  bending,  and 
the  ceremony  in  the  house  of  Lords 
was  ended. 

Afterwai-d,  in  the  commons,  tho 
Speaker  read  the  speech  all  over  again, 
two  Radicals,  (»uinn  and  Howell, 
keeping  their  hats  on,  and  business 
was  ended.  The  thm-legged  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  walked  off  with  the  big  gold 
mace,  the  Speaker  went  through  the 
annual  hand-shaking  performance,  in 
which  no  Irishmen  joined  this  year,  and 
in  a  few  moments  dusters  and  scrub- 
women entered  into  lengthy  posses- 
session  of  the  Parliament  buildings. 

The  session  now  closed  has  been  the 
hardest  within  living  memory.  The 
House  has  been  in  session  thirty-three 
weeks,  during  which  time  the  members 
have  had  but  three  weeks  vacation. 
There  have  been  422  divisions,  and 
sittings  into  early  hours  of  morning 
have  been  the  ride.  The  Government 
has  only  passed  into  law  si.x  of  the 
fifteen  bills  which  they  propose^l  to 
put  through  at  tno  opening  of  the  ses- 
E?ion.  From  their  point  of  view  their 
Sreat  work  has  been  the  passing 
of  the  Coercion  bill,  after  a  forty -four 
days'  fight  with  the  Irish  membars, 
[luring  which  the  new  word,  "Clos- 
ure," became  the  most,  widely  known 
of  any  parliamentary  expression. 
The  great  work  of  the  session,  from 
the  home  rule  standpoint,  has  been 
the  hard  fight  made  against  the  bill, 
and  the  reducing  of  the  Government, 
which  announced  itself  to  be  a  strong 
and  resolute  one,  good  for  twenty 
I  v'cars,  to  a  disorganized  and  disiiL^iyed 
conglomeration  of  queer  political 
:ompouQd8. 


Generous  Rivalry. 

If  people  diametrically  opposed  to 
each  other  in  opinion  are  ever  ready 
to  find  a  commoD  meeting-ground,  it 
may  easily  be  in  music.  An  old  eol- 
Jier  tells,  in  a  Chicago  paper,  the  sto- 
ry of  two  musical  contests  during  the 
war,  in  which  one  side  emulated  the 
jenerosity  of  the  other. 

When  some  of  the  parties  were  en- 
;aniped  at  Kenesaw  Mountain,the  op- 
posing parties  were  so  near  each  oth- 
er that  one  could  hear  the  bands  of 
the  other  almost  as  plainly  as  their 
own.  On  the  morning  of  July  'Ith.the 
Union  bands  played  our  national  airs, 
while  thoso  of  the  confederate  army 
?ave  "Dixie"  and  the  "Bonnie  Blue 
Flag." 

For  a  time  there  was  quite  a  con- 
test aa  to  which  side  could  make  the 
most  noise,  and  after  that  had  ended, 
the  confederates,  to  the  great  surprise 
of  the  Union  nien,began  playing  "Hail 
Columbia." 

Not  to  bo  outdone  in  courtesy,  one 
of  the  Union  bands  then  played  "Dix- 
ie," and  the  interchange  of  compli- 
ments continiii'd  through  quite  an  e.x- 
tended  progranme.  Enthusiasm  and 
generous  feeling  was  the  order  of  the 
day,  but  that  night  the  very  men  who 
had  been  cheering  each  other  were  en- 
gaged in  fierce  skirmishing. 

While  the  two  armies  were  in  camp 
at  Chattanooga,  there  were  twenty  or 
thirty  excellent  bands  on  each  side 
daily  playing  their  respective  airs. 

One  night,  after  most  of  them  had 
retired  from  duty,  three  or  four  of 
the  best  bands  in  each  array  played 
for  an  hour  or  more,  as  if  in  rivalry. 

In  the  Union  camp,  after  "Hail  Co- 
lumbia" had  been  given,  there  would 
be  cheer  on  cheer  from  ten  thousand 
throats. 

"Bonnie  Blue  Flag,"  from  the  other 
side,  would  be  followed  by  an  equal 
uproar  from  its  supporters. 

At  length,  a  Union  band  struck  uo 
"The  Girl  I  Left  Behind  Me,"  and,  for 
a  minute,  there  was  silence  in  the  oth- 
er camp;  then  a  Confederate  band 
caught  up  the  refrain,  and  two  played 
it  together  to  the  end.  When -they 
had  finished,  there  came,  as  if  by  com- 
mon impulse,  a  succession  of  cheers 
from  both  camps,  and  the  pickets, 
throwing  caution  to  the  winds,  stood 
up  and  shouted  together.— Youth's 
Companion. 

Cruel  Persian  Puui.'<linients.

Cruelty  seems  inborn  with  the  Pers- 
ian. I  have  seen  little  children  of 
both  sexen  stoning  a  poor  cur  to 
death  and  literally  hacking  a  miser- 
able cat  to  pieces  just  for  the  fun  ot 
the  thing,  and  without  any  interfer- 
ence from  their  parents,  often  even 
with  their  active  co-operation. 

The  death  ijenalty  is  usually  carried 
out  with  a  view  of  making  the  culprit 
undergo  the  most  horrible  tortures, 
and  of  affording  a  grateful  sight  to  the 
callous  populace.  On  the  Koop-Kapu 
in  Teheran,  the  square  m  the  heart  of 
the  city  where  executions  usually 
take  place,  a  half  score  of  delinquents 
are  often  placed  on  the  raised  plat- 
form, surmounted  by  the  pole  painted 
a  brilliant  scarlet,  and  in  full  eight  of 
the  rabble  assembled  they  have  their 
throats  cut,  their  hearts  torn  out, 
tht^ir  ears  and  noses  slit,  their  tongues 
pulled  out,  their  eyes  seared,  or  boil- 
ing pitch  poured  over  their  naked 
bodies  to  everybody's  great  delecta- 
tion except  the  parties  directly  con- 
cerned. 

Along  the  highways  one  meets, 
stuck  in  the  ground,  short,  hollow 
pillars  with  the  upper  opening  closed 
with  gypsum.  Each  of  the.se  contains 
a  man — a  condemned  criminal  walled 
up  alive.  Faint  groans  may  often  be 
heard  by  passers-by.  for  this  mode  of 
death  is  slow  and  very  painful;  but 
nobody  thinks  it  worth  his  while  to 
liberate  the  poor  wretch  or  to  termi- 
nate his  sufferings  by  a  merciful  blow. 
"Kismet!"    they  say.    "Such  is  fate."

Suicide  of  Wm  Zamjhan. 

Wm.  Zamjhan,  of  this  village, 
who  was  in  the  common  jail  of  this 
county  in  default  of  $500  bonds,  us 
stated  elsewhere  in  these  columns, 
committed  suicide  by  hanging  him- 
self with  a  leather  strap,  which  he 
wore  around  his  waist,  in  lieu  of 
suspenders,  which  he  fastened  to 
the  iron  door  of  his  cell.  The  deed 
was  committed  between  the  hours 
of  three  and  sir  o'clock  Saturday 
afternoon.  Wh»n  found  by  the 
Sheriflhe  was  lying  upon  his  back 
on  the  brick  floor  ot  his  cell,  his 
head  being  in  a  pool  of  blood.  Dr. 
Bowers,  who  made  the  post  mor- 
tem examination  testified  that  the 
strap  about  his  neck,  which  broke 
from  the  effect  of  his  weight,  pro- 
duced uuccnsioust'ess.  and  when  he 
fell  sustained  a  bad  cut  on  the  side 
and  back  of  his  head,  from  which 
he  loi?t  a  large  quantity  of  blood 
which  may  have  htlped  to  cause  his 
death. 

Zamjhan  was  about  50  years  old 
and  a  hard  working  and  quiet  per- 
son when  not  under  the  influence 
of  liquor,  but  a  teror  to  his  fam- 
ily when  in  drink.  He  leaves  a 
wife,  two  grown  boys  and  several 
small  children  in  poor  circumstan- 
ces. The  verdict  of  the  jury  is  as 
follows,  viz;

means  the  said  William  Zamjhan 
came  to  his  death,  upon  their  oaths 
do  say  that  said  William  Zamjhan 
came  to  his  death  at  his  own  hands, 
by  tanging,  while  an  inmate  of  the 
common  jail  of  said  County  on  the 
8th  day  of  Octo(ier  1887. 

In  testimony  whereof  the  said 
Coroner  and  jurors  of  the  inquest 
have  hereunto  set  our  hands  the 
day  and  year  aforesaid.

Besides  his  personal  revenues 
which  are  enormous,  the  emperor 
manages  on  various  pretexts  to  ex- 
tract about  $2,000,000  a  year  from 
Oie  public  treasury. 


A  patent  is  given  to  a  homesteader 
no  compliance  with  the  law,  iacluding 
^  five-years'  residence.  It  is  the  high- 
est form  of  title  to  land.  A  purchaser 
of  public  land  or  a  pre-empter,  or  one 
acquiring  a  tree  claim,  obtains  a  pat- 
ent. It  is  the  deed  of  the  Government 
to  the  individual.  All  futuie  deeds 
given  by  a  seller  to  a  buyer  of  land 
has  to  be  traced  to  the  original  pat- 
ent as  proof  of  its  validity.  A  claim 
can  not  be  lawfully  taken  away,  if  the 
claimant  does  what  is  necessary  to 
perfect  it.  If  he  abandons  it  the  land 
reverts  to  the  United  States.

Judge  Cooley,  of  the  interstate  com-

On  the 
whole  I  regard  the  law  as  carefully  drawn  , 
and  expressing  what  its  framers  intended 
better  than  many  statutes  du.  In  some 
portions  of  the  law  there  is  some  doubt  as  to 
the  (|uestion  of  time,  but  on  the  whole  I  con- 
sider the  law  a  very  careful  statute.  The 
most  important  principle  upon  which  the 
commission  has  not  j'et  passed  is  whether 
tlio  law  applies  to  express  companies. 
Those  companies  will  have  an  opportunity 
on  the  25th  of  this  month  to  put  their 
views  on  this  important  subject.

THE  PUBLIC  LANDS. 


Synopsis  of  the  Annual    Report  of 
theCommlssloner  of  the  Gener- 
al Land  Office. 


Fraudulent  Land  Entries  and  Rail- 
road Lands  Come  In  for  a  Very 
Large  Share  of  Attention. 


Eacsped  from  the  Minnesota  State 
Prison. 

Frank  Landers,  tho  notorious  diamond 
swindler  and  confidence  man.  who  swindled 
many  diamond  dealers  and  others  of  St. 
Paul  under  the  alias  of  Wilbur  F.  James  in 
tho  summer  of  1885.  made  his  escape  from 
the  Minnesota  State  penitentiary  at  Still- 
water, and  in  doing  so  secured  also 
the  escape  of  a  convict  named 
Carlin,  who  was  sent  from  Goodhue 
county  for  larceny,  and  four  years  more  to 
serve.  Landers,  with  liis  notoriously 
smooth  tongue,  had  so  fat  ingratiated  him- 
self into  the  favor  Of  Warden  Stordock  as 
to  have  a  corridor  pass,  which  gave  him 
permission  to  bo  out  of  his  cell  room  and 
on  the  corridors  until  bedtime-,  tt-hicli 
is  8:30  p;  ni.  The  pretext  for  want- 
ing this  pass  was  that  he  was 
teaching  out  on  the  corridors  some 
young  prisoners,  ranging  in  ago 
from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years.  Xight 
Guard  Parson,  when  he  made  his  last 
round  to  see  that  all  tho  prisoners  were 
in  tiieir  cells,  found  Landers  missing. 
Finding  Xight  Guard  Hall  ho  was  inloriiied 
that  Landers  was  seen  by  the  latter  only 
a  few  moments  before  in  the  corridor.  A 
vigorous  search  revealed  the  fact  that  Lan- 
ders had  gone  to  the  barbershop  and  with 
a  crow-bar,  which  had  probably  been 
placed      there     for     the     purpose,      had

escaped  with  Carlin,  the  barber,  into  the 
l>rison  3"ar  J,  scaled  the  steep  bank  of  dirt 
to  the  southwest  board  fence,  which  does 
service  for  a  ntone  wall  for  200  feet  on 
that  side  of  the  yard,  tore  oft  two  boards 
and  e.Mcaped  to  the  outside  world,  with 
Carlin  following. 

Landers  was  sentenced  for  twenty-four 
years,  and  had  been  in  a  little  over  two 
years. 

Wilbur  F.  James  has  a  record,  which  for 
audacity  and  cunning  has  never  been 
equaled  in  the  annals  of  criminal  history. 
His  right  name  is  Frank  Landers,  and  he 
is  a  native  of  New  York.  Utica  be- 
ing the  place  of  his  birth  The  first  of 
his  robberies  would  fill  a  column.  The 
firms  in  St,  Paul  who  were  the  losers  by 
bis  trickery  were  as  follows:  Myers  & 
Finch,  $1,000;  Oeist,  $375;  Bergh,  $300; 
Brown,  §500;  Palmes,  $300;  Ransom  & 
Horton,  $150;  Olenny  A  Gilman,  $75;

The  report  of  the  committee  on  silver, 
which  had  been  offered  earlier  in  the  bes- 
sion  and  withdrawn,  was  again  presented. 
The  committee  said:  The  American  Bank- 
ers' association  has  always  taken  the 
ground  that  both  ]iaper  and  gold  are  re- 
quired as  the  money  of  tho  world,  but  that 
an  international  agreement  only  on  tho 
part  of  a  majority  of  the  chiel  commercial 
nations  of  the  world  can  practically 
settle  the  question  of  the  relative 
value  of  gold  and  silver  when  coined. 
Though  several  international  conferences 
have  heretofore  been  held,  no  conclusion 
has  as  yet  been  reached-  The  report  re- 
fers to  the  action  taken  by  foreign  powers, 
and  concludes  with  the  recommendation 
that  the  coinage  of  silTcr  dollars  by  the 
I'nited  States  under  the  act  of  congresH 
Febru.iry,  1878,  be  suspended  until  thc^ 
points  at  issue  of  the  silver  question  bo 
settled  by  international  agreement. 

The  report  as  presented  was  adopted, 
and  the  convention  adjourned  finally. 


Must  Furnish  Fire  Extinguishers. 

The  Minnesota  board  of  railroad  and 
warehouse  commissioners  have  issue.I  tho 
following  order: 

To  All  Railway  Companies  Running  Pas- 
senger Cars  Within  the  State  of  Minnesota: 
The  terrible  fate  of  the  railway  passengers 
upon  tlio  wrecked  and  burned  cars 
at  Kouts,  Ind.,  the  11th  inst., 
;inil  the  fact  that  during  a  protracted 
olli;i.il  tour  through  the  central  and  wes- 
tern portions  of  the  state  by  the  conimis- 
ion  recently,  taking  us  upon  trains  oper- 
ated liy  several  uirtcrcnt  companies,  not  a 
car  of  any  of  those  trains  was  i)rovideJ 
with  a  tire  extinguisher  of  any  kind,  not 
even  the  little  hand  grenade,  althougli  the 
laws  of  tlio  state  requiring  that  "each 
passenger  and  sleeping  car  run  or  operated 
within  the  state  shall  be  ecjuipped  with  at 
least  one  lire  extinguisher  in  each  end  of 
each  car,"  has  now  been  in  force  for  tho 
last  four  months,  forcibly  remind  this 
commission  of  the  great  responsibility  as- 
sumed by  any  person  or  otfieer  who  neg- 
lects to  provide  every  possible  means 
for  tho  extinguishment  of  fires  in  accidents 
to  railway  cars.  We  have  twice  before 
called  the  attention  of  railrond  managers 
within  the  state  to  the  positive  require- 
ments of  the  law  and  tho  great  importance 
of  the  object  of  the  passage;  and 
being  determined  that  we  will  not 
share  in  the  responsibility  for  any  calami- 
ty that  may  come  in  conseciuenco  of  diso- 
bedience of  the  law,  we  force  the  subject 
upon  your  attention  for  tfie  third  time, 
and  with  notice  that  the  attorney  general 
of  the  state  will  be  notified  to  commence 
summary  proceedings  against  all  compa- 
nies who  fail  to  have  their  cars  fully 
equipped  by  the  Ist  of  Xovember  next,  as 
required  by  law. 

The  President  at  Kansas  City. 

The  general  feature  of  the  President's 
reception  at  Kansas  City  were  about  the 
same  as  elsewhere.  Vast  crowds  of  people, 
processions,  hand  shaking  and  speeches. 
The  president  was  driven  to  the  site  of  the 
new  V.  M.  C.  A.  building,  where  he  took  part 
iti  laying  the  corner  stone.  Hemadeanad- 
dress  extolling  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  t  .  A. 
throughout  the  country.  The  president 
and  Mrs  Cleveland  were  escorted  to  the 
portico  in  front  of  the  government  build- 
ing, where  50.000  people  had  congregated. 
The  president  gave  an  address  which  was 
almost  entirely  devoted  to  commendation 
of  Kansas  City. 

Mrs  nevelHnd  is  held  in  warm  remem- 
brance by  the  patients  at  the  city  hospi- 
tal, who  were  the  beneficiariesof  athought- 
ful  act  of  kindness  on  her  part  during  her 
sojourn  in  Kansas  City.  The  flowers  which 
filled  the  president's  car  on  their  arrival 
in  this  city,  and  all  these  which  she  re- 
ceiveii  from  this  city,  together  with  a  large 
wagon  loaii  were,  by  Mrs.  Cleveland  s  di- 
rection sent  to  the  hospital  tor  the  benefit 
of  the  inmates,  who  returned  their  erateful 
thanks  to  the  lady  who  remembered  them. 


In  opening  his  report.  Sparks  says: 

Tlio  policy  which  I  have  endeavored.  In 
proceedings,  to  carry  out,  of  reforming  the 
land  laws  for  tho  protection  of  tho  bona 
fido  settler,  the  prevention  of  fraud,  tho 
suppression  of  land  monopoly,  the  recov- 
ery of  public  lands  illegally  seizad  or  dom- 
inated, or  the  prosorvatioa  of  tlie  public 
domain  for  actual  inhabitancy  by  tho  peo- 
ple of  tho  country,  has  been  steadily  main- 
tained during  the  last  year  and  has  met 
with  the  approved  of  all  lioueft  and  lawa- 
bidiiig  citizens,  especially  from  set  tiers  seek- 
ing actual  homes  on  public  lands.  I  have  no 
word  to  recall  which  has  liitherto  been  ut- 
tered touching  the  aggravated  misappro- 
priations tt>  which  public  lands  have  been 
subjected  through  improvident  laws  and 
inellicient  methods,  and  to  which  they  aro 
still  exposed  under  the  present  wasteful 
and  Iraud-inspiriiig  systems  of  dis- 
posal. To  prevent  tho  despoil- 
ment and  iinlawlul  aciiuisition  of  public 
domain  and  to  restore  to  the  people  whose 
heritage  it  is  land  fraudulently  (ditained, 
have  been  objects  constantly  in  view,  and 
there  is  no  regret  to  express  or  apology  to 
offer  that  efforts  to  accomplish  that  pur- 
pose have  aroused  the  hostility  of  a  class 
of  men  with  whose  Interests  they  have 
been  in  conflict.  The  operations  of  the 
past  year  have  been,  as  previously,  con- 
ducted under  the  discouragement  of 
inade<iualo  apprnpriations;  but  with 
the  limited  means  at  my  disposal  re- 
sults havo  been  achieved  that 
confirm  tho  earlier  statements  of  tho  vast- 
iiess  of  this  field  of  reform,  the  confines  of 
which  only  havo  been  explored.  Tho  fol- 
lowing statement  shows  tho  amount  of 
public  land  restored  to  the  public  domain 
since  March  4,  1885,  and  the  amount  now 
(lending  action  for  recovery  uniler  recom- 
mendations from  this  oflice:  Restored  to 
l)ublic  domain  within  railroad  limits,  8,- 
058,177.  Area  within  railroad  indemnity 
limits,  21,323,000  Private  land  claims, 
57(5,000.  Fraudulent  entries  and  can- 
celed, 400,000.  Invalid  swamii  and 
other  state  selections  canceled,  500,- 
704.  Total  restored  to  the  public 
domain,  31,824,481.  Recovery  of  lands 
within  railroad  limits  recommended  and 
pending  for  review  of  secretary's  decision, 
12,.'!00.  Suits  recommended  for  recovery 
ol  lands  within  railroad  limits,  5t)2,085. 
Land  adjudged  by  commissioner  to  bo  sub- 
ject to  recovery  under  the  adjustment  of 
railroad  grants  so  far  as  such  adjustments 
have  been  completed,  2,807,860.  Recom- 
mendations made  to  congress  to  reject 
private  land  claims  hitherto  reported  fa- 
vorably. 4,  732.470.  Surveys  ordered  re- 
ducting  areas  of  private  land  claims,  020,- 
500.  Suits  to  vacate  private  land  patents, 
032,255.  Total,  0.400.400. 

<)f  public  surveys  in  the  various  states 
and  territories  the  commissioner  says: 

I)akota— The  only  survey  contracts 
made  during  the  year  were  of  lands  for  al- 
lotment to  Indians  within  the  Lower 
Brule  reservation.  Forty  towns  were  sur- 
veyed under  contract  of  former  years. 
There  have  been  many  applications  by 
settlers  for  surveys  in  Dakato,  but  in 
view  of  the  limited  appropriations  the 
sum  of  $5,000  only  could  ba  apportioned 
to  that  district  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Montana— The  progress  in  office  work 
on  agricultural  surveys  was  small,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  totally  insufficient  appro- 
priations for  clerk  hire  for  1887.  During 
the  year  1885  contracts  were  let  amount- 
ing to  $23,330  for  surveys  of  public  lands; 
none  of  the  work  was  returned  during  the 
year  ending  1886,  but  in  several  deputies 
made  returns,  the  principal  portion  of 
which  remains  unexamined  for  want  of 
clerical  force.  The  surveyor  declined  to 
make  any  recommendation  as  to  further 
surveys  in  Ids  district,  believing  it 
necessary  that  provision  be  made  for 
the  office  work  on  surveys  already  con- 
tracted for  before  entering  upon  addition- 
al surveys.  Important  surveys  in  this 
territory  for  use  in  suits  in  tho  courts  in- 
volving a  pecuniary  interest  to  thogovorn- 
ment  of  upward  $1,000,000  could  not  bo 
contracted  for  at  the  rates  allowed  by 
tho  present  appropriation  acts  of  con- 
gress. 

He  makes  this  recommendation: 

Tho  surveyor  general  strenuously  urges 
that  congress  should  pass  a  statute  of 
limitation  fixing  a  time  within 
which  new  claims  shall  be  filed  or  there- 
after reciuired.  Such  recommendation 
has  for  several  years  been  made  by  this 
office,  and  I  renew  it  as  the  first  step  re- 
quisite to  a  settlement  of  such  claims.  I 
also  urge,  as  a  matter  of  the  highest  pub- 
lic importance,  that  congress  take  up  the 
cases  reexamined  and  reported  by  thesur- 
veyor  general  and  dispose  of  the  same  in 
the  light  of  the  investigations  that  have 
been  made,  or  remit  all  pending  and  accru- 
ing cases  to  this  oflice  and  department  for 
final  action. 

SWAMPLAND  CLAIMS. 

Of  swamp  land  claims  the  report  says: 
The  claims  presented  under  the  act  of 
congress  relating  to  swamp  and  overflow- 
ed lands  have  reached  the  enormous 
amount  of  77,407,273  acres,  and  patents 
have  been  issued  for  50,743.735  acres,  al- 
though the  provisions  of  tho  grant  have 
only  been  extended  to  fifteen  of  the  iiublic 
land  states  and  do  not  apply  to  land  in 
the  territories.  In  Minnesota  the  field 
notes  of  tho  public  surveys  havo  been 
adopted  as  tho  basis  of  adjustment  of 
tho  claims  of  the  state  to  swamp  lands. 
Affidavits  file<l  in  this  oflice  and 
information  received  from  other  sources 
show  that  many  returns  of  surveys,  es- 
pecially in  tho  northeastern  part  of  the 
state  have  been  falsely  and  corruptly 
made  in  tho  interests  of  lailroad  and  oth- 
er corporations  having  grants  of  swamp 
lands  from  the  state  or  of  persons  claim- 
ing to  have  purch.ascd  such  lands  from  tha 
state  and  that  many  tracts  valuable  for 
agricultural  orfortimlier  or  ore  and  not 
in  any  sense  swamp  cr  overflowed  lands, 
have  been  fraudulently  rcturneil  as  being 
of  that  character.  A  rigid  investigation 
of  these  claims  by  competent  agents  has 
now  been  instituted. 

The  report  says:  One  thousand  and 
eleven  cases  of  depradations  or  trespass 
have  been  reported  upon,  involving  a  val- 
.uo  in  timber  and  the  product  thereof 
amounting  to  $0,148,035,80  recoverable 
to  the  United  States.  Tho  total  amount 
actually  recovered  to  the  government  dur- 
ing the  last  year  by  judgment  files,  sales  of 
timber  and  compromises  so  far.  on  record 
In  this  office  is  .5128,042,09  being  S53,- 
042.00  in  excess  of  the  appropriation, 
nearly  all  of  which  was  received  tho  first 
half  of  the  fiscal  year. 

liETM   A  CllA(  K  AT  tONOKESS. 

He  scores  his  party  in  congress  a  heavy

Xext  year  Sparks  wants  fifty  special  tim- 
ber agents  and  ?  150,000.  Tho  re- 
port repeats  recommendations  of 
former  years,  regarding  reform  of 
the  land  laws.  He  recommends  the 
segregation  of  timber  lands  for  general 
entry,  the  throwing  open  of  abandoned 
military  reservations  to  homestead  entry, 
a  law  authorizing  X'rocess  for  witnesses  in 
land  cases  before  legistcrs  and  receivers, 
the  abolition  of  land  oflice  fees  and  sal- 
aries for  registers  and  receivers,  the  regu- 
lation of  attesting  officers,  the  repeal 
of  the  relinquishment  law  and 
an  appropriation  of  $25,000  per 
year  for  the  employing  of 

special  counsel  in  land  cases  in  tho  courts. 
The  report  gives  tho  estimates  for  oflico 
work  and  clerk  hire  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  total  estimates  are  $2,498,036  as 
against  .?!, 508,480  appropriated  for  the 
present  fiscal  yeir. 

■  On  the  subject  of  the  forfeiture  of  rail- 
road land  grants,  tho  commissionerquotes 
from  his  last  annual  report  and  adds: 

I  renew  therecommend.ation  that  forfeit- 
ure be  declared  in  all  cases  in  which  tho 
roads  were  not  completed  within  tho  time 
and  in  the  manner  conditioned  in  the  re- 
spective grants. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  on  land 
frauds,  Sparks  says: 

Such  a  recor  !  of  crime  as  that  shown  by 
investigations  made  by  special  agents 
during  the  last  two  years  is  rarely  to  be 
found.  Bold,  reckless  and  gigantic  schemes 
to  rob  the  government  of  its  lands  liave 
been  discovered  and  exposed  in  every  state 
and  territory  containing  public  lands,  and 
I  think  I  can  truthfully  say  in  every  land 
district  and  county  which  a  special  agent 
has  visited.  Systematic  efforts  to  mislead 
and  corrupt  entry  men  in  order  that  thev 
might  become  instruments  in  defrauding 
the  government  have  been  resorted  to. 
Men  of  intelligence  and  high  standing  in 
tho  community,  in  many  instances  million- 
aires, were  the  leaders  in  these  unlawful 
transactions.  Over  five  thousand  cases 
have  been  discovered  wherein  perjury 
or  subornation  of  perjury  was  com- 
mitted.     In    a     majority     of   cases    the 


oflicers  before  whom  the  ])roofB  or  other 
papers  were  executed,  largely  state  and 
tsrritorial  officers  not  directly  responsible 
to  the  land  department,  were  cognizant  of 
(he  fraud,  or  could  havo  become  so  l)y  or- 
dinary diligence.  While  under  Improved  reg- 
ulations and  moro  eflicient  supervision  the 
area  of  fraudulent  entries  is  gradually  l>e- 
coniing  circumscribed,  there  still  remains 
much  to  do,  and  tho  entire  or  general  ces- 
sation of  fraud  cannot  be  expected  so  long 
as  tlio  facilities  offered  for  itsi)erpetuation 
by  existing  laws  aro  so  great  and  means 
provided  for  tlioir  prevention  are  so  small. 
"All  efforts  to  secure  a  reform  in  the  land 
laws  by  a  repeal  or  amendment  of  particu- 
lar acts  and  provisions  havo  failed  through 
the  opposition  of  interest  in  variance  with 
proposed  legislation.  I  am  satisfied 
that  amendniouts  in  <letall  aro  impracti- 
cable. Tho  time  for  tinkering  has  passed. 
Existing  systems  of  disposal,  fundamental- 
ly defective  in  the  original  instance,  liave 
become  wholly  unsuited  to  present  con- 
ditions. 

It  would  also  appear  that  tho  time  has 
arrived  when  tho  privilege  of  appropriat- 
ing public  lands  should  bo  confined  to  citi- 
lens  of  tho  United  States.  Tho  mineral 
laws  should  be  so  amended  as  to  preserve 
the  public  right  of  mineral  exploration  to 
citizens  of  tho  United  States  and  to  pre- 
vent A  jedpardy  of  nativo  mineral  wealth 
by  individuals  and  corporation*.

EVICTED  SETTLERS. 


Its  Wonderful  Productiveness  and 
Its  Advantages  Over  Corn  for 
Feeding  and  Fattening  Cattle. 

Mr.  A.  B.  Stickney,  whose  attention  has 
recently  been  called  to  the  wonderful  pro- 
ductiveness and  nutritious  qualities  of 
black  barley,  send  tho  Pioneer  Press  a 
letter  ho  has  recently  received  from  H.  C. 
Davis  on  the  subject.  In  this  letter 
he  refers  to  the  experience  of  Mr.  C. 
W.  Hoffman  of  Bozemau,  Mont.,  whom 
he  furnished  with  a  small  sam- 
ple of  black  barley  in  the  spring  of  1886. 
Mr.  Davis  met  Mr.  Hoffman  a  few  days 
ago  in  St.  Paul  and  the  latter  made  to 
him  a  statement  of  the  wonderful  product 
which  he  had  raised  from  the  small 
amount  of  seed — less  than  one  cjuart — 
which  Mr.  Davis  had  given  him.  "He 
raised  tho  first  year  between  three  and 
fcur  bushels,  and  on  his  second  crop  this 
year  he  harvested  108  bushels,  and  owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  ripened  much  earlier 
than  he  expected,  he  says  he  is  quite  cer- 
tain that  at  least  twenty-five  bushels  was 
left  on  the  ground.  I'rof.  H.  W.  Wiley, 
chief  chemist  of  the  department  of  agri- 
culture, has  made  an  analysis  of  black 
barley  and  corn  to  show  the  comparative 
value  of  each  for  feeding,  and  the  result  Is 
as  follows.

"The  value  of  any  cereal  for  feeding  or 
fattening  purposes  is  determined,  as  1  un- 
derstand it,  by  the  amount  of  carbohy- 
drates and  albuminoids  which  it  contains, 
and  I  would  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  advantage  of  tho  black  barley 
in  this  particular.  '  This  black  barley  is 
hulless,  and  Mr.  Stickney  is  of  opinion 
"would  be  an  excellent  substitute  for  corn 
in  feeding  cattle  and  hogs."  And 
he  adds:  "If  all  Ihnt  is  claimed  for  it 
can  bo  realized,  its  general  introduc- 
tion in  this  stat"  would  be  very  ad- 
vantageous." Mr.  Stickney  has  sent  for 
some  of  the  seed  to  experiment  with  it  on 
his  own  farm.  Among  tho  advantages  that 
may  be  claimed  for  it  is  that  it  is  a  much 
surer  crop  than  corn,  especially  in  the 
northern  sections  of  this  state  and  Dakota; 
that  it  is  exceedingly  prolific  and  that  it  is 
more  nutritious  than  corn.  If  it  proves 
to  be  all  these,  as  claimed,  it  will  give 
thosu  northern  latitudes  a  decided  advan- 
tage over  the  corn  belt  as  a  stock-raising 
country.  It  has  some  advantages  now,  but 
this  would  be  decisive. 


The  Memorial  to  tho  Secretary  ol 
the  Interior  In  Regard  to  the  Alleg- 
ed Wrongs  of.O'Brien  County. 

At  Minneapolis,  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Knights  of  Labor  of  Xorth  America,  In 
regular  session  assemblod,  to  the  Honora- 
ble Secretary  of  tho  Interior,  Washington, 
1).  C— Dear  Sir:  This  general  assembly  of 
the  Knights  of  Labor  respectfully  call  your 
attention  to  the  following  Tacts  and  ash 
your  interposition  on  behalf  of  many  dis- 
tressed people  who  are  being  deprived  ol 
their  homes  as  hereafter  stated.  Between 
tho  years  1870  and  1880  tho  general  gov- 
ernment and  State  of  Iowa  opened  to  set- 
tlement certain  lands  located  in  O'Brien 
county,  Iowa,  and  to  which  tho  Chicago, 
Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  and  tho  Sioux  City 
tt  St.  Paul  Railroad  companies  laid  claim 
by  reason  of  acts  of  congress  prior  to  is- 
suing the  notice  by  the  executive  depart- 
ments of  the  government  that  said  lauds 
would  bo  oi)eiied  for  settlement. 

Encouraged  by  tho  notices  emanating 
from  the  government,  and  actuated  by  a 
desire  to  obtain  homes,  about  two  hun- 
dred families  from  various  jjarts  of  the 
American  Union  settled  upon  the  lande 
above  mentioned.  In  1885  the  settlere 
j)etitioncd  you  to  quiet,  if  possible,  any 
claim  said  railroad  companies  might  have 
in  thejie  lands,  and  in  August,  1887,  you 
made  nn  order  by  which  17,600 
acres  of  those  lands  referred  to 
the  government,  and  commanded 
the  railroad  comiianies  surrender  all 
right,  title  and  interest  they  might  have  in 
said  lands.  The  railroad  companies  ask- 
ed for  an  amnesty  for  ninety  days,  which 
was  granted.  Tli3  railroad  companies 
then  seized  upon  tho  oiiportunitj  offered 
by  tho  amnesty  and  brou','lit  suit  of  eject- 
ment in  the  state  court  of  O'Brien  county, 
and  by  reason  of  the  degree  of  said  courts 
the  sheriff  of  O'Brien  county,  with  a  posse 
of  twenty  armed  men,  has  forcibly  ejected 
110  families  from  their  homes,  and  hae 
either  driven  their  stock  into  the  highways 
or  confiscated  it  to  liquidate  tne  cost  ol 
litigation.  An  amicable  test  of  title 
to  these  lands  is  precluded  in  the 
state  courts  of  O'Brien  county  because 
of  existing  law  bearing  upon  the 
construction  of  an  act  of  congress.  Ninety- 
one  more  suits  of  ejectment  have  been  in- 
stituted in  tho  courts  of  O'Brien  county, 
and  the  trial  set  for  Xov.  6,  1887,  and  ex- 
cept something  is  done  which  will  bring 
sure  and  quick  relief  ninety-one  more 
homes  will  be  made  desolate  by  the  unjust 
and  rapacious  hand  of  corporate  monop- 
olies. We  therefore  urgently  request  that 
you  exercise  the  functions  of  your  oflice  by 
having  suit  instituted  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment, or  such  other  legal  procedure  as 
will  protect  the  settlers  of  O'Brien  county, 
Iowa,  until  such  times  as  tho  title  to  the 
aforesaid  lands  can  be  tested  in  the  feder- 
al courts. 


THE  MONTANA   EXTENSION. 

An   Unparaleled   Feat    of  Railroad 
Building. 

On  Saturday  15th  inst.,  the  first  loco- 
motive on  tho  Montana  Extension  of  the 
St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Manitoba  rail- 
road,rcachedthe  GreatFalls  of  tho  Missouri, 
in    Montana,    1073    miles  west  of  St.  Paul. 

The  entire  length  of  the  line  from  Minot 
to  Great  Falls  is  550  miles,  and  on  April 
2  last  the  tr.ick  extended  five  miles  west  of 
Micot.  On  that  date  the  contractors  be- 
gan the  gigantic  undertaking  of  grading 
and  laying  tracks  on  540  miles  of  road  into 
a  new  country  in  one  direction,  with  tho 
intention  of  completing  it  by  Xov. 
1.  The  15th  of  October  brought  them  to 
their  destination,  although  the  tracklay-  j 
era  will  continue  right  on  and  put  the  iron 
on  tho  Montana  Central  from  Great  Falls 
to  Helena.  For  the  first  month  but  thir- 
ty miles  of  track  were  laid  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  graders  had  not  got  out  of 
the  way.  Several  other  delays  were  caused 
by  the  same  reason,  but  none  since  June 
5.  Tho  record  of  progress  by  months  is 
shown  as  follows,  the  distance  being  given 
west  of  Minot.

The  largest  month's  record  was  in  Au- 
gust, and  the  largest  week  of  any  seven 
days  was  from  Aug.  to  13  inclusive,  32.5 
miles  being  laid.  The  largest  indi- 
vidual day's  work  was  that  gi- 
gantic record  of  Aug.  11,  when 
42,300  feet  were  laid  between  daybreak 
and  dark,  the  end  of  the  track  being  325.6 
miles  from  Minot  in  the  morning,  and  333. 8 
miles  from  Minot  at  night.  "The  second 
greatest  day's  record  was  on  June  16,  when 
38.000  feet  were  laid,  from  241.7  miles 
west  of  Minot  to  248,0.  Both  of  those  rec- 
ords are  far  ahead  of  tho  Canadian  Pa- 
cific's biggest  day's  work,  which  {G%  miles) 
has  hitherto  stood  as  the  accepted  marvel 
of  fast  tracklaying. 

Tlie  building  of  the  Manitoba  extension 
from  Minot  to  Great  Falls  by  Shephard, 
Winston  &  Co.,  stands  without  a  parallel 
in  tho  history  of  railroad  construction, 
both  iu  the  magnitude  of  the  work  as  a 
whole  and  in  tho  record  of  track-laying  on 
particular  days.

The  President's  Reception  at  Mem- 
phis Marred  by  a  Sad  Event. 

On  Saturday  the  people  of  Memphis, 
Tenn.,  received  President  Cleveland  and 
wife  in  fine  style.  The  formal  speech  of 
welcome  was  delivered  by  Judge  H.  T.  Ell- 
ett.  of  the  chancery  court,  a  courtly  gentle- 
man of  high  local  repute,  who  spoke  both 
for  Memjdiis  andfortheSoutb.  Heextend- 
ed,  as  the  representative  of  the  whole  peo- 
ple of  Memphis,  a  hearty  welcome, 
and  presented,  not  symbolically  only,  but 
in  the  most  substantial  and  practical 
form,  tho  freedom  of  the  city.  Among 
other  things  he  said:  As  one  practical  re- 
sult accomplished  by  the  conflict,  tlie 
theory  of  the  riLdit  of  a  state  to  withdraw 
from  tho  federal  compact  was  overthrown 
and  the  indestructibility  of  the  American 
union  was  established  on  the  firmest 
foundationj.  The  chief  element  of  discord 
has  been  removed  forever. 

The  president  in  his  reply  spoke 
in  praise  of  Memphis  and  its  people, 
giving  some  of  the  city's  history.  A  most 
unfortunate  occurrence  interiupted  the 
formalities  of  the  occasion  just  as  the  pres- 
ident closed  his  remarks.  Though  the  day 
was  not  uncomfortably  warm,  the  spot  was 
an  exposed  one,  and  Judge  Ellett,  who 
sat  for  a  time  with  his  hat  off  as  the  presi- 
dent was  speakinc,  sat  down  and  was  soon 
overcome  by  the  lioat.  Dr.  Bryant,  of  the 
presidential  party,  took  direction  of  affairs 
and  remained  with  the  unfortunate  gentle- 
man while  the  president  was  escort- 
ed to  the  cotton  and  merchants'  ex- 
change. Judge  Ellet  died  five  minutes  after 
the    jiresident  left    the    reviewing    stand. 

"The  president  was  greatly  shocked  by 
the  event.  He  expressed  the  warmef.t  sym- 
pathy with  the  bereaved  family.  The  sto- 
ry telegraphed  from  Memphis  about  the 
attempted  wrecking  of  the  presidential 
train  by  burning  a  trestle  is  hooted  and 
laughed  at  by  the  correspondents  who 
have  been  with  the  president  during  his 
present  trip.  They  say  nothing  ol  the  kind 
occuriyd  at  any  time.

RAILROAD  MURDER. 


Another  Railroad  Horror.Thls  Time 
on  the  Chicago  &  Atlantio«  in 
Which  Twenty  Lives  Are  Lost. 

A  terrible  accident  occurred  on  the  Chi- 
cago &  Atlantic  railroad  the  10th  inst.,  at 
Koutz,  Ind.,  a  small  station  about  fifty 
miles  east  of  Chicago.  The  train  wrecked 
was  Xo.  12,  which  leit  Chicago  at  7:45.  The 
train  was  made  up  of  five  cars,  the  two 
rear  ones  being  Pullman  sleepers.  Just 
before         tho        train  arrived         at 

Koutz.  tho  eccentric  of  the  engine 
broke,  and  tho  engineer  slowed  up  for  re- 
pairs. Tho  brakeman  hung  out  a  danger 
signal  light.  Tho  train  had  stopped  but  a 
short  time  when  the  train  behind,  which 
proved  to  be  the  fast  Chicago  "meat"  train, 
made  up  of  freight  cars,  dashed  intoit.  Not- 
withstanding the  danger  signal,  tho  "meat" 
train  rushed  on  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five 
miles  an  hour.  She  struck  the  rear  coacb, 
telescoped  it  and  the  two  in  front  and  left 
nothing  but  tho  front  baggage  carstanding. 
The  three  coaches  wore  swept  completely 
away.  The  night  was  dark  and  the  scene 
during  tho  next  half-hour  was  dreadful. 
Amid  the  pandemonium  of  crashing  tim- 
bers and  human  shrieks  and  toppling  frag- 
ments of  the  wreck  the  horror 
was  trebled  when  tho  confused  mass 
of  splinters  and  broken  wood  was  dis- 
covered to  be  on  fire.  The  live 
coal  from  the  freight  engine  ignited  the  de- 
bris under  which  the  woj^idcd  and  dead 
were  lying.  Those  who  miraculously  es- 
caped uninjured  immediately  turned  their 
attention  to  those  imprisoned  in  the 
wreck.  Xo  means  existed  for  checking  the 
fire,  and  only  after  it  had  burned  itself  out 
was  it  possible  to  do  anything  for  the  few 
still  alive  imprisoned  in  the  debris. 

Tho  victims  so  far  as  known  are:  Dr. 
William  Perry  of  Xorth  Judson,  Ind. 
Mrs.  William  Perry,  Grace  Perry,  aged  10. 
Charles  Miller,  oged  40.  Mrs.  Lena  Miller, 
ageil  48.  Minnie  Miller,  aged  7.  Fred  Mil- 
ler, aged  20.    William  Miller,  aged  17. 

i'wo  unknown  persons  complete  the  list 
of  tho  dead  as  certainly  establislied.  It  is 
impossible  to  obtain  a  list  of  the  wounded 
on  the  train,  as  only  tw  o  are  left  behind. 
They  are:  Herman  Miller,  aged  fourteen, 
skull  fractured  and  right  leg  shattered;  re- 
covery impossible.  Joseph  McCool,  aged 
twenty-four,  of  Boston,  injured  about  the 
back  and  limbs. 


Cleveland  in  Minneapolis. 

The  Presidential  party  was  received  by  a 
vast  crowd  at  the  railroad  station.  The 
mayor  was  the  first  to  grasp  the  hand  of 
the  president  and  receive  his  gracious  lady, 
who  for  the  first  time  stepped  foot  in 
Minneapolis.  The  other  members 
of  the  party  stepped  out  and 
Gen.  Washburn  and  tho  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  advanced  and  receiv- 
ed them  heartily  to  the  "Flour  City."  They 
were  conducted  to  the  West  Hotel.  After 
resting  a  few  moments  the  party  proceeded 
to  lunch.  President  Cleveland  had  letters 
to  write  and  conseiiuently  Col.  La- 
mont  gallantly  escorted  Mrs.  Cleveland  to 
the  dining  room.  The  lunch  was  informal- 
ly served.  Then  came  along  drive  about 
the  city,  attended  Ly  enthusiastic  Minne- 
apolitans,  who  took  care  that  everything 
was  seen  at  its  best.  There  were  many 
thousand  people  all  along  tho  route. 
Housetoi)H,  windows,  lawiis.streots.  every- 
where it  was  crowded.  From  the  balcony 
of  tho  West  Hotel,  the  president  made  a 
short  siieech,  in  wliich  he  humorously  al- 
luded to  tho  rivalry  between  the  "twin 
cities"  by  saying:  "It  seems  to  me  that 
every  American  citizen  should  be  proud 
that  his  country  can  jiroduce  two  such 
cities,with  tli«  history,  the  growth,and  the 
success  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul." 
[Prolonged  and  enthusiastic  applause.] 

The  President  and  his  wife  were  then 
shown  over  the  Exposition  Building,  and 
many  compliments  were  bestowed  upon 
its  contents.  Then  came  dinner  at  the 
West,  and  after  dark,  wlion  the  lamps 
were  lighted,  the  party  witnessed 
the  great  illumination,  and  soon  after  de- 
parted for  Omaha,  Kansas  City,  and  At- 
lanta. Tho  most  noticjiblc  thing  in  all  the 
receptions  in  Minnesota,  was  the  tremen- 
dous, crushing  crowds  of  people  at  every 
point  where  a  view  could  bohad  of  "Grover 
and  Frankie."

Prof.  Donnelly, 
the  most  scientific  boxer  iu  England,  and 
teacher  of  tho  nobility,  pronounces  Kil- 
rain's boxing  par  excellence.

Take  Care  ol  the  Hair. 

No  careful  observer  fails  to  notice, 
as  he  looks  over  assemblies  of  men  past 
thirty  years  of  age,  that  a  very  large 
proportion  is  bald,  or  in  a  stage  of 
partial  baldness,  which  indicates  the 
Bpecdy  loss  of  the  hirsuto  appendage. 
The  percentage  of  men  of  all  ages  who 
show  signs  of  baldness  has  been  put 
lit  thirty  per  cent,  and  by  some  ob- 
servers as  high  even  as  forty  per  cent 
From  careful  observations  in  churches, 
theatres,  lecture-rooms,  and  political 
assemblies,  we  are  satisfied  that  these 
estimates  are  too  high,  and  that  twenty- 
four  per  cent  is  a  more  exact  estimate. 

This  exhibit  is  alarming,  as  it  indi- 
cates that  the  time  is  near  when  we 
shall  bo  a  nation  of  bald  heads,  and 
that  alopecia  as  a  disease  will  afflict  the 
youth  in  our  schools,  as  through  here- 
dity physical  deformities  and  illnesses 
are  multiplied  and  extended  to  an 
enormous  extent. 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  early  loss 
of  hair?  It  is  not  due  to  the  hats  or 
caps  we  wear,  not  to  living  in  liot 
rooms;  it  is  not  due  to  the  forms  of 
foods  we  consume,  but,  in  our  view,  it 
is  largely  due  to  modern  methods  of 
treatment  of  the  hair  and  scalp.  The 
erroneous  view  prevails  that  the  skin 
which  holds  the  hair  follicles  and  the 
delicate  secretory  organs  of  the  scalp 
must  be  kept  as  "clean,  so  to  speak,  as 
the  face  or  hands;  consequently  young 
men  patronize  barbers  or  hairdressers, 
and  once  or  twice  a  week  they  have 
what  Is  called  a  "shampoo"  operation 
performed;  and  this  consists  in  a 
thorough  scouring  of  the  hair  and  scalp 
with  dilute  ammonia  water  and  soap, 
so  that  a  heavy  "lather"  is  produced, 
and  the  glandular  secretions,  which 
are  the  natural  protection  of  the  hair, 
and  promotive  of  its  growth,  are 
eaponiiied  and  removed.  No  act  could 
be  more  directly  destructive  of  a  healthy 
growth  of  hair  than  this,  and  no  one  is 
more  common. 

The  practice  of  frequently  washing 
the  head  in  warm  or  cold  water,  at 
home,  with  or  without  the  adjuncts  of 
soap,  alcohol,  ammonia,  or  perfumery, 
is  deleterious  and  promotive  of  early 
loss  of  the  hair.  Men  in  active  indoor 
business— clerks,  bankers,  shop-keep- 
ers in  cities — are  continually  washing 
the  head.  Many  do  this  night  and 
morning,  under  the  false  notion  that  it 
is  necessary  to  cleanliness,  and  pro- 
motive of  a  vigorous  growth  of  hair, 
and  when  alarmed  at  its  rapid  dis- 
appearance iu  early  life  they  are  at  a 
loss  to  understand  the  reason.  The 
secretion  of  wax  in  the  ear  passages  is 
nature's  method  of  protecting  the 
delicate  machinery  upon  which  hearing 
depends.  It  closes  the  organ  to  the 
entrance  of  insects  and  dust;  and 
fortunately  the  secretion  is,  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  placed  beyond  easy 
interference,  and  thus  the  sense  of 
hearing  is  protected  from  injurious 
"washouts." 

The  waxy  secretion  which  is  poured 
out  from  the  glandular  organs  which 
are  found  in  connection  with  tho 
follicles  of  the  hair  ia  nature's  product 
and  is  designed  to  preserve  and  protect 
the  wonderful  and  beautiful  head- 
covering.  If  we  persist  in  removing 
it  altogether  we  must  march  with  the 
bald-pates  before  the  frosts  of  age  come 
along  to  change  its  color.  Women  do 
not  shampoo  or  wash  the  hair  as  often 
as  the  other  sex,  and  consequently 
they  are  iu  a  large  degree  exempt  from 
baldness  in  middle  life.  It  is  true, 
however,  that  many  women  in  cities 
make  frequent  visits  to  the  hair- 
dressers, and  subject  their  tresses  to 
the  "scouring"  process.  If  this  be- 
comes common,  it  will  not  be  long  be- 
fore baldness  will  overtake  the  young 
mothers  as  well  as  the  fathers,  and  the 
time  will  be  hastened  wiien  children 
even  will  have  no  hair  to  destroy  with 
ammonia  or  other  caustic  cosmetics. 

The  advice  we  have  to  ofler  to  young 
men  and  maidens  is,  let  your  hair 
alone;  keep  at  a  safe  distance  from 
hair  dressing  rooms  and  drug-shops, 
where  are  sold  oils,  alkaline  substances, 
alcoholic  mixtures,  etc.,  for  use  upon 
the  hair.  They  are  all  pernicious,  and 
will  do  you  harm.  Tho  head  and  hair 
may  be  washed  occasionally  with  soft, 
tepid  water,  without  soap  of  any  kind. 
As  a  rule,  the  only  appliances  needed 
in  the  care  of  the  hair  are  good  combs 
and  brushes;  and  they  should  not  be 
used  harshly,  so  as  to  wound  the  scalp. 
Avoid  all  "electric"  and  wire-made 
brushes.  No  electricity  can  be  stored 
in  a  hair-brush;  if  it  could  be,  it  is  not 
needed.  The  hair  is  a  beautiful  gift  of 
nature,  and  it  must  not  be  destroyed. — 
Poimlar  Science  Neios.

The  correspondents  have  taken 
sjjecial  pains  in  all  cases  to  make  the 
parlies  vi-sited  by  the  Caps  or  Knights 
a)>pcar  a.s  martyrs  in  the  holy  cause  of 
law  and  order,  while  quite  the  contrary 
is  true  in  all  cases.  .^ 

An  enterpriHing  reporter  has  evci."^^ 
organized  an  opposing  order  of  mi<l- 
night  raiders  to  correct  tlie  evil  of  tho 
Knights  and  Cai)s.  It  is  hardly  neces- 
sary to  say  that  thi.s  organization 
wa-i  .simply  the  creation  of  a  fertile 
mind. 

Your  correspondent  took  some  pains 
to  get  at  the  true  inwardness  of  these 
night  raidings  in  Crawford.  Orange, 
and  Ilarr  son  count  es,  and  after  a  care- 
ful consideration  of  all  the  points,  he 
comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  law- 
lessness complained  of  is  not  near  as 
bad  as  the  anarchy  which  would  result 
if  the  night-raiders  wore  not  in  ex- 
istence. 

I  fail  to  find  a  single  instance  where 
the  parlies  wii  pped  or  named  did  not 
visibly  deserve  it  None  of  tho  cajes 
coultl  probably  have  been  reached  by 
law. 

Without  going  into  particulars,  which 
would  make  loo  long  a  list,  the  outline 
of  ofic-nses  punished  by  switching  iiave 
been  drunkenness,  lewdness,  wife-beat- 
ing, confirmed  laziness,  theft  and  in 
one  or  two  instances  gross  maladminis- 
tration of  ollice. 

Of  course,  the  proceedings  of  the  or- 
ganizations are  without  warrant  of 
law,  but  they  are  only  a  terror  to  those 
parties  who  dserve  the  punishment 

In  Crawford  county  tiie  general  ex- 
pression of  the  Ijcst  people — farmers, 
store-keepers, saloon-keepers  and  work- 
ingmen— was  tiiat  no  person  who  kept 
anywhere  near  str:iight  had  Ijeen  or 
would  be  molested,  and  the  terror  al- 
le;:fd  to  be  ujion  the  inhabitants  was 
not  anywhere  visible  to  the  naked  eye, 
nor  upon  the  closest  inquiry. 

Crawfonl,  H:irrison.  and  Orange 
counties  are  very  wild  and  rugged 
regions,  full  of  hiding-])l:\ces  and  nooks 
ofl'ering  retreat  for  the  lawless,  rail- 
roads are  very  few  and  county  roads 
are  simply  awfwl— iu  fact,  the  section 
is,  in  its  topograph}*,  not  much  better 
than  the  notorious  counties  of  Ken- 
tucky, }-et  there  lives  there  a  race  of 
very  peaceful,  intelligent  and  law- 
abiiling  citizens. 

Said  a  Crawford  county  man  to  me: 
"If  it  were  not  for  the  much-condem- 
ed  organizations,  our  county  would  be 
infested  with  the  worst  ragtag  and  bob- 
tais  of  creation.  But  we  run  them 
out,  and  our  old  county  has  fewer  mur- 
ders, thefts,  and  outrages  tlian  Flovd, 
Clark  or  other  counties.  I  think  the 
Whitecaps  would  be  a  decided  advan- 
tage to  you."  j 

"But"    argued   the    reporter,    "jl 
people  could  jmnisli  crimes  by  law." 

"We  can  not  always  get  the  wit- 
nesses. People  are  afraid  to  testify  be- 
fore courts— afraid  of  the  revenge  ol 
toughs.  Beside  our  modus  operandi  is 
swift  and  inexpensive  and  has  hitber- 
two  been  just  in  every  case."' 

"Are  ever  any  of  your  night-rider* 
brought  to  justice?"  I . 

"Well,  yes.  Tiiere  was  a  man  anc?a 
wom:m  whipped  in  Orange  county  some 
years  ago  for  lewd  conduct  Tiio 
woman  recognized  one  of  the  party, 
her  own  brother-in-law,  a  well-to-do 
farmer.  Three  of  ihe  men  were  tried, 
foolishly  ple;ided  guilty  upon  their  law- 
yer's advice  and  paid  the  line  assessed 
by  Ihe  court  at  Salem,  where  ;ihe  case 
had  gone  on  a  change  of  venue.  Next 
Uio  woman  entered  suit  for  damages 
and  wrecked  her  brother-in-law  finan- 
cially."

Their  movements  are  secret 
and  swift,  and  if  met  with  it  is  not  best 
to  be  loo  inquis  tive.  but  they  do  not 
molest  travelers,  who  undoubtedly  meet 
them. 

Tiie  organizat  ons  have  tiioir  pass- 
words and  signs  and  are  exclusive  as 
the  Mtisons  or  any  other  secret  order 
and  work  a  good  deal  like  them.  When 
they  are  bouud  on  a  corrccuvc  errand 
the  word  i.s  <|uielly  passed  along  in  a 
m:inn(;r  wiiieh  would  not  be  noticed  by 
tlie  outs  lier,  and  at  nigiit  the  men 
g;ither  at  an  oui  of  the  v..ay  place,  .tnd 
pioeeed  to  liieir  destination.  Thev 
have  their  oHleers,  it  appears,  as  .secret 
ird'Ms  have,  and  obey  llie  local  heads 
iiiiplieily.  Tiiere  is  certainly  no  poli- 
tics in  the  thing. 

Its  origin  is  somewhat  doubtful,  but 
appears  to  date  from  the  time  of  the 
war.  Indeed,  some  people  allege  that 
it  antetlates  tliat  interesting  period, 
and  Ihat  ihe  boiis  of  Liberty  at  one 
time  captured  the  organizations.  It 
could  not  be  .nscertaincd  whether  the 
various  organizations  of  the  three 
counties  have  any  ollieial  connection, 
but  on  the  county  lines  they  docerlaia- 
ly  act  in  concert. 

Harrison  county  at  one  lime  look  the 
lead  with  the  Knights  of  the  Switch, 
but  lately  Crawford  county  has  achiev- 
ed most  prominence,  and  the  threaten- 
ed wliipping  of  S(iuire  Uildebrand  has 
stirred  up  quite  a  lot  of  talk.

^  One  hot  ovonin<r  in  the  summer  of 
•  -,  the  writer,  with  three  other  young 
nuon,  was  camped  out  oft  the  bank  of 
the  South  Platte  river,  some  80  miles 
above  the  little  station  of  Julesburgh. 
We  had  unharnessed  the  horses  from 
onr  big  wagon  and  picketed  them  out 
to  feed  near  the  high  stockade  of  a 
Bol  tary  ranch  station.  Over  the  top 
of  the  8tocku<le  posts  the  grass-grown 
%»fs  of  several  adobe  cabins  were  visi- 
ble. On  the  roof  of  one  of  these  a 
half-grown  antelope  kid  was  industri- 
ously cropping  tlie  horbage,  and  by  its 
side  lay  smother,  screnloy  asleep,  its 
head  thrown  back  over  its  shoulder. 

Beyond  the  stockade  and  adjoining 
it,  was  another  iudosuro  of  several 
acres,  surroumlcil  by  a  high  board 
fence;  a  large  stock  corral,  in  fact,  in 
which  several  ponies  were  standing, 
jazily  wh'sking  away  the  llies,  evidently 
too  much  overcome  by  the  flies  to 
make  any  further  exertion.

Hut 
as  we  sat  down  to  our  suptier  of  bis- 
cuits, steak,  canned  tomatoes,  aud 
cofTee.  we  heard  the  big  gate  of  the 
Btock.ade  sipieak  on  its  hinges,  and  a 
moment  later  liiere  sauntered  out  to  us 
a  tall,  strapping  young  fellow  in  a  wool- 
en shirt  and  buei^skin  leggins.  He  had 
on  his  head  a  wiile-brimmcd,  while- 
wool  hat.  with  a  rtd  leatiier  ban<l,  and 
on  his  feel  high-topped,  high-heeled 
boots,  at  the  counters  of  which  jingled 
a  pair  of  .Spanisli  spurs.

'  Then,  too,  we  was  expoctin'  the 
Ix)ys  back  ev'ry  hour.  We  cale'lated 
'wouldent  be  no  harm  to  leave  the 
ranch  for  half  a  day's  hunt.  We  was 
tired  o'  beei  and  bacoQ»  an'  we  knew 


where  to  go  to    find  plenty    of   ante- 
lope. 

"We  saddled  our  ponies,  an'  struck 
out  that  afternoon.  Wo  rode  up  into 
the  'rock  country,'  'bout  I'i  miles  north 
o'  here,  'mouug  the  bijj  canyons  an 
cuts,  an'  we  found  plenty  of  antelope. 
We  killed  live  by  dark,  but  by  the  time 
we  could  gather  their  saddles  an'  pack 
our  extra  horses,  which  we'd  took  two, 
an'  get  back  to  the  ranch,  it  wiu  uigh 
daylight  next  morning. 

"The  boys  hadn't  come,  so,  as  we 
was  mighty  tired  an'  hungry  an'  sleepy, 
we  turned  our  ponies  in  with  the  other 
slock  in  the  big  corral,  and  got  us  some 
breakfast;  then  we  piled  onto  a  couple 
of  bunks  and  was  soon  sleepin' 

"1  was  woke  up  by  a  punch  in  the 
ribs,  an'  when  I'd  come  to  myself 
'nough  lo  git  my  eyes  rubbed  open,  I 
saw  that  there  was  half  a  dozen  naked, 
greasy  Cheyenncs  in  the  room,  stand- 
ing around  a-grinnin'  at  us.  I  saw, 
too,  that  Ed  was  awake,  an'  that  they 
had  gathered  up  all  our  shoolin'  irons, 
and  that  wo  was  both  pris'nors  in  our 
own  shanty. 

"I  needn't  tell  ye  that  we  both  felt 
mighty  foolish  and  badly  scared,  though 
we  put  on  as  bold  a  face  as  we  could, 
Ed  was  the  bravest,  though,  and  the 
coolest.  He'd  been  a  trapeze  perform- 
er along  with  ^lontgomery  Queen's  big 
show.  Ho  was  all  mascles  an'  siners, 
up  to  ail  sorts  of  tricks,  and  as  spry  as 
a  cat. 

"Waal,  sir,  soon  as  Ed  saw  how 
'twas,  he  reached  out  his  hand  to  the 
nearest  buck  an'  says,  says  'e:  'How 
do,  brudder?' 

"  'How?'  says  the  Injun,  an'  all  of 
'em  grunted  and  grinned. 

"Bui  jest  then  there  was  a  terrible 
commotion  and  a-yellin'  outside,  an' 
two  or  three  of  the  Injuns  rushed  out. 
The  others  wanted  to  see  the  rumpus, 
too,  I  'xpeel,  for  they  turned  to  us.  aud 
motioned  us  out  of  the  door.  We  got 
up  and  walked  out,  with  an  Injun  in 
front  an'  two  behind  us.  As  we  got 
out  the  door  we  heard  a  frightful  yell- 
in'  outside  the  stockade.  Tiiere  was 
six  or  seven  Cheyenncs  dancin'  and 
screechin'  like  they'd  gone  plumb 
crazy.  But  the  biggist  fun  was  goin' 
on  inside  the  slock  corral,  and  we  soon 
saw  that  the  dancin' bucks  was  a-laugh- 
in'.  though  you'd  never  guess  at  that 
by  jest  lislcnm'  lo  'em. 

"You  sec.  one  of  their  fellows,  think- 
in'  of  course  he'd  have  an  easy  job.had 
rode  into  the  corral  to  drive  out  the 
slock, — there  was  thirteen  ridin'  ponies 
and  three  or  four  colts.  Bui  there  was 
a  customer  in  there  that  the  Cheyenne 
h.adn't  reckoned  on.  It  was  a  big  jack, 
jest  the  ugliest,  orneriest  critter  ever 
you  set  eyes  on.  Ho  never  'lowed  any 
stranger  inside  that  corral  if  he  could 
help  it.  an'  he  gen'ly  could,  an'  that 
was  one  reason  we  kep'  him. 

"Wal,  he'd  got  after  Mr.  Cheyenne, 
an'  he  was  goin' for  him  most  savagely. 
"When  we  first  saw  the  race,  the 
Injun  was  clear  upon  his  pony's  neck, 
a-clingiug  for  dear  life,  and  the  jack 
was  right  up  .alongside,  with  his  jaws 
wide  open.  The  Cheyenne  h.ad  lost 
hold  o'  his  reins,  an'  was  jest  hangin' 
over  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  horse's 
neck,  an'  there  they  was,  goin'  round 
and  round,  the  jack  a-grabbin'  and 
bitin'  at  the  Injun,  an'  a-brayin'  an' 
souealin'  till  you  could  a  heerd  him  a 
mile.  An'  the  best  of  it  all  was,  that 
them  Cheyenne  outside  all  seemed  to 
think  it  was  the  biffgest  kind  of  fun. 

"Talk  about  an  Injun's  not  laughiu', 
why,  fellows,  they  busied  their  throats. 
They  clapped  their  hands  onto  their 
stomachs,  .an'  doubled  up  like  jack 
knives.  Ed  and  me  laughed  too.  I  don't 
believe  we  could  'a'  helped  it  if  we'd 
known  they'd  kill  us  the  next  minute. 

"But  matters  soon  begun  to  get  pret- 
ty ser'ous  inside  the  corral;  the  Injun 
darsn't  git  off  his  pony,  for  ho  could 
see  mighty  plain  that  jack  was  after 
him. 

"He'd  'a'  got  the  fellow,  too,  if  his 
pony,  hadn't  a-ben  such  a  smart  little 
critter;  the  mustang  seemed  to  know 
that  his  master  was  in  danger,  for  he 
kept  fly  in'  right  around  in  a  short 
circle,  keepin'  away  from  the  fence, 
and  keepin'  the  jack  on  the  outside  o' 
his  circle. 

"But  the  Injunwas  awful  sacred;  he 
couldn't  use  his  weapons  if  he  had  any, 
an'  he  just  hung  on  an'  yelled  to  the 
others  for  help,  I  'xpect,  though,  of 
course,  we  couldn't  understand.  But 
it  must  a-beu,  for  pretty  soou  they 
stopped  their  laughing,  an'  all  but  two 
that  was  left  to  guard  us  jumped  on 
their  ponies,  rode  into  the  corral,  an' 
with  a  big  whoop  made  a  dash  for  the 
jack. 

"I  didn't  have  time  to  watch  the  out- 
come of  it,  for  all  at  once  I  see  Ed 
jump  at  one  of  the  guards,  an'  strike 
out  The  Cheyenne  went  down  like  a 
stone,  an'  before  I  could  gather  my 
wits  enough  to  move,  he  turned,  sprung 
onto  the  other  one,  wrenched  a  Win- 
chester rifle  out  of  his  hands,  an' 
knocked  him  down  with  it. 

"I  thought  it  was  time  then  for  me 
to  take  a  hand  in  the  fight,  an'  seein' 
the  first  Injun  that  Ed  had  hil  tryin'  to 
git  up  again,  1  made  a  jump  for  him, 
an'  snatciied  his  gun  out  of  his  hands: 
it  wasn't  much  of  a  job,  for  he  was 
half  stunned  yet  from  the  rap  Ed  had 
give  him. 

" 'Come  on,  Jim!'  I  heard  Ed  sav 
then.  'Don't  shoot.  Git  inside  the 
gate!' 

"I  was  glad  enough  tr  obey  orders, 
I  tell  ye,  an'  Icavin  the  two  Cheyenncs 
to  come  to  their  senses,  I  followed  Ed 
at  a  run.  We  got  iusde  the  stockade 
an'  barred  the  gale,  then  wo  run 
into  this  'dobe  here  an'  fastened  the 
door. 

"  'You  bet  they  won't  come  for  us 
now,  said  Ed.  'I'm  fixed  for  'em,  an' 
so  are  yon  pretty  well.'  an'  lookin'  at 
him  1  saw  he'd  not  only  got  the  last 
Injun's  Winchester,  but  he  took  off  his 
belt  of  cartridges  an'  brought  that, 
too.  I  had  a  Springfield  carbine  in  my 
hands,  so  we  didn't  much  fear  em. 

"They  made  an  awful  racket  outside, 
but  they  didn't  fiie  a  shot,  an'  pretty 
soon  things  quieted  down  an'  we  heard 
em  drivin'  off  the  stock. 

"After  a  while  we  unfastened  the 
door  and  got  up  on  top  of  the  'dobe, 
an'  then  we  could  see  the  whole  gang 
drivin'  our  ponies  across  the  hills  to 
the  north. 

"  'Gness  I  didn't  hurt  those  fellows 
much,'  said  Ed,  'but  look,  they've 
made  an  end  of  old  Jack;'  and  sure 
enough,  we  could  see  him  in  the  corral 
chucked  full  of  arrows.  They  had  to 
kill  him  1  expect,  or  he'd  a  run  'em  all 
out.  The  next  day  the  boys  came

We  stayed  that  night  with  the  young 
ranchman,  and  pushed  on  again  the 
next  morning,  but  learned,  on  reaching 
the  ranchea  above  the  d.ay  after,  that 
we  had  narrowly  escaped  a  brush  with 
a  large  party  of  Cheyenncs.  They  had 
passed  over  the  trail  not  more  than 
two  hours  ahead  of  us,  on  their  way 
south  again,  eridonlly  fearing  pursuit 
from  the  troops  at  Fort  Collins  and 
Cheyenne.  Such  was  life  on  the  plains, 
only  10  years  ago,  where  now  are  large 
and  thriving  settlements,  as  safe  from 
Indian  raid  as  the  good  old  city  of 
Boston.  — Atlanta  Conslitulion.

Mediaeval  Method  of  Banishing 
Vermin. 
In  1 749  appeared   in  the  Canton  ol 
Berne,  Switzerland,  an  enormous'^num- 
ber  of  grubs,  and  it  was  feared  that  the 
whole  crop  would  be  destroyed,  there- 
fore the  council  of  the  commonwealth 
.sent  a  deputaliou  to  the  Archbishop  of 
Lausanne,  with  the  petition  to  banish 
the  obnoxious  creatures  from  the  can- 
ton.    Of  course  it  is  not  staled  that  the 
neighboring  cantons  had  agreed  to  re- 
ceive  the  grubs,    but   the    Archbishop 
seems  not  to  have  considered  the  incon- 
gruity of  sa  d   petition.     He   gave  an 
affirmative  answer  and  authorized  the 
priest  at  Berne  to  impose  the  banish- 
ment of  the  grubs,  providing  for  strict 
observance  of  customs  ami  laws.  After 
a  prayer  an   advocate    for  the   people 
was  chosen.     He  n  olified  the  court  of 
his  appointment  and  proposed  the  cita-; 
lion  of  the  grubs.     On  a  certain  day 
some  of  the  grubs  were  brought  before 
the  court   and    their   advocats  chosen. 
The  priest,  folio  wed  by  a  largo  crowd 
of  pious  people  in  a  solemn  procession, 
went  to  the  cemetery,  to  the  fields,  to 
the  vineyards  and  to  the  banks  of  the 
river  to  serve  the  summons  on  the  de- 
fendant.    He  delivered  the  following — 
at  that   time    probably  courteous-- ad- 
dress as  a  warning  and  as   citation  to 
the  felons: 

"Ye  hideous  and  degraded  creatures, 
)'e  grubs!     There   was    nothing  like  ye 
in  the  ark  of  Noah.     By  orders    of  my 
august    superior,     the    Archbishop    of 
Lausanne,  and  in  obedience  to  the  holy 
church,  I  command  ye  all   and  every 
one       to      disappear,       during       the 
next     six     days,     from     every     place 
where      food     grows      for     man     or 
beast.     If  not  obedient,  I  enjoin  ye  to 
appear  on  the  sixt  h  day,  at   1  o'clock, 
afternoon,    at  Willisburg,    before   thf 
Archbishop  of  Lausanne. 
I      As  somerig  liteous  people  objected  be- 
cause the  citation  was  not  ex.aclly  made 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  the  case 
was   postponed,    and    after     a    lawful 
citation,  another  day  was  named.  Then 
the      process    began.     The     advocate 
chosen  for  the  defendant  was  Jc.ad  Per- 
rodel,  a  well  known  dogtnatical  and  ob- 
stinate disputant.  Perhaps  it  will  appear 
somewhat  doubtful  if    the  no  minalion 
of  the  advocate  fulfilled  exactly  the  de- 
mands of  the  law  and  custom  of  time, 
as  it  is  slated  that  Mr.  Perrodet  died  a 
short    time    before    his      nomination. 
Nevertheless,    the  case   and,  the   com- 
plaint were  read,  and.  as  no  defender 
appeared,  the  judgment  was  given  for 
the  plaint  iff. 

"We,  Benedictus,  of  Monferrand, 
Archbishop  of  Lausanne,  condemn 
and  excommunicate  ye  obnoxious 
worms  and  grubs,  that  no  thing  shall 
be  left  of  ye,  except  such  parts  as  can 
be  useful  to  man. — The  Swiis  Cross. 


What  Key  West  Looks  Like. 

The  key  has  about  as  much  shape  as  a 
camel  and  in  a  general  way   lies  cast 
and  west  and  contains  about  six  sijuare 
miles.     It  is  as  flat  as  a    shingle,     the 
highest  point  being  about  fourteen   feet 
above  the  mean  sea  level.     To  a  casual 
visitor  it  looks  as  though  the  sea.   par- 
ticularly in  a  storm,    would     submerge 
this  insignificant  rise,   but  it  is  a  mai- 
ler of  record  that  it  never  has  done  it. 
The  city  covers  the  western  end  of  th« 
key,  aud  it  was,    previous  to  the    great 
fire  of  March  30.    1886,  very  densely 
settled,    and     about    as    un-American 
looking  as  could    wSll    be    imagined,  ! 
bearing  a  strong  resemblance  to  a  West 
India  town.     The  houses  are  of  wood 
and  quite  plainly  built.     There    are,    I 
think,  only  four  or  five  brick  buildings, 
and  certainly  not  more  than  six.     Tlie 
streets  are  of  very  good   width,  tolera- 
bly straight  and  passably    clean.     Th« 
roadway  is  of  coral  rock.     There  is  nc 
soil  to  speak  of;  what  passes  for  soil  is 
triturated   coral,    very    rich    in    phos- 
phates and  making  an  excellent   fertili- 
zer, but  by  itself  deficient    in    fat.     Tc 
garden  one  must  use  a  pick  rather  thar 
a  hoe.     Very  few  vegtables  are   grown 
here,  and  vegetation  is  confined  mainlj 
to  coooanut    trees.     Here    and    there 
can  be  seen  a  pine  or  an  Alexander,  oi 
a  star  of  India  or  a  royal    poncana,    f\ 
few  mulberry  and  prickly  ash  trees  and 
popcnack  bushes.     Flowers  and  flower- 
ing shrabs  grow  in  abundance. — lioc/i' 
ester  Post  Express. 


THE  KAISEB  COMES  HOME. 

How  the  People  of  Berlla  IToIcoho  Tholr  Hot 
eralta . 

Berlin  Lettor  (Sept.  3.)  to  N.  Y.  Sun. 

The  Emperor  has  come  home,  Ber- 
lin is  again  acityoilife  and  bustle,  and 
the  German  crowd  again  daily  gathers 
Unter  den  Linden  to  see  its  beloved 
Kaiser  come  to  the  palace  window 
and  bow  and  smile  to  them.  His 
home-coming,  after  his  two  months' 
absence,  whj  in  simple  fashion  except 
for  the  crowd  that  awaited  him. 

He  was  to  come  in  from  his  Babels- 
berg  palace,  near  Potbdam,  an  hour 
from  Berlin,  on  Aug.  31.  He  would 
arrive  at  half  past  I  o'clock,  so  the 
police  on  duty  near  the  palace  intorm- 
ed  the  crowd  gathering  there  as  early 
as  9  o'clock.  They  waited  hour  after 
hour,  some  holding  to  good  points  ot 
view,  others  moving  up  and  down  the 
Linden. 

The  crowd  before  the  Emperor's 
palace  is  an  every  day  scene  when  'ne 
18  here.  The  people  never  tire  of  it. 
The  feeling  grows  with  the  years  of  the 
old  sovereign,  for  they  know  that  a 
man  past  ninety  is  not  likely  to  smile 
and  bow  to  them  from  his  window 
much  longer.  The  German  crowd  is 
not  a  gentle  one.  It  pushes  and 
scrambles  and  is  frequently  rude.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  not  noisy.  Tht 
people  will  stand  for  two  or  three 
hours  before  the  Emperor's  palace, 
patiently  waiting  and  almost  silent, 
'i'hey  will  push  and  press  for  eligible 
places,  but  without  any  words.  II 
the  people  choose  to  stand  before  the 
palace  all  day,  they  may  do  so,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  encroach  on  the 
drive.  They  usually  fall  back  to  the 
open  space  about  the  big  eques- 
trian statue  of  Frederick  the 
Great.  Here  the  police  do 
not.  perhaps  dare  not,  interfere.  This 
IS  directly  iu  front  of  the  Emperor's 
windows.  But  on  the  day  of  the  Kai- 
ser's return  the  crowd  was  much  too 
large  for  the  protection  of  Frederick 
the  Great.  It  spread  all  along  the 
Linden,  where  the  Kaiser  drove  from 
the  station. 

"How  will  the  Emperor  come?"  1 
asked  of  a  German  workman  standing 
near  by. 

"Ob,  like  anybody  else.  Alone,  per- 
haps, in  his  plain  carriage,  you  know.'' 
A  little  later  a  plain  open  victoria 
and  pair  of  black  horses  left  the  pal- 
ace gates  and  drove  to  the  station  to 
bring  the  Emperor. 

The  Emperor  was  not  quite  alone. 
His  favorite  aide,  Count  Lehendorff, 
who  is  usually  with  him,  sat  on  his 
left,  wearing  the  brilliant  uniform  oi 
the  Garde  du  Corps,  his  silver  helmet 
shining  out  from  the  tuft  of  white  feath- 
ers. The  Emperor's  uniform  was  that 
of  an  infantry  General,  and  was  strik- 
ingly plain.  It  was  of  dark  blue  cloth, 
the  coat  alone  relieved  by  collar  and 
cutis  of  scarlet  cloth.  He  wore  a  cap 
of  dark  blue  cloth,  with  a  band  ol 
scarlet  clotii  around  it. 

As  he  slowly  drove  along  the  liin- 
den,  smiling,  his  hand  raised  in  salute, 
looking  not  at  all  like  a  sick  man,  but 
quite  well,  the  cheers  broke  forth,  and, 
like  a  wave  of  sound,  rolled  on  aftei 
him,  swelling  into  "Hoch!  Hoch! 
Hoch!"  shouts  of  delight  and  satisfac- 
tion. And  when  the  carriage  passed 
on  to  the  palace  door  the  crowd  rush- 
ed across  the  street,  closed  in  about 
the  portico,  and  the  police  made  an 
effort  to  stay  the  tide. 

The  Kaiser  stepped  fiom  the  low 
victoria,  not  as  a  man  of  90,  but  as 
one  twenty  years  younger  might.  A 
little  stoop  of  the  shoulders,  but  other- 
wise the  tall  form  is  erect.  The  Kai- 
ser has  never  used  a  cane,  and  will  not 
use  one  now.  But  his  step  does  not 
show  the  feebleness  and  uncertainly 
of  extreme  age. 

No  footman  was  in  attendance. 
Count  Leheudorl!  passed  around  the 
carriage  to  the  Emperor's  side  and 
waited  for  him  to  go  in,  then  followed 
into  the  palace.  The  trim  young 
coachman  in  black  and  silver  livery 
drove  slowly  back  to  the  gate,  hand- 
ling the  ribbons  with  conscious  pride. 
The  crowd  watched  the  carriage  in 
pleased  silence  until  it  disappeared  be- 
hind the  gates.  Then  the  people 
moved  about  to  rest  themsevles. 
But  not  to  go  away. 
They  waited  nearly  another  hour. 
The  police  told  them  that  the  emper- 
or would  hardly  come  to  the  window; 
that  he  was  fatigued,  and  must  get 
well  rested  for  the  review  the  next 
day.  But  the  people  knew  better.and 
they  waited.  Umbrellas  were  put 
down  to  give  an  unobstructed  view  ol 
the  corner  window,  where  the  emper- 
or most  often  appears.  All  the  ba- 
bies were  hoisted  on  the  shoulders  ol 
their  fathers,  or  raised  as  high  as  pos- 
sible in  their  mothers'  arms,  and  the 
small  boys  squeezed  into  every  open- 
ing along  the  front  of  the  crowd. 

Then  the  emperor  canae  to  the  win- 
dow, as  they  knew  he  Would.  They 
threw  up  hats,  waved  handkerchiefs, 
and  shouted,  and  dashed  in  a  mass 
across  the  street  to  get  nearer  the 
window.  Then  "Hoch!  Hoch!  Hoch!" 
expressing  the  height  of  German  en- 
thusiasm, burst  out,  and  the  shouts 
must  have  penetrated  the  very  walls 
of  the  palace.  The  fine,  kindly  face  at 
the  window  beamed  with  smiles,  and 
the  next  minute  the  old  Kaiser  had 
his  handkerchief  up,  waving  it  at  ihe 
crowd.  Then  the  men  and  women 
laughed  with  delight,  the  babies 
clapped  their  hands,  and  the  small 
boys,  irrepressible  in  Germany  as  else- 
where, vented  their  joy  in  shrill  whis- 
tles. It  was  enough  for  one  day.  The 
Kaiser  was  at  home,  the  people  were 
satisfied,  and  the  crowd  dispersed. 


Reality  In  Dreamland.

General  Grant  Laughed.

General  Grant  was  rarely  known  to 
smile,  and  the  occasions  were  few  in- 
deen  when  his  dignity  so  far  broke 
down  as  to  permit  him  to  laugh  out 
right— though  he  was  far  from  being 
devoid  of  a  relish  for  a  good  story  or 
joke.  There  was  one  time  in  his  life, 
however,  when  he  indulged  in  a  roar 
of  laughter  that  might  have  been 
heard  tor  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  It  waa 
while  he  was  filling  the  Presidential 
chair  and  made  his  trip  toDes  Moines, 
Iowa,  and  delivered  his  famous  ^speech 
on  education— the  first  time  it  waS 
discovered  that  he  really  could  make 
a  good  speech.  He  had  been  in  St. 
Louis  and  came  up  the  old  Northern 
Missouri  Railroad  iuto  Iowa.  He 
passed  through  the  little  town  ol 
Bloomfield,  twelve  miles  from  the 
Missouri   line,  at  9  o'clock  at  night. 

A  crowd  had  assembled,  conspicuous 
among  them  being  the  villaae  toper, 
who  always  fiU^  up  on  great 
occasions,  and  had  therefore 
risen  to  the  emergency  and 
was  in  a  condition,  on  tbe  arrival  of 
the  Presidential  party,  to  hobnob  with 
a  king.  The  train  halted  at  the  sta- 
tion for  several  minutes,  and  in  re- 
sponse to  cheers  President  Grant  ap- 
E eared  on  the  platform  and  lifted  his 
at  in  stiff,  schoolboy  fashion.  The 
old  toper  looked  at  him  with  blinking 
eyes,  then  deliberately  clambered  up 
on  the  platform,  steadied  himself  by 
the  railing,  and  deliberately  thurst 
his  face  close  to  the  shpinx  like  coun- 
tenance before  him.  There  was  a  dead 
silence,  the  audacity  of  the  act  caus- 
ing the  townspeople  to  stare  in  dumb 
amazement,  while  the  few  persons  sur- 
rounding Grant  were  equally  astound- 
ed. For  a  moment  the  drunken  man 
swayed  and  stared,  and  then  said: 
"Ish  zis  Presh'dunt  Grant?" 
The  features  of  the  hero  of  Ap- 
pomattox relaxed  a  little  as  be  nod- 
ded affirmatively. 

"Come,  now,  hones',  pardner,"  per- 
sisted the  toper.  "Shay,  ol'  man,  y' 
ain't  trym'  to  fool  a  feller,  are  you?" 
The  scene  waa  cut  short  by  the 
Town  Marshal  preaching  up  and  yank- 
ing the  intruder  to  the  ground;  but  it 
had  such  an  orprfssibly  funny  side 
that  the  "silent  man"  burst  into  a 
hearty  guffaw,  in  which  those  around 
him  joined  as  the  train  moved  away. 

About  five  hundred  veterans  of  the/

the  Second,  Seventh,  Twelfth  and, 
Fourteenth  Iowa  regiments,  held  a  re-j 
ULion  at  Des  Moines,  the  first  at 
which  the  members  ofalltheregimenta 
have  been  together  since  the  battle  of 
Shiloh,  over  twenty-five  years  aqro.

Twelfth  Iowa;  Col.  W.  T.  Show,  Four- 
teenth Iowa;  secretary.  Private  E.  L. 
Turner;  treasurer,  Capt.  V.  P.  Twoni- 
bly.

THE  LINCOLN  STATUE. 

Unveiling  of  the  Bronze  Statue  of 
Abraham  Lincoln,  In  Lincoln 
Park,  Chicago. 

Last  Saturday  the  22d,  the  bronto 
statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  was  unveiled 
and  accepted  by  the  city  of  Chicago.  There 
was  a  great  crowd  in  Lincoln  I'ark,  incUid 
ing  the  Mayor,  Gen.  Terry,  and  mahy  othei 
notables.  After  some  addresses.  "Boom, 
boom."  roared  two  of  .Maj.  Wood's  Battery 
D.  guns.  A&  the  ^ouOd  of  tho  cannon  died 
away,  little  "Abd"  Lincoln  stepped  up 
to  tilt;  base  bf  I  lie  flag-bovere<i  btonzoii 
ligiirte  of  his  grnndfatheb  and  (>ullcd  a  rope 
which  held  the  covering.  The  folds  slowly 
loosened  and  dropped  doWii  at  the  base, 
and  the  tail,  ereit  tiijurd  df  Abraham  Lin- 
cbln  I  hoho  brigtitlv  in  the  sun  which  strug- 
gled through  the  clouds  at  the  moment.  A 
tremendous  shout  went  up  from  the  5,000 
people  asscmliled. 

The  oration  was  by  Hon.  Lenord  Swett, 
whose  intimate  political,  social  and  do- 
mestic relations  with  the  great  president 
have  made  him  one  of  the  best  informed 
men  now  living  on  Lincoln's  life.  As  a 
condensed  biography  of  Lincola  it  has  not 
been  excelled  and  it  contains  anecdoten 
and  reminiscences  which  were  never  before 
published. 


KNIOHT8  OF  labor: 


The  status  stands  in  tne  center  of  the 
farther  wall  of  the  circle,  on  an  oblong 
square  pedestal,  bearing  the  simplest  in- 
scription. Mr.  St.  Gaudens  had  tried  to 
make  Mr.  Lincoln's  plainness  tell,  being 
perfectly  aware  that  Lincoln,  the  orator, 
gained  in  the  long  run  rather  than  lost  be- 
cause of  bis  unshapeliness  and  size.  Mr.  St. 
Gaudens  has  chosen  the  moment  when  he 
is  standing  before  an  audience  waiting  for 
silence,  looking  downward  and  collecting 
his  thoughts  for  speech.  He  has  risen  from 
his  chair,  which  the  artist,  with  a  bold 
and  novel  realism  in  sculpture,  has  placed 
empty  some  feet  to  the  rear. 
Seizing  one  lapel  of  his  coat 
with  a  familiar  gesture,  and  thrusting  the 
other  hand  behind  him,  Abraham  Lin- 
coln is  about  to  speak.  The  heavy  locks 
of  hair.treated  with  consummate  art, carry 
the  e.xpression  of  Lincoln's  bowed  head 
to  far  greater  points  than  a  figure  which 
is  treated  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  right 
hand  is  seen  only  from  some  points.  The 
left  foot  is  advanced,  and  tho  weight  of 
the  gaunt  timjre  rests  largely  on  the  right 
leg.  The  pedestal  has  seven  stars  on  its 
front,  and  the  inner  chair  back  carriers 
the  legend  "E  Pluribus  Unum"  over  an 
eagle  heraldically  displayed.  The  statue 
Ktands  in  u  most  commanding  and  beau- 
tiful 6|)ot.  A  velvety  knoll  slopes  up 
to  the  base  of  the  statue,  which 
is  of  granite,  circular  shape,  sixty  feet 
broad  and  thirty  feet  deep.  Surrounding 
this  is  a  balustrade  of  the  same  material 
five  feet  high,  and  inside  of  thisbnilustrade 
is  a  row  of  seats  cut  out  of  the  solid  stone 
extending  nil  the  way  around,  above  the 
seats  the  name.  Abraham  Lincoln,  is  cut 
into  the  atone  in  letters  large  enough  to 
occupy  the  whole  inside  face  of  the  circle. 
There  are  five  very  wide  steps  leading  up 
into  this  semi-circle  into  the  top  one  of 
which  is  cut  "1884."  the  date  of  tho  begin- 
ning of  the  work.  In  the  center  of  the 
semi-circle  stands  the  pedestal,  which  is 
ten  feet  high,  and  composed  of  immense 
blocks  of  granite  the  top  one  of  which  is  a 
beautiful  stone  exactly  four  feet  square. 
Sum'.otinting  the  whole  is  the  bronze  figure 
of  the  martyred  pae&ident,  eleven  feet 
high.

.\ccording  to  recent  reports  the  sugar  re- 
fini.'rs  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  Boston  and 
Philadelphia  have  organized  a  trust,  or  in 
other  words  have  entered  into  a  combina- 
tion, with  a  capital  of  $50,000,000. 
Their  object  is  to  raise  the  price  of  the 
commodity  so  that  a    profit  can  be    had.

'he  General  Assembly  at  Mlnneap' 
oils  Adjourns  on  the  I9th  After 
Over  Two  Weeks'  Incessant 
Toil. 

The  Fruits  of  Its    Deltberations-- 
Matters  Tcuched  and  Un- 
touched. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  day  was  t'ak- 
''II  up  witii  coniniitteo's  report  which  had 
not  been  previouHly  considered.  In  the 
law  providing  for  the  maintenance  ofnn 
assistance  fund  it  was  voted  to  change  it 
from  comji'ilsory  to  optional  with  tho  lo- 
euls,  by  changing  the  word  "shall"  to 
"iiinv."  Mr.Dewey'sbignewspaper  scheme, 
xvhicnhehas  introduced  at  two  conven- 
tions of  the  order,  was  disposed  of  when 
the  committee's  report  that  tho  manage- 
ment of  the  Journal  (the  official  organ) 
Hhould  not  bo  changed  was  adopted. 
Tho  committee  reported  that  the  general 
executive  board  found  the  management  of 
xtrikes  of  too  great  weight,  nnd  wished 
to  not  bo  given  tho  work  hereafter.  Here- 
after the  general  executive  board  will  not 
have  nnytiiing  to  do  with  strikes  unless 
culled  upon  to  investigate  by  the  district 
assemblv.  The  district  assemblies  now 
have  lull  control  of  strikes  within  their  re- 
spective jurisdietion.  Ifc  was  decided  that 
no  riiualh  he  is.sued  Until  the  old  ones  were 
returned.  It  is  jiroposed  to  establish  a 
sort  of  revolving  library.  The  matter  of 
carrying  certain  banners  in  the  Knights  of 
Labor  conventlbn  was  discussed.  Home 
ot  the  socialistic  delegates  were  willing 
to  unfurl  the  red  flag  whenever 
tho  order  paraded.  It  was  decidea 
by  a  vote  of  112  to  20  that  none  but 
state  aiid  nntionni  colors  be  borne.  The 
convention  refused  to  strike  out  seztion 
14  of  the  constitution,  which  provides 
that  the  past  general  master  workman 
have  all  tho  rights  and  privileges  of  a  rep- 
resentative. The  temperance  stand  of  the 
ordei  was  again  proclaimed  when  it  was 
proposed  to  change  the  law  which  forbids 
the  hale  ol  beer  at  picnics,  sociables,  etc., 
given  under  the  auspices  of  the  order.  The 
amendment  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  104 
to  41>.  It  was  decretd  that  at  least  one 
night  should  elapse  between  the  time  of 
submitting  a  person's  name  for  member- 
ship and  his  initiation.  Master  Work- 
man Powderly  was  authorized  to 
appoint  a  man  to  represent  the  in 
ttrests  of  the  order  in  England.  This 
action  was  taken  in  response  to  a  request 
received  by  the  general  nssenihly  several 
days  ago  that  the  Enulish  Knights  be  fur- 
nished a  man  who  shall  be  vested  with 
power  to  act,  iuKtead  of  the  general  execu- 
tive board, and  whoshallteside  in  England. 
A  pniposition  to  declare  the  highest  au- 
thority in  geographical  limits,  except  in 
trade  m.^tters,  was  rejected.  The  same 
(Ijsposition  was  made  of  a  resolution  call- 
ing for  the  entire  abolition  of  state  assem- 
blies. A  delegate  moved  that  the  order  be 
made  a  political  one,  but  the  motion  was 
given  no  attention.  After  the  committee 
had  submitted  a  proposition  to  reorgan- 
ize the  order  on  a  new  pbin.  which  was  re- 
jected,   the  law   committee  was  disbanded. 

Tho  appeals  and  grievance  committee, 
which  has  prBvioiisly  been  hear<l  from  re- 
ported that  the  charges  made  agaist  Gen- 
eral Secretary  Litchman  were  entirely 
groundless.  The  committee  made  a  novel 
but  i.pparently  satisfactory  disposition  of 
the  now  famous  John  Morrison  (D.  A. 
12f.)  case.  When  the  committee  wadol  in- 
fo the  investigation  it  found  itself  in  an  in- 
extricable mass  of  documents,  and  report- 
ed that  "the  committee  cannot  digest  th" 
matter  in  the  time  given."  John  Morrison 
had  several  satchels  filled  with  documen- 
tary evidence,  and  there  was  an 
immense  amount  ol  it  beside.  The 
committee's  recommendation         that 

the  troi,ljle  between  the  executive  board 
and  D.  A.  120  be  referred  to  an  arbitra- 
tion committee  of  three  was  adopted.  It 
was  decided  that  the  district  be  reinstated 
when  it  complies  with  the  law.  The  assem- 
bly refused  to  grant  charters  to  Chinese 
wage-workera.  thinking  that  to  do  so 
would  be  of  serious  detriment  to  the  order 
in  the  West.  Complaints  were  made 
against  the  Ray,  a  labor  paper  published 
at  Troy,  N.  Y.,  and  the  convention  voted 
to  have  the  paper  stricken  from  the  list  of 
papers  endorsed  by  tho  general  executive 
board.  The  committee  on  finance 
reported  that  $400,000  had  been 
spent  by  the  order  the  past  year, 
and  recommended  retrenchments.  The 
convention  endorsed  the  general  executive 
board.  It  was  voted  to  meet  in  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.  Albany,  N.  Y.,  was  second 
choice.  Washington,  New  Orleans,  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  and  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  were 
candidates.  The  ciparmnkers belonging  to 
the  International  Cigarmakers  union,  who 
were  expelled  by  action  taken  at  the  Rich- 
mond convention,  wero  voted  reinstate- 
ment without  lee.  D.  A.  No.  40  was  au- 
thorized to  reimburse  D.  A.  40  for  cost  of 
members  of  the  order  now  under  indict- 
ment in  connection  with  the  Old  Dominion 
strike.  As  the  last  vote  was  taken,  Tom 
O'Reilly  sang:  "If  you  can  you  will  bo 
free."

THE  CONDEMNED   ANARCHISTS. 

Their  Cases  Before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States. 

Gen.  Roger  A.  I'ryor.  J.  Randolph  Tuck- 
er, Gen.  Buttler,  Mr.  Black  and  Mr.  Solo- 
mon, counsel  for  the  condemned  Anarch- 
ists of  Chicago,  appeared  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States  in  Wash- 
ington, to  move  for  a  writ  of  error. 
After  reciting  the  history  of  the  case  and 
stating  that  several  ol  the  prisoners  were 
now  under  sentence  of  death,  Mr..  Pryor 
said: 

He  would  call  the  attention  ot  the  court 
to  only  two  points,  which  he  relied  upon 
to  show  that  tha..caBeat  the  bar  presented 
federal  <|uestion9,  and  that  such  acts 
and  (juestions  empowered  this  court  to 
take  jurisdiction  of  it  and  to  grant  the 
writ  of  error  prayed  for.  The  first  of  these 
points  related  to  the  jurj'  by 
I  which  tho  prisoners  were  tried. 
The  legislature  of  Illinois  passed 
in  March,  1874,  that  is,  after  the  adop- 
tion of  tho  Fourteenth  amendment  to  the 
constitution,  a  law  to  regulate  and  govern 
the  empanelment  of  juries  in  the  state 
courts.  By  virtue  ot  that  law  a  jury  for 
the  trial  of  a  criminal  case  might  be  made 
up,  in  part  at  least,  of  jurors  who  had 
formed  an  opinion  with  regard  to  the  guilt 
or  innocence  ot  the  persons  accused— jur- 
ors who  were  partial,  and  even  prejudiced 
men.  The  law  made  it  tiossible  to  put  in- 
to the  jury  box  men  who  had  formed  an 
opinion  as  to  the  prisioners'  guilt  which 
could  not  be  removed,  except  by  strong  evi- 
dence. This,  ho  believed,  had  been  done  in 
the  case  under  consideration,  nnd  the  pe- 
titioners asKerted  that  this  ntatutennd  tho 
effect  given  to  it  in  the  courts  below  had 
deprived  Hiein  ot  their  rights,  and  was 
about  to  deprive  them  of  their  lives  with- 
out the  "due  process  of  law"  guaranteed 
by  tho  federal  eouRtitution. 

"Wnat  is  that  statute  Mr.  Pryor,"  in- 
quired the  chief  justice. 

Mr.  Pryor  sent  to  the  chief  justice,  and 
then  read  aloud  that  part  of  the  act  of  the 
Illinois  legislature,  approved  March  12, 
1874,  which  jirovides: 

It  shall  not  be  a  cause  ot  challenge  that 
a  juror  has  read  in  the  newsnapers  an  ac- 
count of  the  commission  ot  the  crime  with 
which  the  prisoner  is  charged  it  such  juror 
shall  stpte  on  oath  that  he  believes  he  can 
render  nn  impartial  verdict  according  to 
the  law  and  the  evidence.  In  the  trial  ol 
any  criminal  case  the  fact  that  a  person 
called  as  a  juror  has  formed  an  opinion  or 
impres.tion  based  upon  rumor  or  upon 
newspaper  statements  (about  the  truth  o) 
which  he  liasex pressed  no  opinion)  shall  not 
dis(|ualify  him  to  serve  as  ajuror  in  such  case 
if  he  shall  upon  oath  state  that  he  believes 
he  can  fairly  and  impartially  render  a  ver- 
dict therein  in  accorlance  with  the  law 
and  the  evidence,  and  the  court  shall  be 
satisfied  of  the  truth  ot  such  statement. 
Said  Mr.  Pryor: 

It  ap(>ear8  on  record  that  this  Statute 
was  called  in  question  in  the  tiial  court  as 
repugnant  to  the  provisions  both  of  the 
federal  constitution  and  ot  the  constitu- 
tion ol  the  Illinois  supreme  court,  and  the 
latter  afterward  sustained  the  judgment. 
The  chief  justice  remarked  that  the  only 
question  for  this  court  was  whether  the 
statute  was  constitutional.  It  the  coart 
erred  in  its  administration  of  the  statute 
that  was  a  question  tor  the  state  courts. 
Mr.  Pryor  replied: 

'She  action  ot  the  state  court  was  the  ac'- 
tion  ot  the  state.  It  the  statute  was  ad- 
irinistered  unfairly  it  was  state  action, 
and  that  brought  it  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  I  his  court.  It  must  be  so,  because 
il  a  state  pass  a  seemingly  fair 
statute  and  then  ignore  it  or  administer  it 
unfairly,  then  the  -pratection  which  the 
fourteenth  nmendmeot  isintended  to  give 
is  denied.  To  try  a  man  tor  hia  lite  by  a 
partial  jury  ia  not  and  never  was  due  pro- 
cess ot  law. 
Mr.  Pryor's  second  point  was: 
The  petitioners  had  been  compelled  in  the 
trial  court  to  be  witnesses  against  them- 
selves. Some  of  them  were  on  the  stand, 
nnd  in  spite  of  the  protests  ot  tbeip coun- 
sel they  were  compelled  to  submit  to  an 
unrestrained  cross-examination  and  to 
criminate  themselves.  Compelling  aman to 
teatUj  against  himself  is  not  dueproceaa  ot 


law.  t'urthermore,  after  their  arrest  the 
police,  without  any  process  ol  law,  broke 
open  their  private  desks  and  extracted 
from  them  letters,  and  other  oriminating 
evidence!  and  ^eso  letters,  gotten  without 
due  proeess  ot  law,  wore  used  tw:ainNt 
them.  When  the  objection  was  raised  it 
was  overruled,  and  an  exception  was  tak- 
en. 

The  Chief  Jnatice— Can  you  point  us  to 
the  precise  exception  that  was  taken? 

Mr.  Pryor  read  extracts  from  the  record 
covering  the  seizure  ot  Spies'  papers  with- 
out a  search  warrant  and  tho  use  ot  them 
against  him,  and  maintained  that  this 
was  virtually  compelling  him  to  testify 
against  himself  in  violation  ot  the  fifth 
amendment  to  the  constitution. 

The  chief  justice  held  a  brief  whispered 
consultation  with  several  ot  the  asiociate 
justices.including  Field.  Miller,  Harlan  ai,d 
Matthews,  and  then  said: 

Mr.  I'ryor.  you  may  have  printed  at 
once,  it  possible,  the  parts  ot  the  record 
which  raise  these  questions,  and  hand 
them  to  us  this  afternoon  or  early  to-mor- 
row morning,  and  on  Monday  we  will  indi- 
cate what  is  further  necessary    to  be  done. 

Mr.  Pryor  bowed,  and  all  ot  the  counsel 
tor  the  anarchists  and  most  ot  the  large 
audience  which  bad  assembled  itrearaed 
out  ot  the  court  room. 


C6V;  Ogleeby's    Signiflcdni   Utter- 
ances. 

Chicago  Special:  Gov.  Oglesby  made  an 
address  to  t*>e Locomotive  P^ngineers'  con- 
vention on  the  19th,  which  indicates  pret- 
ty clearly  his  feeling  towards  the  anarch- 
ists. In  trenchant  words  he  denounced  the 
lawless  methods  ot  the  "Reds."  '"Thera 
have  been  cases  in  this  fair  land,"  he  said, 
"when  hungry  men  with  hungry  wives  and 
children  at  home  have  listened  to  the 
flashy  sentences  ot  men  who  thought  they 
coiihl  interpose  themselves  between  the 
laboring  people  and  the  steady  march  of 
law  and  order  and  justice.  Acts  ot  vio- 
lence followed,  and,  all  too  late,  they 
found  they  were  not  potent  enough  to 
chanee  the  tide  of  affairs.  Appeals  to  tho 
justice  ot  the  people  will  always  result  in 
justice;  bul  violence  and  the  outrages  ot 
the  laws  and  ot  justice  will  meet  with  in- 
evitable punishment." 

The  Governor  was  often  applauded,  and 
his  remarks  as  to  violence  were  understood 
to  bo  a  statement  ot  his  attitude  in 
tho  case  ot  the  condemned  anarchists. 
Everybody  inferred  from  the  Governor's 
speech  that  the  anarchists  stand  a  slim 
chance  of  pardon,  or  even  a  commutation 
ot  sentence. 


No  Advertising  on  Mall  Matter. 

The  recent  postal  order,  which  includes 
envelopes  or  wrappers  bearing  advertise- 
ments other  than  the  name  of  the  sender, 
has  aroused  much  interest  among  business 
men.  Dr.  Day.  postmaster  at  St.  Paul, 
rendered  the  following  opinion  in  the 
matter: 

It  does  not  affect  first- class 
matter,  but  it  does  second,  third 
and  fourth  classes.  The  law  pre- 
scribes what  can  be  put  on  the  outside, 
and  the  strict  interpretation  of  the  rule 
allows  nothing  else.  On  second-class  mat- 
ter, which  is  newspapers,  the  sender  can 
put  on  tho  date  at  which  the  subscription 
expires,  or  he  can  fold  imiide  a  receipted 
bill  ot  tho  subscription.  On  third  and 
tourth-clasa  matter  after  the  word  "from" 
he  can  jjut  the  name  ot  the  sender— say, 
John  Smith,  but  lie  can't  put  on  Dr.  John 
Smith,  or  John  Smith,  Grocer.  Therefore 
Uncle  Sam's  mails  are  protected  from  be- 
ing used  as  an  advertising  medium. 


Shot  at  Her  Father-ln-Law. 

At  San  Francisco.  Mrs.  Clara  Belle  Mc- 
Donald, who  is  the  defendant  in  a  suit  for 
divorce  commenced  by  her  husband,  R.  H. 
McDonald,  vice-president  ot  the  Pacific 
Bank,  went  to  the  reception  room  ot  the 
Baldwin  Hotel,  where  she  met  her  father- 
in-law.  Richard  H.  McDonald,  presi- 
dent of  the  Pacific  Bank,  a  well  known 
philanthropist  and  candidate  tor  Govern- 
or on  the  Prohibition  ticket  at  the  last 
state  election.  Mrs.  McDonald  demanded 
$100,000.  which  she  agreed  to  accept  as  a 
compromise  in  the  divorce  case,  and  upon 
her  father-in-law  refusing  to  pay  theamount 
she  drew  n  revolver  and  shot  at  hiiu 
three  times.  None  of  the  shots  took  ef 
feet  and  tho  woman  was  placed  under 
rest.

William  R.  McCullough,  chief  engineer 
ot  the  steamer  Comal,  was  arreste<l  at 
Galveston  charged  with  murdering  John

from  Sow  York.  MeCuUough  is  said  to 
have  poured  a  shovelful  ot  red-hot  coals 
upon  Graham's  head  and  beat  him.

JudiiB  O'Brien,  of  the  court  ot  Queen's 
bencli,  granted  a  writ  ot  certiorari  to 
squash  the  verdict  of  willful  murder  ren- 
dered by  the  coroner's  jury  against  the  po- 
liceman who  did  the  shooting  at  Mitchells- 
town. 

The  Congressional  Library  Building 
when  completed  will  be  the  largest  struct- 
ure in  Washington  with  the  exception  of 
the  Capitol,  and  will  cover  111,000  leet 
ot  space.  It  will  cover  about  21,000  feet 
more  than  the  new  State,  War  and  Navy 
Buildings,  and  14.000  leet  more  than  the 
British  Museum  Library  and  about  12.- 
000  feet  more  than  the"  Royal  Library  ot 
Bavaria,  and  about  1,000  feet  more  than 
the  new  German  Parliament  Building.

The 
lumber  is  valued  at$1.75  per  thousand  on 
the  stump.

Rev.  Joseph  H.  Wilson  ot  Centreville, 
Ohio,  died  recently  nt  iho  resdcnce  ot  his 
sister,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hoblit. 

Alexander  H.  Davis,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.. 
has  been  nominated  for  congress  by 
the  Democrats  of  the  Twenty-fifth  dis- 
trict. 

^  In  the  niidsc  ot  a  prayer  meeting  in  New 
York  sensational  divorce  pai)er3  were  pre- 
sented Bradford  T.  Gilbert,  in  which  the 
widow  of  Jerry  McAuley,  prominent  in 
mi  sionary  work,  is  made  to  correspond. 

Fred  Douglass  delivered  a  lecture  in 
which  he  dwelt  particulary  upon  the  inter- 
mingling of  races.  He  predicted  that  the 
Chinese  would  soon  overrun  this  country 
and  take  the  place  in  the  popular  mind 
that  had  been  occupied  by  the  negro. 

Record  of  Casualties. 

At  Grand  Forks,  nearly  all  the  buildings 
at  tho  lair  grounds  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

Miss  Carrie  Worthingto*!,  daughter  of 
Ex-Congressman  N.  E.  Worthington,  ot 
Peoria,  III.,  was  accidentally  drowned. 

The  large  and  elegant  Kent  house  at 
Lake  Wood,  on  Chautaqua  lake,  N.  Y., 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  Loss,  $125,000; 
insurance,  $30,000.  The  flames  originated 
from  a  lamp  explosion. 

A  Brookings,  Dak.,  on  the  farm  of  R.  L. 
Booker  sparks  from  the  engine  set  fire  to 
the  stacks  ot  wheat  and  burned  300 
bushels,  together  with  the  machine.  This 
is  the  fifth  tinio  in  eight  years  that  Mr. 
Booker  has  been  burned  out  in  Brookings 
county. 

At  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  fire  broke  out  In  the 
millinery  house 'of  Barney,  Lambley  &  Co.; 
George  C.  Young  &  Bro.,  adjoining,  and 
the  hardware  store  of  Everson  «fe  Co.  were 
also  destroyed.  Barney,  Lambley  &  Co. 
were  the  principal  losers.  Total  losses, 
$340,000;  total  insurance.  $207,000. 

A.  J.  Streeter,  engineer  on  the  Manitoba 
railroad,  was  instantly  killed  by  the  wreck- 
ing of  a  stock  train  near  Petersburg,  Dak. 
Mr.  Streeter  was  a  resident  of  Crookston 
and  leaves  a  wife  and  daughter.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Brotherhood  ot  Locomotive 
Engineers  and  also  of  the  G.  A.  R.  post. 

Emil  Wagoner,  aged  sixteen,  was  instant- 
ly killed  by  a  sliocl;  of  electricity  at  Hodg- 
es' foundry,  Hougnton.  While  putting  on 
a  chain  pulley  the  chain  canio  in  contact 
with  an  electric  wire.  Wagoner  was 
standing  on  the  wet  gr.iund,  this  forming  a 
current  through  his  body.  The  coroner's 
jury  returned  a  verdict  blaming  the  Elec- 
tric Power  and  Light  company  for  negli- 
gence or  carelessness  in  placing  exposed 
wire  where  a  current  could  be  made  with  a 
chain  pulley. 

At  Butte,  Mon.,  William  Galey  met  with 
a  terrible  death  in  the  yards  at  the  depot. 
He  went  between  the  cars  to  uncouple 
them.  The  engine  backed  the  train  to 
slacken  the  coupling.  As  no  signal  was 
given  to  stop  the  engineer  continued  to 
back.  Presently  it  was  discovered  that 
Galoy  had  caught  his  foot  in  a  frog,  the 
train  had  pushed  him  down  and  the  wheclii 
run  upon  him  cutting  him  to  pieces.  Hia 
heart  w.'\n  torn  from  his  body  and  his 
teeth  scattered  along  the  track.  A  cor- 
oner's jury  pronounced  the  Montana 
Union  company  guilty  of  culpable  necli- 
gence  in  not  having  the  frogs  and  guard 
rails  properly  blocked.  • 

Crimes  and  Criminals. 

Harry  Grabhorn,  the  Dillion,  Mont., 
wife  murderer  was  sentenced  to  the  peni- 
tentiary for  life. 

Tho  people  of  West  Virginia  have  just 
lynched  two  robbers  and  propose  to  serve 
20  m  ore  in  the  same  way. 

At  San  Francisco,  Robert  F.  Morrow, 
the  millionaire,  who  is  under  indictment 
on  a  charge  ot  jury  bribing,  was  placed  un- 
der arrest  and  confined  in  jail  by  order  ol 
the  superior  judge. 

At  Charleston.  W.  Va..  Dan  Cunningham, 
the  Eureka  detective  ^vbo  stands  charge>i 
with  having  been  the  instigator  of  the  rob- 
bery of  Rev.  Mr.  Ryan  and  others  in  Roane 
and  Jackson  counties,  was  caught  and 
lynched. 

Capt.  Black  telegraphed  the  Arbeiter 
Zeitungfrom  New  "Vork  that  Gen.  Ben 
Butler  had  declared  himself  willing  to  as- 
sist counsel  tor  the  defense  of  the  anarch- 
ists in  taking  their  case  before  tho  United 
States  supreme  court. 

Chief  Mertz  was  captured  in  Michigan 
and  has  been  in  jail  in  Braincrd.J.  Bent- 
ley,  was  accused  ot  running  away  with  a 
team  of  horses  last  spring  belonging  to  n 
Brainerd  firm.  Ho  went  to  St.  Cloud  to 
work  with  them  there  tor  hia  emploj'crs, 
and  then  sold  the  horses,  as  charged  and 
lit  out. 

Josenh  Labadie,  the  well  known  anar- 
chist, nad  an  interview  with  Spies  et  al.  a 
j  few  days  ago.  In  reply  to  a  direct  ques- 
tion Spies.  Parsoqg  and  Fielden  solemnly 
asserted  that  they  had  never  advocated 
violence  as  a  meanstondvancetbeirviews, 
but  on  the  contrary,  they  had  urged  a 
peaceful  overthrow  of  society. 

At  Eau  Oaiie,  Wis.,  Judge  Bundy  sen- 
tenced Alexander  McDonald  for  attempted 
rape  on  a  seven-year-old  girl  to  seven 
years  in  the  penitentiary.  Dell  Moon,  for 
obtaining  goods  under  false  pretenses,  four 
years;  Abijah  Moon,  his  son,  forgery,  five 
years;  Henry  Zimmers,  uttering  forged  pa- 
per, three  years,  and  David  Van  Ostrand, 
adultery,  $500  and  six  months  in  jail. 


Nuggets  of  Foreign  News. 

The  Disconte-Gellschaft  or  Leipsic,  the 
capital  of  which  is  9,000,000  marks,  has 
failed  in  consequence  of  unlawful  sjiecula- 
tion.  Directors  Jerusalem  and  \v  inkle- 
mann,  of  the  bank,  have  absconded  with 
an  enormous  amount  of  spoils  and  all  ol 
the  bank's  siock.  Berlin  bankers  are 
largely  interested. 

Financial  circles  at  Toronto,  were  con- 
siderably agitated  when  it  leaked  out  that 
H.  R.  Forbes,  of  Forl>es  &  Co.,  private 
bankers  and  brokers,  had  Ictt  Toronto 
under  suspicious  circumstances.  He  was 
agent  for  Doran  &  Wright,  stock  brokers, 
of  New  York.  .\.  H.  Dornn,  of  that  firm, 
is  horc  looking  after  their  interests. 

In  accordance  with  an  order  issued  by 
the  inspector  general  ot  constables,  In- 
spuftor  Brownrigs  and  other  constables, 
found  guilty  of  murder  by  the  coroner's

MURDER. 


A  Startling  Chicago  Tragedy. 

Last  Sunday  the  IGth, Banker  Stephen  W. 
Ramson  ot  Chicago  was  shot  down  just  as 
he  was  leaving  church,  by  William  Lee  his 
stepson,  to  avenge  cruel  wrong 
done        to      his       mother      and     eister. 

William  Lee  had  been  at  church  watch- 
ing his  step-father  for  several  preceding 
Sundays  and  last  Sunday  he  appeared 
early  and  went  into  the  gallery.  Hall  an 
hour  before  the  services  were  concluded  he 
left  the  church  and  walked  up  and  down 
in  front  ot  the  building.  Church  was  dis- 
missed at  about  12:15  o'clock  and  about 
one- third  of  the  people  had  come  out  when 
Mr.  Rawson  appeared,  walking  alone.Lee  fol- 
lowed him  tor  about  thirty  feet.  Mr.  Raw- 
son  walked  in  a  southeastern  direction  go- 
ing toward  Monroe  street.  He  was  sur- 
rounded by  men  and  women,  but  this  did 
not  cause  the  determined  stepson  to  re- 
frain from  his  work.  Mr.  Rawson  stepped 
from  the  curb  to  the  street,  and  had  taken 
only  three  or  four  steps  further  when  Leo 
came  within  three  feet  of  him  from  behind, 
holding  a  revolver  in  t  oth  hands  and,  pull- 
ing the  trigger  as  rapidly  as  possible,  shot 
five  times.  The  wounds  are  sup- 
posed to  be  fatal.  Lee  r<' niggled  to  escaiie, 
but  was  overpowered  by  several  strong 
arms  and  his  revolver  taken  from  him. 
There  was  the  greatest  excitement,  and 
within  five  minutes  at  least  five  thousand 
people  had  gathered. 

Banker  Rawson  has  long  been  a  leading 
light  in  the  church,  and  was  still  an  hon- 
ore<l  member,  notwithstanding  that  he 
had  been  charged  by  his  wile  with  perjmy 
and  other  offenses  enough  to  make  him,  it 
true,  a  veritable  whited  sepulchre.  He  on 
the  other  hand  alleged  she,  although 
prominent  in  society  and  a  beautiful  worn 
an  in  appearance,  was  really  a  disreputa- 
ble, blasphemous,  devilish-tempered  ad- 
venturess, who  coveted  only  his  money. 
For  a  year  or  more  the  two  have  been 
fighting  each  other  in  the  divorce  courts, 
and  within  a  week  the  banker  has  tiled 
against  her  additional  charges  of  adultery.

Mr.  Powderly  was  completely  over- 
come by  the  lady's  kind  and 
encouraging  words  and  by  the  unex- 
pecte<l  testimonial.  He  made  an 
effort  to  express  his  feelings,  but  he  tailed. 
The  man  who  has  stood  in  the  face  of 
many  discouragements  and  battled  vigor- 
ously' for  hie  f.avorite  order  was  so  over- 
come th.-xt  he  wept.  Mr.  Powderly 's  eyes 
were  by  no  means  tho  only  ones 
which  were  dimmed  by  tears.  Fiilly  halt 
of  the  delegates  present  wero  touched  by 
the  scene.  Secretary  Litchman  came  to 
the  master  workman's  rescue,  and  appro- 
priately responded  to  Mrs.  Barry's  senti- 
ments.

It   is  the  fiishion  in  Europe,  says  The 
Fanner's   Homr,    wheu  outriders   are 
used   to  accompany   a  state  equipage, 
to    have    these    saddle    men    use    what 
they     call     a    blind-bridle,     and     not 
only     a     blind-bridle,      but      a    bridle 
with  very  large  square  blinds  to  match 
those   on   the   carriage-horses.     To  an 
American    this   looks   very   awkward, 
suggesting  the  idea  that  the  riders  had 
been   in   such   haste  to  follow  the  car- 
riage  that   they  had  just  clapped  their 
saddles   on   partly  unharnessed  horses 
and   set  out  without  removing  the  c;ir- 
riage-bridles.     But  after   all  wh:it  are 
bhnders    (most    appropriately    named) 
for,  and  why  should  the  v  look  any  more 
absurd   for   a  saddle-horse   than  for  a 
carriage-horse?      What    single    point 
about   a   horse  is  so  attractive   as  his 
largo,    lustrous,    intelligent    eye,    and 
why   should  we  hide  it  and  annoy  him 
by   covering  it  with  a  blind?  We  never 
heard  but  two  reasons,  or  excuses  rather, 
given    for    this    abominable    piece    of 
harness.     One     is    that    the    horse    is 
apt  to  scare  if  his  eyes  are  uncovered, 
and     the     other     is     that     ho     will 
grow  lazy  and  hang  back  when  he  finds 
that  he  can  see  the  whip  in  the  hands 
of  the  driver,  and  that  ho   only   needs 
to  start  up  in  time  to  avoid  it     As   to 
the  first  could  anything   be   more   ab- 
surd than  to  suppose  that  so  sensible 
an  animal  as   the   horse   wouhl   scare 
more  easily  at  an  object  of  which   he 
can  only  catch  glimpses  than  ho  would 
if  able  to  look  broadly  at   it   and    per- 
haps    recogn  zo     something     entirely 
familiar  to  him,  which,  partially  seen, 
would    suggest    something    new     and 
frightful?    The  vehicle  or  tool  behind 
him  will  not  scare  him  any  more  than 
the  same  object  before  him.  wlion  he  is 
used  to  it     As  to  the   second  excuse, 
we  think  a  lazy  horse   will    be   just   as 
lazy  if  ho  knows   not   when   the   whip 
will   descend   upon   him   as    he    would 
knowing  he  could  see  it  coming.     A 
lazy  horse  is   generally   the  fault  of  a 
lazy  driver,  and  is  not  alert  enough   to 
carry  always  in  his  head  the   idea  that 
if  he  lags  he   may   be   struck   without 
warning.     We  urge  all  good   and    hu- 
mane horsemen  and  farmers  to  cut    off 
and  throw  away  their  blinds.     There  is 
no   more   excuse   for   them    on   plow, 
wagon  or  carriage  harness   any   mor« 
than  on  a  riding  brid4o. 


Unskilful  Workmen, 
The    apprentice   system    fifty   years 
ago  has  long  siuco  been   entirely  aban 
doned,  and  the  common  remark  now- 
adays,    that     skilled      workmen     are 
scarce,  savs   The  Practical  Mechanic,  is 
not    particularly   strange.     Boys    who 
go  to  work  at   any  of   the   mechanical 
trades,    nowadays,    are    apt     in     most 
cases  to  cheat    themselves  and  perma- 
nently impar  their  future  usefulness,  by 
quitting  after  a  few    weeks  or   after  a 
few   months   serv  cc,  and   seeking  em- 
ployment elsewhere  as   skilled   work- 
men, when  in  fact  they  at  best  acquired 
but  a  smatter  ug  of  .some  of    the  sim- 
plest details  of  their  trade.     The  tend- 
ency of  snch  a  course   is   to   put  these 
incompetent  workmen   on    a    level,  in 
one  sense,  with  the  older  and  far  more 
skilful   portion    of    a   shop's    working 
force,    or   rather,    the    tendency    is    to 
drag  the  skilled  workmen  down  to  tlie 
level  of  the  other  class.     Tlie  object  of 
the  incompetent   class   is  not   to  do  as 
much  work  as  poss  ble  and  do  it  as  well 
as   possible,    but   to   get    through    the 
woi'king  hours  and  do  as   l.tlle  as  pos- 
sible, and  when  they  find  in    an  eslab- 
lishmeiit   a   true-blue    thorough  work- 
man who   docs  a   fair  d:iy's    work. and 
does    it   well,  the   incompetent   shriks 
are    read      to     comb  ne     to      retlucc 
the      faithful.       intelligent      workmen 
to  their  own    incompetent  level.     The 
great    fault  with    many  labor    organ- 
izations is  the  fact  that  they  are  in    too 
many  cases  filled  up    with  this   incom- 
petent class,  who  adopt  that  method  of 
backing  themselves  up,  in  the  r  lack  of 
skill  and  faithfulness.     They   are    s  m- 
ply  pretenders,  who   know  but  little  of 
their  trade,  manifest   little  dispos  tioii 
to  learn  more  of  it  and  when  at  work 
are   conatautly   in   danger   of   spoiling 
work,  thereby   entra  ling  needless    ex- 
pense upon  their  employers,  and  often 
causing  annoyance   and  expensive  de- 
lays. 

A  skilled  workman  is  give:i  the  best 
work,  becayso  the  manageme  it  has 
confidence  in  his  ability  to  perform  if. 
but  this  very  fact  excites  jealousy 
among  the  skillful  workmsin's  incora- 
pettjut  shopmates,  and  he  ver^'  soon 
becomes  the  object  of  their  dislike,  if 
not  of  their  positive  hatred.  His  em- 
ployers dare  not  pay  him  according  tc 
his  merits,  for  that  would  increase 
the  general  disaffection,  and  so  if  he  de- 
sires to  have  peace  with  his  fellow- 
workmen  he  must  sink  dowii  to  t licit 
level.  Business  is  unsettled  in  the 
whole  labor  market  by  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  old  apprentice    system

"Well,  there's  something  in  that" 
said  Jean  Lenoir,  laughing,  "and  as 
for  feeding,  a  raven  can  pick  up  his 
own  living  any  day;  and  besides,  we 
have  always  plenty  of  odds  and  ends  of 
fish.  Bring  him  in,  my  boy.  and  we'll 
see  what  can  be  done  with  him." 

The  broken  wing  soon  healed,  and 
in  a  few  months  Pierre's  raven  (named 
"Christopher,"  in  honor  of  the  ferry- 
man's patron  saint)  had  become  fa- 
mous through  the  whole  country  side.

A  star    sapphire  in  a  dai.sy 
of  d  ainonds  also  makes    an  exceeding- 
ly handsome  brooch,    while    bugs    and 
beetles  whose  bright  colors  aro  carried 
out  on    wings,    body,     anil    thorax    by 
gems  of  appropriate  ooloi"  cau  be  seen 
in  great  variety. 

Rings  are  of  so  many  varied  designs 
that  it  is  impossible  to  enumerate  them, 
but  a  new  thing  is  two  appareutly  sep- 
erate  rings  of  different  shapes,  each 
bearing  a  jewel  but  joined. 

Bracelets  aro  ofl'ered  consisting  of

Moonstones  are  coming  greatly  into 
favor.  They  are  cut  either  as  cameos 
or  intaglios,  in  the  form  of  a  crescent 
moon,  for  instance,  and  studded  around 
with  small  diamonds.  Novel  effects 
are  poduced  by  their  iridescent  rays. 

Ruby-cut  garnets  are  being  used  on 
ball  bar  pins  and  as  centers  iu  flowers 
and  lace  pins,  and  seem  to  be  taking 
tho  place  of  the  turquoise  to  a  certain 
extent  They  are  cheap,  and  a  silver 
match-box  recently  put  out  by  a  firm 
of  leading  silversmiths  con3!.sts  of  a 
shoe  having  the  upper  bent  over  and 
tho  toe  forming  the  lid.
